New  Testament.  These  selections,  which  con- 
stitute the  largest  and  most  valuable  portion 
of  the  book,  the  Author  tells  his  reader,  *'  cost 
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him  the  greatest  pains,"  they  form,  indeed,  its 
distinguishing  characteristic  In  setting  forth 
every  fundamental  doctrine,  and  every  import- 
ant duty  of  our  holy  religion  in  the  very  words 
of  Inspiration,  they  complete  the  Offices,  and 
render  them  a  scriptural  standard  of  faith  and 
practice,  no  less  than  a  well-tempered  manual 
of  Christian  devotion.

I  SMALL  nttkt  BO  other  apology  for  presomiBg  to  addresa  Uiia 
Volune  to  jo«,  but  that  I  ooold  not  hope  to  etoape  the  impvtatioii  of  iB(pra* 
tUode,  ihoald.I  hare  ooutted  to  proper  an  occaaion  of  nakiDg  mj  publiok 
aoknowVedgnentf  to  a  person  I  have  ao.greM  an  esteem  for,  and  from  whom  I 
have  receired  so  many  particular  favours.  , 

It  is  yoor  singolar  happiness  to  be  endowed  with  a  greatness  of  soul  answer- 
able to  the  greatness  of  your  fortune.  And  as  by  the  advantage  of  the  one,  you 
have  it  in  jcm  power  to  do  much  good ;  so  the  natural  effect  of  the  other  is  a 
constant  sfialy  and  dtUghi  to  be  ever  employing  and  improving  that  iueatimabto 
talent 

The  large  sums  you  have  expended  in  the  augmentatfam  of  small  benefioes ; 
the  une<mimoii  generosity  of  your  ammal  oontributioBS  to  several  eharity-sohools  ; 
•nd  the  liberal  exhibitions  you  have  settled  upon  the  grammar-school,  (now 
under  my  direction,)  which  had  the  honour  to  be  the  place  of  your  education, 
have  endeared  your  name  to  the  present  age,  and  will  transmit  it  with  honour 
to  succeeding  generations ;  as  being  so  many  lasting  monuments  of  your  sincere 
piety  towards  God,  your  hearty  affection  to  the  Church  and  Clergy  of  England, 
yoor  unbounded  beneficence,  and  exemplary  seal  for  the  propagating  of  reli- 
gion, and  the  enoonragement  of  useful  learning. 

It  haa  been  fiequently  objeoted  against  treatises  of  devotion,  that  those  who 
are  moat  eminently  devout  are  not  always  the  best  Christians.  But  if  there  be 
any  truth  in  this  objection,  it  is  manifestly  owing  to  a  wrong  acceptation  of  the 
fsoni  devotion,  and  not  to  any  essential  defect  in  the  thing  itself.   The  geperality 
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of  the  world,  wlieD  they  Apeak  of  a  devoat  van,  mean  otity  one  diat  niake«  it 
his  business  to  attend  constantly  on  all  the  external  duties  of  religion;  sooh  as 
praifer,  hearing  the  word,  reCeimng  the  aaerammU,  &o.  and  indeed,  if  our  deTutioa 
carries  us  no  farther  than  this,  it  must  be  confessed  we  may  be  ireiy  devout,, 
and  yet  come  very  short  of  being  good:3Clhristians.  But  then  it  ought  to  be 
considered,'  that  (if  we  will  speak  properly,)  those  who  thus  place  their  reli- 
gion in  external  performances  hare  no  better  title  to  true  dcTotioD,  than  they 
haye  to  the  spirit  of  Christianity.  True  derotion  is  to  have  our  hearts  en- 
tirely de?oted  to  the  loye  and  service  of  God,  so  as  to  be  readily  disposed 
upon  all  occasions  to  submit  our  wills  to  His  blessed  will ;  fearing  nothing  so 
much  as  to  displease  fiim»  and  r^oioing  in  nothing  so  much  as  in  doing  that 
which  we  know  Will 'be  acceptable  to  Him.  Thia  is  the  true  character  of  a 
dcTont  man :  and  give  me  leave  to  say,  there  is  no  man  that  the  character  is 
more  truly  applicable  to  than  yourself;  nor  would  I  desire  a  better  argument 
to  refute  any  objection,  that  can  be  raised  against  the  power  of  devotion,  than 
your  example.  An  example,  equally  conspicuous  for  the  greatest,  assiduity 
and  seribosness  in^  the  exercise  of  those  duties  that  are  the  appointed  means  of 
religpion ;  and  for  a  holy  ardour  and  alacrity  in  the  practice  of  those  wriues  that 
constitute  tiie  end  of  it. 

It  is  the  design  of  these  Offices  to  persuade  others  to  labour  after  the  same 
lieateriy  teaspferisf  mind,  wad  to  asaist  their  endentdnrs  itit  Che  attainment  of  it. 
And  this  is  m  deiigii  'so  perfectly  afj^eeable  to  your  mdmatimis,  that  I  oaanof

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Tint  dedgn  of  these  papen  k  to  Ibnilsh  tke  pleas  Ohrisdan  with  such  t 
tnethod  of  dievofjofi,  as  may  serve  to  mstruct  and  engage  him  in  a  religious 
^tMTss  of  mfe^  a»  wett  as  asrist  .him  in  hb  reHnwietUt  for  meditation  and 
prayer.  It  is  an  observation,  Ood  knows,  too  w^  attested,  that  the  gene* 
rality  of  Cliristian  professors  confine  their  ReUgum^  as  they  do  their  Jkvo* 
tians,  to  their  closet  and  the  church  :  and  though  their  lives  are  in  many  in- 
stances an  vfftaniut  contradiction  to  Ae  precepts  of  Christ ;  yet  they  fondly 
delude  themselves  with  a  vain  conceit,  du^  if  diey  are  but  regular  in  observ- 
ing the  stated  hours  of  public  and  private  prayer,  they  have  done  abundantly 
tttOugh  to  deiMNBiinate  themselves  good  Christians,  and  to  secure  their  tide  to 
a  good  Christtan^s  reward.  That  this  is  an  opinion  very  absurd  in  itself,  and 
manifcstty  repugnant  to  the  end  and  design  of  Chrisdamty,  and  to  the  plidiv 
dedaratioiis  of  ChriM  and  Ms  Aposdes,  I  shall  endeavour  to  make  appear  in 
Ae  sequel  of  this  ^soourse«  At  present  let  it  suffice  to  observe,  that  prayer 
is  a  duty  ei^oined  us,  not /or  Ut  oum  take^  but  purely  m  order  to  those  excA* 
lent  purposes  It  is  subservient  to,  both  from  its  own  natural  tendency,  and 
iy  viftue  of  tliA  Divine  appointment  and  promises.  It  is  of  admirable  use  t» 
piUiUw  In  our  ndndft  a  Hsom  of  Ood's  infinite  and  adorable  Majesty,  and  of 
His  absolute  sovereignty  and  dominion  over  ns ;  as  also,  of  our  own  insuffi« 
ciency,  and  entire  dependenee  upon  Him.  And  it  is  of  wonderfid  efficacy 
to  pracMre  bodi  to  ounelves  and  others  the  blessmgs  of  this,  and  of  the  odMnr 
vorU^  We  have,  we  can  have  nothing  but  what  we  receive  from  God :  and 
we  liave  no  promise  that  we  shall  receive  any  thing  of  Him,  except  we  Ibst 
ask  it  H^  dffigsnt  and  hwnble  prayer.  So  neeessaty  indeed  is  it  to  firoy,  in 
e»d«r  «o#eestM,  that  even  those  very  blessings  which  God  has  Mprtflsly  de» 
flhvod  that  ile  design  to  bestow  upon  us,  He  yet  as  expressly  commands  ue 
to  pray  to  Him  for.  Thus  in  the  zxxvith  o>f  JSveAJel  Ood  makes  to  His  pcopio 
many  pinlo«l$r  ^^misea  of  blOssiims,  spiritwd  and  temporal  {  and  condudes 
V;  3^  widi  thSs  solemn  dedamdon  of  His  firm  purpose  and  resoludOn  to  per<> 
ftmi  every  thhsg diat  He  had  pvon^sed,  /. the  Lordf  says  He,  hmetfckmit^ 
4md  lunli  do  it:  and  yet  the  very  next  words  to  these  are,  Tkus  taUk'tke 
Lord  God,  IwUlfetjir  ifut  he  enfuked  cf  Uf  the  imue  «f  feraelt  to  do  U  far 
iktm*  So  that  die  promises  even  of  the  immHlaUe  God  are  secured  only  to 
dMBO  wIm  pray  for  the  aceompfishmont  of  them. 

But  because  prayer  i»  a  duty  of  such  absolute  necessity,  that  no  blessing 
san  1^  flibtahied  without  it;  shall  we  therefore  conclude,  that  no  other  duty 
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but  Uud  is  necesMry  to  our  obtainfaig  the  divine  fiivour  and  Ueiting?  Or,  be- 
cause its  power  and  efficacy  are  sttcli,  that  no  prayer  made  according  to  th$ 
will  af  God  does  ever  return  without  a  gracious  answer;  does  it  follow  from 
hence,  tluit  those  also  which  are  not  made  according  to  His  will,  must  always 
meet  with  the  same  success?  These  are  inferences  so  notoriously  absurd, 
and  so  utterly  inconsistent  with  a  religious  temper  or  practice ;  that  he  must 
be  but  a  bad  logidoH,  and  a  much  worse  Ckrutian,  that  can  be  so  hardy  as  to 
espouse  them. 

But  as  extravagant  and  impious  as  this  notion  is,  it  is  too  sadly  visible 
that  the  generality  of  men,  that  some  even  of  those  who  comparatively  are 
good  men,  have  need  to  be  advertised  of  the  folly  and  danger  of  giving  in  to 
it.  To  this  end,  I  beg  leave  to  recommend  to  the  reader's  serious  considerar 
tion  the  two  foUowkig  propositions,  tending  to  shew  the  inseparable  connexioii 
between  true  devodon  and  a  good  life,  and  the  indispensable  necessity  of  the 
latter  in  order  to  the  acceptableness  of  the  fonner* 

L  Without  a  good  life  there  can  be  no  true  devotion. 

.11.  ^uppodng  there  could,  we  have  no  warrant  from  Scripture  to  beBeve 
that  it  would  be  dtfaer  acceptable  to  God,  or  of  any  benefit  to  ourselves. 

And  First,  Without  a  good  life  there  can  be  no  true  devotion.  Be  we  evei 
so  frequent  and  punctual  in  our  prayers,  if  they  do  not  inilaence  pur  livesy 
they  are  but  vain  rep^iUUnu  at  the  best.  An  unholy  2i^  is  a  plain  .d«Bioiistra« 
lion  that  our  j^ayers  are  not  holy,  .  These  cannot  be  /mre,  as  long  as  that  ia 
defiled.  It  is  morally  impossible  he  should  toorship  Ood  ari^t,  who  does  not 
conscientiously  endeavour  to  obeff  Him  too. 

Can  he  be  supposed,  even  in  his  most  solemn  acts  of  worship,  to  have  hia 
heart  a£^ted  with  those  reverent  and  awful  thoogfats  of  God,  and  with  ^lal 
humble,  lowly  sense  of  his  own  vil^ett  and  indigence,  and  absohile  depen- 
dence upon  Him,  which  become  creatures  and  siimerB  addressuig  themselves 
to  thefar  Maker,  and  their  Judge.;  whose  Iffe  is  a  conthraed  afflmit  to  tbe^infi- 
nite  Miflesty  he  adores,  a  deliberate  contempt  of  His  autfiority,  a  bold  de* 
fiance  of  His  Almighty  power,  and  a  most  ungrateful  abuse  of  the  exceeding 
riches  of  His  goodness? 

Is  it  reasonable  to  beUeye  that  he  bewaik  his  shis  with  ihat  unfeigned  grief 
and  compunction  of  heart,  which  are  the  necessary  gnaliflgatiens  of  a  true 
peaUenHal  sorrow ;  who  makes  it  his  dally  practice  to  npeai  those  very  nns, 
which  he  pretends  daily  to  bewail? 

Can  we  think  him  really  in  eame$t  when  he  praif*  for  the  pardon  of  hii 
sins,  and  the  assistance  of  God's  Holy  Sphrit ;  who  obstinately  persists  in  socli 
a  wicked  course  of  life,  as,  he  very  well  knows,  does  utterly  inetg^acitate  him 
fer  other? 

Lastly,  Can  he  be  thought  rincerely  to  deshre,  or  to  have  any  value  fee 
that  inestimable  croWn  of  glory  which  God  has  promised  to  those  that  servt 
Him  fiiithfully ;  who  is  so  far  firom  making  it  the  constant  en^loyment  of  his. 
whole  life  to  work  out  his  salvaition,  that  he  can  hardly  ever  aifiwd  himself 
leisure  .90  much  as  to  ask  himself  that  short,  but  most  necessary  question, 
ffltat  shcUl  I  d^  that  I  may  he  saved?  so  far  fi^om  being  willing  to  sell  all  that 
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lie  liaikf  m  order  to  purchase  this  pearl  of  great  priee ;  that  he  is  ready  every 
hour  of  the  day  to  sell  the  mvaluable  prMleget  of  his  Christian  birth-right  for 
any  die  most  worthless  trifle;  and  to  sacriftce  all  his  hopes  of  eternal  kappi- 
neu  to  the  tranmetU  grai^fieaHon  of  a  sinlul  appetite,  and  the  mmeklary  en- 
joymen*  of  a  Ibrbidden  pleasure  ?  A  very  small  degree  of  serious  considera- 
tion will  soon  convince  us  that  such  pracHeee  ae  thete  are  so  directly  opposite 
to,  so  entirely  inconsistent  with  tkeee  pretenees^  that  it  is  impossible  they 
should  ever  be  reconciled,'  unless  it  can  be  proved  that  we  may  1>e  thdy  said 
towortkip  (ir<M{  without  An  mnward  veneration  of  His  adorable  exoellendes,  to 
pray  to  Him  without  t^. hearty  desire  of  the  things  we  pray  for,  and  worthily 
to  UmetU  our  offences  against  Him  without  being  grieued  for  those  sins 
whereby  we  have  ofibnded  Him. 

But  now  should  we  make  this  coniradkiory  euppee&hn,  that  a  man  may  be 
as  wicked  as  he  please  in  his  2^,  and  yet  lie  very  sincere  in  his  devoHons ; 
that  he  may  pray  with  all  the  fervency  and  steal  imaginable,  at  the  same  time 
that  he  is  resolved  to  go  on  in  his  sit^  oosarses:  yet,  what  would  svth  en  tme 
be  the  better  for  all  his  devotions?  What  grounds iiave  we  to  lielieve  tiiat 
God  would  answer  the  requests  of  such  a  prevaricating  supplicant'? 
.  Our  Saviour  indeed  has  declared,  that  every  one  that  asketh  reeeiveih^i 
and  that  whatsoever  we  ask  the  Father  in  His  Name,  He  will  give  it  us  ^.  But 
has  not  He  Himself  likewise  assured  us,  that  there  is  no  other  way  otentitUitg 
ourselves  to  these  promisesi,  but  by  a  firm,  immovable  adherence  to  His'  doc- 
trine, and  a  sincere  universalobedience  to  His  commands  ?  If  ye  abide  in  met 
says  our  Lord,  a»<i^  My  words  abide  in  yoK,  ye  ehall,  ask  what  ye  wiU,  arid  U 
ehall  be  done  unto  you,  John  xv.  7.  And  has  not  His  Apostle  St.  John  also  told 
us,  that  our  confidence  otreceimng  what  we  ask,  <:an  be  safely  built  only  upon 
this  foimdation,  that  we  do  what  He  has  commanded  F  Beloved,  says-he^  1  John 
iiL  21,  22.  if  our  heart  condemn  us  not,  then  have  we  cot^idence  toward  Cfod: 
And  whatsoever  we  ask,  we  receive  of  Him,  because  we  keep  His  commandmentSf 
and  do  those  things  that  are  pleasing  in  His  sight*  To  the  same  purpose 
is  that  of  St  James,  v.  X6»  The  qfectual  farvent  prayer  cf  a  righteous  man 
avaikih  much :  As  if  he  had  said ;  it  is  not  the  prayer  «f  every  man,  nor 
every  prayer  of  any  man  that  has  energy  and  force  enough  to  pierce  the  clouds, 
and  bring  down  from  heaven  the  blessings  it  is  sent  up  for ;  but  the  prayers 
only  of  such  persons  as  are  sincerely  good ;  and  only  such  prayers  even  of 
these  persons  as  are  offered  up  with  a  becoming  zeal  and  fervency. 

God  has  been  pleased  of  His  own  free  grace  and  bounty  to  declare  Himself 
willing  to  bestow  many  inestimable  blessings  upon  us  4  but  He  has  thought  6t 
^kewise  for  very  wise  and  good  reasons  to  ei\|oin  us  the  practice  of  aeveral 
duties,  and  to  suspend  our  title  to  those  blessings  upon  our  fiuthful  Ondeavours 
tp  perform  these  duties. 

And  is  it  not  highly  reasonable.  Is  it  not  abaolntdy  necessary  for  ns  to  set 
ourselves  seriously  to  the  doing  what  we  are  commanded,  befi}re  we  expect  to 
he  put  in  possession  of  what  we  are  promised  ?    When  God  has  expressly  ac* 

guainted  us  with  the  terms  upon  which  alone  He  will  begradous  unto  ui|« 

» 

A  bike  xl.  10.  b  John  xvi.  23. 
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sluiU  we  be  80  fOoHsbly  pfesumpttious  as  to  feed  onrselveft  with  hoped,  tot 
we  may  find  favour  in  His  right  without  ever  complying  with  the  terms  He 
has  proposed  ?  And  shaU  we  have  the  fiiee  also-  to  go  solemnly  to  Him,  and 
desire  Him  to  act  directly  contrary  to  His  own  determinations  ?  Thb  surely 
is  a.  manifest  moekery  of  &e  Cdvine  Majesty:  and  yet  this  is  what  every, 
impemtent  sinn^  does^  as  often  as  hepmys  for  tte  iorgiveness  of  his  sins,  the 
graces  of  God's  Spirit,  tnr  the  final  salvation  of  Ids  own  souL 

It  u  by  ^rtue  of  tiutt  gradoos  covenant  which  God  hath  made  widi  us  in 
His  Son,  that  we  have,  any  title  at  all  to  these  blessed  privileges.  And  be- 
cause a  cooentmt,  in  the  very  nature  of  it,  implies  a  mutual  stipulation,  it  is 
certain  that  the  title  this  covenant  conveys  to  us  must  be  wfaoOy  conditional : 
so  that  if  we  do  not  prove  true  to  owr  part  of  it|  we  have  utterly  forfeited  our 
title  to  the  benefits  promised  on  Qod^a  part 

Now  by  the  tenour  of  this  covenant  as  we  have  it  recorded  in  the  Scrip- 
lures,  the  condition  upon  which  God  has  promised  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  in 
consideration  of  the  meritorious  sufTerings  and  death  of  our  Saviour  Jetua 
Chritt,  is  sttoh  a  lively  and  efibctual  faith,  as  shall  produce  in  us  true  repent- 
ance, and  tefomuition  of  life,  and  a  readiness  for  Christ's  sake  to  foigive  our 
brethren  their  o£fences  against  us.  Tkraugh  Hit  name,  says  St.  Peter,  whsso- 
tvet  heUoftih  in  Him  shaU  receive  re/smnon  cf  dtu,  Acts  x.  43.  Repent  ye 
Hieri^ortt  and  be  conmrted,  says  the  same  Apostle,  ihat  your  eins  may  be  bhtted 
mU,  Acts  iu.  19.  ffyeforgUte  men. their  tretpaeteSf  says  Christ,  your  heaioenly 
Fatlm  wiUniao  foigive  you :  Bui  if  ye  forgive  not  men  their  trespasses,  neitfter 
ttiU  your  Fatherforgive  your  trespasses,  Matt  vi.  14,  15. 

So  also  the  condition,  upon  which  He  has  promised  us  the  asristances  of 
His  Spirit,  is  a  stedfest  purpose  to  make  a  fiiithful  use  of  them  by  cherishing 
the  good  motions  He  shall  excite  in  our  souls,  and  diligently  co-operating 
with,  His  grace  towards  our  daily  progress  in  all  godliness  and  virtue.  Who* 
soever  hath,  says  Christ,  to  him-  shaU  be  given,  and  he  shaU  have  more  ahun* 
dance :  but  whosoever,  liath  not,  from  him  shall  be  taken  away  even  thUhe  hath; 
Matt  xiiL  12.  Woric  out  your  own  salvation,  says  St.  Paul,  with  fear  and 
trembHng ;  For  it  is  God  that  worketh  in  you  both  to  will  and  to  do  of  His  good 
pleasure,  Phil  ii.  12,  13. 

In  like  maniler,  the  condidon  upon  which  God  has  promised  eternal  life  is 
a.  sincere,  constant,  persevering  obedience  to  His  holy  laws.  If  thou  wilt  ^en- 
ter into  life,.9nya  our  Saviour,  keep  the  commandments.  Matt  xix.  17.  To  them 
who  by  patient  conthmaace  in  well-doing  seek  for  glory  and  honour  and  hnmor^ 
taUty,  says  St  Paul,  God. will  render  etemai  life :  But  unto  them  that  are  con- 
tentious, and  do  obey  not  the  truth,  but  ohey  unrighteousness,  indignation  and 
wn^h,  tribidatiott  andjanguish^  upon  every  soul  ^  man  that  doeth  evify  Rom^  ii. 
7,  8, 9. 

Since  tb^eforeJAesp,  iaid  whatever- o^Ai?r  promises  God  lias  been  pleased  to 
make  us-io  the  Gospel,  are  all  of  them  suspended  upon  certain  conditions  ;  it 
evidently  fcdlows^  that  we. can  liltve  no  manner  of  pretence  to  clum  any  inte- 
rest in  the  blessings  promised,  till  we  have  performed  the  conditions  upon 
whieh  they  are  suspended. 

Very  great  things  it  is  true  are  said  of  prayer :  no  duty  has  more  encou- 
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raging  promitfes  annexed  to  it:  ahilOie  Scr^^Cure  sl^uiiias  wtUi  iastaubes  dc^- 
tlaring  its  mighty  power,  and  prevideiiey  %ritb  God.  Bttttheii»  it  u  as  tnaa 
that  aU  Oiese  pnmnses,  and  idi  these  inslaftdM  ate  applicable  to  Mcft  prayen 
only,  as  are  made  according  to  the  terms  of  the  Gospel  oovenatit:  and  these 
prayers  will  always  he  sate  to  fiAd  an  easy  access  to  the  thione  of  grace.  But 
if  we  venture  to  go  beyond  our  commission';  if  we  pray  for  things  wbidi  God 
has  no  wha«  promised;  or  for  those  thmgs  wfaidi  He  hath  promised  but 
tondUwHoUy,  without  attending  to  the  declared  eandUicns  d  those  His  pro- 
miseis ;  our  prayern  are  uttwarranCabk,  and  w31  be  s6  fiorfiom  being  acceptable 
to  God,  or  adVantageoas  Id  oursehrea,  tiiat  they  ^rifl  in&lfiUy  provoke  His  ^Us- 
pleasure^  and  serve  but  to  increase  our  own  guilt  -and  condemnation. 

In  a  word :  we  are  frail,  impotent,  helpless,  sinfiil  creatures ;  hkbouring 
under  manifold  wants  and  infirmides  ;  encampaased  with  innumend>]e  dan- 
gen  ;  obnoxious  to  the  Pivine  Wrath  and  vengeance  ;  and  utterly  unable  of 
ourselves  to  do  any  thing  fot  tnnvelves :  our  only  hope  is  in  God's  mercy 
through  Christ ;  His  {Mromises  are  our  oidy  oonafort  and  security ;  diese  we 
unist  implore  by  incessant  and  earnest  prayer :  but  as  these  are  all  of  them 
•(mdiHonal,  k  is  certain  that  the  success  of  our  prayers  will  depend  upon  the 
sincerity  of  our  endeavjonrs  to  perform  the  condilsons  upon  which  God  has 
pnHuised  the  things  we  pray  for.  Though  we  ask  uver  so  fervently,  ever  so 
importunately,  ever  so  devoutly,  if  we  do  not  ask  according  to  die  terms  of  the 
Gospel,  the  Goapd  g^ves  us  no  encouragement  to  believe  that  we  shall  receive 
what  we  ask. . 

Tins  is  a  truth  that  wdl  deserves  our  most  serious  eonsidcratioci :  and  I  have 
insisted  the  longer  upon  it,  becatise  a  mistake  in  this  point  must  needs  be  of 
very  dangerous  and  fotal  consequence.  What  tlie  Aposlle  says  of  godliness  in 
general  toay  truly  he  aflfoned  of  this  single  instance  of  it,  pray^,  if  righdy 
performed ;  viz,  that  it  is  prqfitable  unto  att  tMngt ;  kasiKg  the  premise  ef  the 
t^  thai  netp  Uf  tmd  xf  tiiat  tbhieh  is  to  cinue.  There  is  not  any  one  thing  ne- 
cessary eiltier  to.  eut  temporal  or  elernid  happiness,  but  what  the  pioua 
Christian  may  procure  to  Umself  by  diligent  prayer  to  God  for  it  So  that 
as  much  as  we  vidue  our  presaat  and  future  wel&re,  so  much  It  concerns  us  td 
take  heed  that  our  prayers  be  such  as  God  has  promised  to  accept 

I  am  not  unimndful  that  there  are  other  quafifications,  besides  that  wluch 
I  have  hitherto  been  contending  for,  necessary  to  the  lundering  our  prayers 
suocessfuL  But  having  ahready  proved,  that  if  we  are  defoftive  in  Mw,  which 
is  the  foundation  of  aU  the  test,  it  i^  inpossihle  ^  ihmuld  net  be  defective  in 
ikem  teoj  ^  hoWe^er,  tiiat  theae  wididut  tide  woidd  be  utteriy  vain  and  insig- 
nificant <  and  considering  on  die  other  hand  that  if  thie  Were  once  well  se- 
cured, we  shoiUd  fold  no  mamier  of  difficulty  in  acquiring  the  other  ;  I  shall 
content  myself  with  inferring  the  devout  reader  for  His  satidJEiction  to  ihoee  in 
the  preliminary  instructions  prefixed  to  the  JMl§  Offieey  where  he  wiU  find  all 
the  qualifications,  requisite  to  entitle  our  devotions  to  the  Divkie  acceptance, 
distinctly  enumeiated,  and  the  necessity  of  each  of  them  proved  at  huge  by 
express  chatioAs  out  of  the  Hobf  Scripture. 

Having  premised  this  necessary  caution  with  respect  to  our  devotions  mi 
gfnend  / 1  preoeed  now  to  aoquidnt  the  reader  with  what  1  have  attempted  in 
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those  tktafottaw.  The  four  OiBces,  of  wbich  they  conftist,  make  a  camptetd 
course  ofdevotion  for  the  week.  Many  of  the  prayers  are  transcribed  out  of 
other  books:  but,  by  the  method  I  was  engaged  in,  I  found  myself  frequently 
obliged  to  make  alterations,  or  additions  in  most  of  them  ;  which  being  a 
fiberty  that  has  always  been-  allowed  in  vroxkB  of  tMs  .nature,  I  hope  1  may 
leiBonably  promise  myself  an  easy  pardon  for  mining  use  of  it  here.  The 
method  I  have  observed  in  every  one  of  the  OflSces^  as  it  is  diflfisrent  from  that 
of  any  other  book  that  I  have  seen,  sol  humbly  hope  that,  upon  an  impartia] 
perusal,  it  will  appear  to  be  very  proper,  distinct,  and  useftiL 

The  Daily  Office  is  divided  into  four  sections.     The  two  first  contain  every 
day's  Morning  and  Evening  private  Devotions,  together  with  prayers  to  be 
used  with  a  fiimily  :   all  of,  which  being  contrived  in  the  usual  method  of 
prayers  for  the  like  occasions,  I  shall  not  trouble  the  reader  with  any  en- 
largement about  them  in  this  place,  only  that  I  have  prefixed  to  the  first 
**  short  devoHons  to  be  used  tu  soon  as  we  ctre  up"  and  to  the  second  have  sub- 
joined "  a  proper  to  be  used  at  night  before  we  go  into  bed," 
i  The  former  I  have  thought  fit  to  add,  that  we  may  be  always  sure  to  begin 
the  day  with  a  devout  oblation  of  ourselves  to  God,  and  earnest  prayer  for  the 
protection  and  guidance  of  His-  SjMrit  uid  Providence,  lest  it  should  happen 
that  we  are  notable  convenientiy  to  retire  so- soon  as  we  rise  for  tiie  perjorm** 
ance  of  the  more  solemn  devotions  of  the  morning,  though  we  may  without  any 
difficulty  secure  to  ourselves  time  enough  to  use  the  short  prayer  which  is  here 
appointed  for  this  purpose,  and  one  of  the  Psalms  preceding  it.     Not  that  I 
would  be  understood  to  exclude  the  use  of  them'  when  no'  such  interruption 
happens :  for  even,  in  this  case  also,  I  cannot  but  believe  it  highly  expedient 
that  some  such  preparative  as  this  should  always  precede  our  more  solemn  de- 
votions ;.nor  can  I  think  of  a  more  proper  introduction  to  them  than  that 
which  I  am  now  recommendtingr 

. .  The  latter  I  have  separated  from  the  Service  for  the  Evening,  for  the  sake 
of  some  who  may  be  desirous  of  so  dividing  their,  devotion,  firem  a  fear  of  put- 
]ting  off  too  much  of  the  business  of  religion,  which  requires  the  greatest  fi'CC" 
dom  and  fervour  of  spirit,  to  those  heavy  minutes  when  they  may  not  be  well 
able  to  keep  the  eyes  of  either  body  or  mind  firom  slumbering  or  sleeping. 
<    The  other  two  sectionsy  viz.  the  third  and  the  fourth,  contain  devotions  for 
^e  intermediate  time  of  the  day :  Reformer  for  noon,  the  latter  for  any  time 
in  the  afternoon^  as  will  best  suit  with  every  particular  person's  convenience; 
The  design  of  the  former  is  to  exdte  and  assist  the  good  Christian  to  lead  his 
Ufe  answeraUy  to  his  Chrktian  profession :  the  design,  of  the  latter,  to  per- 
suade and  enable  him  so  continuaUy  to  remember,  and  to  make  *such  duly 
provision  for  his  latter  end,,  that  his  death  may  be  holy,  comfortable,  and 
blessed. .«  The  devotions  in  each  of  these  sections,  are  distingiushed  according 
to  the  .days  of  the  week :  not  that  those  appointed  for  one  day  are  so  appro- 
^priated  to  thai  in  particular,  that  they  may  not  as  profitably  be  used  upon 
any  other ;  but  partiy  because  the  sulgect  of  these  Sections,  (as  it  is  of  a  much 
larger  exterd,  and  includes  a  greater  variety  of  particulars  than  that  of  the  other 
four)  could  not  so  well  be  comprised  in  one  form ;  and  since,  for  this  reason^ 
X  was  induced  to  mUmply  theforms^  I  thought  I  could  not  choose  a  mow  pro«^ 
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per  standard  than  this  is,  to  regulate  their  hmn^  and  ditMimtkk  byi  and 
partly,  because  there  is  something  of  a  connection  and  order  observed  in  the 
dewftimis  allotted  to  the  several  da3Fs»  (at  least  in  those  of  llie  third  Wefloii,) 
answeirable  (in  some  degree)  to  that  of  the  ifoys  thenuei9ei» 

Thus  f(nr  instance :  the  devotions  assigned  for  Mcndatf  may  be  said  to  be 
more  particularly  fitted  to  that  day  than  any  other»  (though  not  ^ftuj^ala^ 
speaking,  yet)  considering  it  as  immediately  following  the  LmPi  Day ;  wfalcli 
the  devout  Christian,  who  makes  a  conscience  of  spendii^g  every  day  rd^ 
giously,  will  certuidy  look  upon  himself  more  particularly  obliged  to  oonsecratSy 
and  set  i^art  for  themore  sdemn  exercise  of  the  duties  of  piety  and  devotiofik 
And  since  one  of  the  principal  duties  of  the  Lord^t  Day  is  to  partake  of  that 
holy  Sacrament,  which  our  blessed  Lord  Himse^  has  commanded  to  be  pev> 
petually  observed  by  all  Christians  in  remembrance  of  His  death ;  and  then- 
in  to  make  a  new  oblation  of  ourtekes,  our  tmtit  and  hodOet^  to  he  a  remain 
able,  hoiy,  and  lively  sacrifice  wOo  God  ;  it  seems  very  naturally  to  follow,  thai 
what  leisure  time  we  may  have  for  extraordinary  devotion  on  the  following 
day,  cannot  be  more  pertinently  employed  than  in  serious  reflections  upon  the 
infinite  importance  of  that  sacred  action,  and  the  inviolable  engagenlents  we 
thereby  brought  ourselves  under  ^  what  a  dreadful  aggravation  it  ¥rill  be  of 
our  guilt,  if  we  break  our  covenant  with  God  after  we  have  renewed  it  in  sudi 
a  solemn  manner;  and  what  unspeakable  blessings  we  are  entitied  toif  wt 
'  continue  stedfast  in  it     The  attentive  considerations  of  such  points  as  these 
wiU  beget  in  us  a  holy  fear  and  zeal ;  and  an  earnest  solicitous  desire  to  ae« 
quaint  ourselves  more  thoroughly  with  all  the  particulars  of  the  vow  that  is 
upon' us;  in  order  to  imprint  them  more' deeply  upon  our  hearts,  and  to  enabfe 
us  to  observe  them  more  dilig^ntiy  and  punctuaUy,  than '  we  have  hitherto 
done.    And  because  tMs  is  what  we  are  not  able  to  do  bf  ourselves,  the  sente 
of  our  own  insufficiency,  and  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  the  divine  grace,  will 
force  us  upon  our  knees,  to  pour  out  the  desires  of  our  souls  before  God ;  and^ 
with  ardent  supplications,  to  implore  the  constant  assistances  of  Hk  Holy 
Spirit,  to  preserve  and  increase  in  us  the  good  motions  we  now  feel*  in  onr 
hearts ;  and  to  incline  and  help  us  to  perform  them  faithfully  to  our  lives  endb 
To  assist  the  devout  Christian  in  these  important  duties  is  tiie  design  of  the 
devoUons  appointed  for  Monday  noon. 

Those  for  Tuesday f  treat  of  the  ir^nite  excellency  and  perfectioiu  rf  God ; 
His  works  of  creation  and  providence ;  His  eternity ,  omnipotenee,  and  ommpre- 
tence  ;  *  His  hoUness,  justice,  and  faithfidness ;  His  mercy,  goodness,-  and  hmte- 
Jhence.  These  are  very  powerful  and  awakening  thoughts;  and  such >  as,  if 
duly*  attended  to,  cannot  but  leave  very  happy  impressions  upon  our  soub; 
and-fordbly  oonvince-us  how  much  it  is  our  duty,  and  wisdom,'and  happiness, 
to  fulfil  the  obligations  of  our  baptismai  vow,  (which  was  thesutgect  of  yesteP' 
'day's'defdotions)  and  to  make  religion' the  chief  study  and  business  of  oiur  lives; 
since  all  its  precepts  are  the  laws  and  iiyunctionsof  so  great,  so  just,  and  so 
good  a  God ;  so  bountiful  a  rewarder  of  those  who  serve  Him  foitbfiilly,  and  so 
dreadfiil  an  avenger  of  all  ungodliness  and  disobedience.  And,  in  order  to 
make  our  contemi^ation  of  the  Divine  Majesty  more  immediately  subservient  to 
our  increase  in  piety  and  holiness,  I  have  annexed  to  each  paragraph,,  some

(3dly,)  Aft  it  assures  us  of  Aeforgioeneis  of 
ottr  rifit,  and  our  recondUatkn  to  Gfod^  through  the  me^oHon  of  His  Son  oar 
Saviour  Jestu  Chritt,  (4thly,)  As  it  i^rds  vs  suifident  power  and  tOdUty.  for 
iutp^rfwUMmce  t>f -our  duty.  (Sthly,)  As  it  gives  us  the  highest  assuMnce  of 
Hk&  immorUdity  qfeut  tmdt,  and  the  pt^pneni  qf^  last  day  ;  suid  of  the  6ver« 
lasting  rewards  (tnd  pufdskmeiits  cf  ike  toorid  to  come. 

And  having  thus  iremwded  the  Christian  bf  his  peculiar  hapf^ness,  vnth  re*' 
ll>ect  1»  the  prkfil^es  and  hen^fite  he^i^ys  under  the  Gospel  dispensoHan ;  I  go 
HQi  in  the  dmH^kms  for  Thursday  lukm,  to  acquaint  him  with  the  peculiar  o1fU» 
gatiims  h<  Ukewtse  lies  «nder  to  holiness  of  l^  And  these  also  aie  reduced 
to  five  particulai^;  vkt,  (1st,)  To  persuade  and  obfijge  as  to  lead  holy  tend  vit" 
twnts  Hves  "was  the  prindipai  design  of  onr  Stimoar^^s  comtng  into  the  world,  &c; 
(SSdlyO  This  is  What  etery  one  of  us  solemnly  engaged  to  do  at  our  Baptism, 
(4kBy^)  A  holy  H&  is  essential  to  the  eharacter  of  a  Christian ;  and  Is  made  tike 
conation  of  salvation  in  the  Oospet-cofenant.  (4thly))  Without  holiness,  we 
shaU  not  be  capable  of  the  ^ugapiness  designed  for  pious  Cinistians  in  heaven^ 
(l^y,)  Disobedience  in  a  Christian  is  a  crime  of  a  more  hemom  natare^  and 
will  be  more  seeerely  punished  in  the  day  of  Judgment, 

On  Friday,  the  devout  Christian  is  directed  to  contemplate  his  Ueflbed  Savi- 
our on  the  CTMS,  meekly  submitting  to  that  most  painful  and  %nominiotts 
death,  in  otder  to  restore  loot  man  to  the  ftvour  of  G^  and  topitreiuue  tor  us  a 

* 

■title  to  the  everlasting  joys  of  heasen.  In  thb  amasing  instance  of  iSie  divine 
love,  God  has  given  us  the  most  convincing  proof  imaginable  of  His  infinite 
^iatnd  and  detestation  of  ein,  and  of  His  unfeigned  and  earnest  desire  of  our 
eteinal  happiness.  The  consideration  of  the  ons  wiU  prevent  our  too  boldly 
presuming  on  His  mercy  i  the  other  forbids  to  despair  upon  the  aceount  of  Hi» 
justice:  that  demonstratte  the  reasonableness  and  necessity  of  repentance; 
^d$t  tiie  possibility  and  certainty  of  sahattoni  if  our  repentance  be  sineere. 
£aeh  is  a  Very  proper  alfed  prcMlng  motive  to  seriousness  and  diligenee  in  the 
practice  of  reUgion. 

And  now,  auppodng  that  the  preceding  devotions  huve  had  their  desired 
tStet,  and  we  are  actoidly  engaged  hi  a  religious  cMrse  efl^e  ;  the  bnly  thing 
remaining  is,  that  we  take  due  care  to  persevere  in  it  as  long  as  we  five.  To 
persuade  and  encouiage  us  to  wfafeh  necessary  duty,  is  my  design,  in  the  de>- 
votions  appointed  for  Saturday  noon.  Here  the  devout  Christian  is  directed  to 
«Mf  the  week  as.  he  began  it,  with  a  soleom  d&Ucation  vf  hmn^  to  Godf  and

then  to'.pny,  that  Ctod- would  he  pleased  to  give  him  grace,  to  Tumke  afaitijnl 
and  blessed  use  of  all  those  means  and  helps,  whershy  he  may  he  enabled  toper-^ 
severe  in  the  faith  and  obedience  of  the  Gospel:  that  he  may  live  under  a  con-> 
stant  awe  of  God's  all-seeing  eye ;  apply  himself  frequently  to  the  seriou/s  con*: 
sidemdoa  e(  his  ways ;  by  often  meditating  upon  those  eminent  examples  of 
piety  and  holiness,  that  are  set  before  us  in  Scripture,  and  especially,  that  of 
our  blessed  Master  and  Saviour  Jesw  Christ;  k^p  his  mind  fixed  upon  tha6 
glorious- reward  promised  to  thoee  who  persevere  unto  the  end;  and.be  con*- 
stant  in  his  attendance  on  all  the  public  ordinances  of  religion. 

The  title  of  ihnfosntth  section  speaks  its  usefulness. .  He  that  considers  what 
tt  is  to  die;  that  death  i^  Us  passage  to  an  unclmi^ahle  eternity ;  and  that- 
his  future  ev^rlastins^  state  will  be  happy  or  miserable,  .according  as  he  improve* 
or  n^lects  the  present  opportunity  of  fitting  Ifimself  for  that  important  honr» 
need  not  be  toldy  that,  to  prepare  for  his  deaih,  ought  to  he  the  chief  business  of 
every  dfty  of.  his  Ufa,  The  wisest  man  livitig  cannot  foresee  what  a  day  may. 
bring  forth.  And  he  that  now  boasts  of  the  strongest  constitution,  may  befiK^ 
to-morrow  feel  l^mself  bereaved  <^  all  his  strength,  and  breathing  Out  his  Uab 
^in  the  agoi^es  of  death.  The-necessary  consequence  of  this  is,  that  we  accuse- 
torn  ourselves  to  make  such  daily  preparation  for  our  death,  that  it  may  never 
surprise  us  in  an  hour  when  we  are  not  ready.  And,  for  this  end,  we  would 
do  well  to  set  apart  a  few  minutes,  at  least,  every  day,  for  the  serious  considera* 
Hon  rf  our  latter^nd;  that  so  our  minds  may  be  inured  to  the  thoughts  of  death, 
and  we  may  always  live  under  an  habitual  and  constant  sense  of  our  mortality*. 
The  dtnoHont  I  here  recommend  to  the  pious  Christianas  daily  use,  are  de«< 
^gned  to  assist  him  in  this  important  work;,  and  are  such  as,  I  humbly  co»» 
ceive»  he  will  find  to  be  very  proper  and  useful  for  this  purpose^  The  chief 
subjects  of  them  are :  tks  shor^ess  and  uncertalattyi  th»  vanity,  troublesi  arid 
o^S^efum-(f'this  Ufe^^  the  certainty  tf.deatht^fnd  of  a  resurrection  from  thedead^ 
and, of  a  general  judgment,  and  future  rewards  and  punishments^  and  as  the 
immediate  ocmsequenee  of  all  these,  the  necessity  of  leading  such  a  holy  and  vir^. 
tuoHs  life,  as  may  nunister  to  us  peaceand  comfort,  and  a  well-grounded  assu*- 
ranee  and  joy,  in  the  hour  (fdeathy  and  in  the-  day  ofjudgmentf  and  entitle  us 
to  a  glorious  restfrrectioni  and  a  blessed  immortdlUy, 

This  isa  plain  acoeuntof  what  I  have  endeavoured  in  the  Office  of  Daily  De- 
voU&n,  As  to  the  <fther  three  ojices,  the  method  L'have  <4}Served-in<  them  is  S9 
natural  and  obvious,'  that,  in  order  to  form  a  just  and  adequate  judgment  o£ 
the  design  and  usefiUness  of  each  of  them,  the  reader  need  but  barely  insp^ 
the  titles  o£  their  several  sections  i  to  which  therefore  I  beg  leave  to  ref^ 
him. 

What  has  cost  me  the  greatest  pains  in  the  cpmpiling  of  tliis  little  hook,  atid^ 
which. indeed  I  look  upon  to  be  the  most  valuable  and  useful  part  of  it,  is,  the* 
large .  eoUeotions  J  hatoe  made  out  of  the  lioly  Scriptures.  In  -  these  are  comprised 
all  the  fundamental  doctrines,  and-the»ios<imp()rton/<2//^fWof  the.Christian  re* 
ligion;  tlie  doctrines  we  are  most  concerned  to  understand  and  believe  j'  axiA' 
the  duties  we  are  most  indispensably  obliged  to  observe  and  praotise,  in  order 
to  our  eternal  happiness.  And  surely,  the>frequent  attentive  reading  of  suck 
Scriptures  as  these,  must  need«  be  very  beneficial  to  us.     'Tis  what  we  shall 
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find  of  stBgular  use  aod  service,  not  only  for  devotion,  but  for  the  condmet  rfmr 
kues:  what  will  be  the  best  preparative  for  the  one,  and  most  probably  will 
derive  a  happy  if\fiuence  upon  the  other.  With  ..respect  to  the  former,  I  have 
taken  particiUar  care  that  all  the  texts  prefixed  to  any  prayer  be  pertinent  ta 
.iheetUffect  matter  of  that  prayer:  and  in  order  to  the  latter  I  have  all  along 
confined  myself  .to  the  choice  of  «»c^  texts  m  are  in  themsehes  the  most  instruct 
tioa.  And  in  my  distribiUion  of  :them  I  have  endeavoured  to  preserve  a  co- 
herence, And  mutual  connexion;  that  so  we. may  read  them  with  more  plea- 
sure, and  more  easily  retain  .what  we  read. 

.  Though  there  are  many  precepts  in  Scripture,  which  make  it  our  indispen- 
sable duty  to  pray  often,  such  as  Lu^  xviii.  1 ;  Rom.  xii  12 ;  1  Tkess,  v.  17 ; 
yet  it  being  not  positively  declared.  Ao«r  q/^  we  are  oUiged  to  perform  this 
duty,  it, must  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  .every  person  to  decide  this  question 
for  himself     Those  who  have  the  advantage  of  easy  circumstanoes,  and  much 
kiture^  are.  to  look  upon  themselves  bound  to  consecrate  a  .larger  share  ^rf  thar 
Ume  to  .the  immediate  service  of  God.     But  if  the  circumstances  .His  Provi- 
dence'lias  allotted  us  in  this  world  be  such,  that  we  cannot,  without  prejudice 
to  the  neeessary  business  of  our  lawful  callings,  retire, so  often  as  we.would 
otherwise  do;  Uie  maxim  which  the  apostle  hath  laid  down  in  another  case, 
will  hold  equally  true  in.  this :  1^  there  he  first  a  tpiUing  mind,  it  U  accepted 
according  to  that  a  man  hath,  and  not  according  to  thai  he  hath  not,  2  Cor.  viiL  1 2. 
God  is  not  a  hard  Master.     He  will  not  require  much  of  those,  to  .whom  He 
hath  g^ven  but  little.    If  we  are  but  upright  in  our  intentions,,  and.  sincerely 
desirous  to  take  all  opportunities  we  can,  of  waiting  upon  Him ;  we  may. se- 
curely depend  upon  a  kind  reception,,  and  a  gracious  audience  at  the  throne 
•f  His  .grace. 
,      I  observe  this,  for.  ike  sake  of  those  who  may  thiok  I  have  prescribed  tc^ 
fiequent  returns  of  devotion  in  the  Daily  Office  ;  and  that  there  are  some  prayers 
both  in  thca,  and  in  the  other,  too  long.     With  reference  to  the  generality  of 
persons,  I  must  confess,  I  incline  to  the  same  opinion :  but  this  I  must  say  too, 
that  I  am  very  well  assured,  there  are  a  great  many  who  have  both  leisure  and 
inclination,  to  allow  as  much  time  for  their  devotions,  as. the, use, of, these 
offices  will  require.     And  since  my  design  in  this  undertaking  was  to  serve 
the  occasions  of  the  devout,  I  do  not  see  how  I  should  have  answered  that 
end,  had  I  not  made  provision  for  those  that  are  most  eminently  such.     1  desire 
only  that  every  one  would  deal  impartially  with  himself  in  this  case :  and 
th^,  who,  upon  good  grounds,  are  persuaded  that  they  cannot  conveniently 
aet  aside  any  intermediate  part  of  the  day  for  religious  retirement ;  let  thera 
but  make  a  conscience  of  being  constant  and  regular  in  their  morning  and 
evening  devotions,  and  they  may  rest  assured  that  God  wiU  never  lay  to  their 
charge  such  omissions  as,  with  respect  to  the  drcumstances  His  Providence  has 
placed  them  in,  are  manifestly  unavoidable.     But  then  they  ought  to  remem- 
b^,  that  they  are  indispensably  bound  to  be  so  ^  much  the  more  careful  and 
punctual  in  observing  these  two  seasons  of  solemn  prayer  to  God :  these,  at 
least,  being  of  absolute  obligation ;  and  the  omission  of  either  of  these,  what 
BO  pretence  whatsoever  can  justify. 
.  As  for  the .  exceptions  that  may.  be  made  against  the  fen^l/i  of  some  of  the 
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prmyen,  die  reader  may  please  to  observe  that  all  those  that  can  po«dbly  fall 
under  this  imputation,  are  subdivided  into  so  many  distinct  paragraphs,  that 
it  will  be  very  easy  for  him  to  make  such  alterations  and  onaissions  in  the  use  of 
them,  88  will  reduce  them  to  the  brevity  any  one's  particular  circumstances  may 
require.  I  desire  likewise,  the  same  method  may  be  taken  with  reference  to 
any  of  the  coUecHont  out  rf  Scripture  that  shall  seem  too  long;  as  indeed  in 
some  of  them,  1  could  not  av<»d  being  longer  than  ordinary,  by  reason  of  the 
muUifUdty  qf  parHcuiart  contained  under  the  general  tulgeet  they  relate  to. 
But  these  also  are  always  broken  into  several  subdivisions,  which  having  no 
knnediate  connexion  with  each  other,  n^ay,  without  asky  matter  of  inconveni- 
ence, be  used  sepaiiately ;  some  at  one  time,'and  some  at  another,  in  such  pro- 
portions, as  every  one's  leisure  will  admit  o£ 

It  was  not  without  some  (tifficulty  I  prevailed  with  myself  to  publish  the  de- 
veiHmu  peculiarly  relating  to  the  clergy,  I  am  too  conscious  of  my  own  imper- 
fections^ and  too  sensible  of  the  just  deference  I  owe  to  the  much  superior  abi- 
UHes  of  my  reverend  brethren,  to  imagine  either  that  they  can  need  any  assist- 
aiice  that  /  am  able  to  offer ;  or,  that  any  thing  lean  offer  them,  should  be  com- 
parable to  what  they  can  do  themselves:  and  therefore  I  think  myself  bound,  in 
justice  to  them  and  myself  to  let  both  them,  and  the  world  know,  that  these 
devotions  were  drawn  up  at  first,  purely  for  my  own  private  use  ;  and  the  only 
consideration  that  induced  me  to  make  them  public  was,  that  (though  those, 
who  make  up  that  reverend  body  at  present,  may  be  above  the  want  of  any 
such  help  as  this;  yet)  they  may  perhaps  be  of  use  to  those,  who  shall  here- 
after enter  into  holy  orders :  and  that,  both  before  their  ordination,  by  assisting 
them  in  Aeir  devotions  preparatory  to  it ;  and  also  afterwards,  till  they  can  find 
leisure  and  opportunity  to  furnish  themselves  with  better.  The  Scripture  col- 
lections  upon  this  subject  take  in  all  the  most  material  passages  of  the  Old  and 
New  Testament,  that  respect  the  ministerial  Junction :  and  f(ar  the  more  coo* 
venient  and  profitable  use  of  them,  they  are  all  carefully  digested  under  proper 
heads. 

It  is  hoped  the  lay-Christian  will  not  expect  any  apology  upon  this  account ; 
ainoe  aU  that  relates  to  the  clergy  is  contained  within  so  few  pages,  that  the  ad- 
dition thereby  made  to  the  bulk,  or  price  qf  the  book,  must  needs  be  very  incon- 
idderable. 

God  of  his  infinite  mercy  give  us  all  grace«  so  to  pray,  and  so  to  live,  that 
4>ur  prayers  may  derive  a  happy  influence  upon  our  lives ;  and  our  lives  give  a 
power  and  ^cacy  to  our  prayers ;  and  bo&  joindy  contribute  to  our  daily  in- 
crease in  those  divine  graces  and  virtues,  which  will  entitle  us  to  God's  pecu- 
liar fiivour  and  blessing  in  (Ms  world  ;  and  to  that  far  mere  exceeding  and  eter- 
nal weight  (f  glory,  which  is  reserved  in  heaven  for  all  those,  who,  at  the  glorious 
appearing  of  the  great  God,  and  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  shall  be  found  meet 
to  be  partakers  of  the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in  light.    Ameus

To  be  frequent  [in  prayer  is  a  duty  incumbent 
upon  all:  which  as  it  is  very  strictly  enjoined  in 
Holy  Scripture^  so  it  has  a  great  many  very  graci- 
ous and  ample  promises  made  to  it,  in  order  to  en^ 
courage  and  enforce  the  practice  of  it;   P.  2 — 5, 

The  qualifications  necessary  to  e7iHtle  our 
prayers  to  the  favour  and' accq>tance  of  God  <ire, 

1.  A  conscientious  care  and  endeavour  to  serve 
God  in  purity  of  heart,  and.  uprightness^  of  life; 
p.  6 — 7. 

2.  Such  a  calm  andpestceable,  such  a  charitable 
and  beneficent  temper,  as  can  easily  overlook,  and 
readily  forgtve  the  indiscretidns  and  rhiscarriages, 
an4  even  the  affronts  and  irguries  of  those  we  con^ 
verse  with  ;  and,  upon  all  proper  occasions,  will 
contribute  cheerfully,  and  where  Got)  has  given 
ability  liberally,  towards  the  relief  of  those  who  are 
in  calamitous  or  indigent  circumstances;  p.  7—10. 

3.  An  attentive  consideration  qf  the  nature ^and 
importance  of  the  duty  c^ prayer :  and  such  an  ih^ 
tense  (Application  of  mind,  and  fervour  of^  spimt,  as 
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may  manifest  an  inward  sense  and  feeling  of  our 
ij^numerable  wants  and  miseries  ;  and  a  just  esteem 
and  value  for  those  inestimable  mercies  we  pray  to 
Gov  for;  p.  10—13. 

4 .  Such  a  serious  eonsideration  qf  the  in^mte  ma- 
jesty and  glory  of  Goj>f  and  of  our  own  vilenessand 
dependence,  as  may  dispose  m  to  approach  ITmin 
an  humble  and  awful  frame  of  mind,  and  a  decent 
lowly  posture  of  body  ;  p.  13 — ^1 6. 

5.  An  holy  trust  and  confidence  in  the  power; 
wisdom,  and  goodness  ofGon ;  with  an  assured  per^^ 
suasion y  that  whatsoever  we  ask  according  to  HU 
wiU,  we  shall  receive  ;  not  for  any  merit  in  ourselves, 
but  for  the  sake,  and  through  the  mediation  of  our 
great  High  Priest,  and  Advocate  with  the  Father, 
Jesus  Christ,  who  ever  liveth  to  make  interces- 
sion for  us.    P*  16 — 18.

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to  purge  my  heart  of  all  hypocrisy,  pride,  and 
self-conceit,  of  all  sensual  desires  and  worldly 
cares,  and  every  thing  that  will  hinder  the 
growth  and  increase  of  the  heavenly  seed  of 
Thy  word.  And  grant,  that  I  may  so  seriously 
tend  to  the  great  truths  Thy  goodness  hath  re- 
vealed to  us  in  the  Gospel^  and  so  heedfully 
observe  those  divine  instructions,  and  moving 
arguments  to  a  sincere  and  uniform  obedience, 
which  I  shall  learn  from  thence,  that  my  im- 
provements in  holiness  may  be  answerable  to 
the  means  of  grace  which  Thou  hast  vouch- 
safed me;  and  I  may  so.  cheerfully  run  the 
way  of  Thy  commandments,  that  I  may  finally 
attain  Thy  heavenly  promises,  through  the 
merits  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,     Amen.

Most  great  and  gracious  Lord  God!  The 
Creator,  Preserver,  and  Governor  of  the 
World,  and  our  most  merciful  and  loving 
Father  in  Jesus  Christ  !  Who  dwellest  in  the 
highest  Heavens;  and  Whose  throne  is  encir- 
cled with  myriads  of  glorious  spirits,  that  veil 
their  faces,  unable  to  behold  the  brightness  of 
Thy  majesty;  and  that  delight  in  attending 
upon  those  ministries  whereunto  Thou  hast 
appointed  them ! 

2.  Hallowed  be  Thy  Name : 

We  Thine  unworthy  servants  prostrate  our- 
selves with  all  humility  at  Thy  footstool,  be- 
seeching Thee  to  possess  our  ininds  with  great 
and  worthy  thoughts  of  Thy  transcendent  ex- 
cellencies smd  perfections,  and  with  a  just  and 
lively  sense  of  Thine  absolute  sovereignty ,  and 
dominion  over  us,  and  of  our  entire  dependence 
upon  Thee ;  and  to  inspire  our  souls  with  sin^ 
cere  and  zealous  resolutions,  to  make  it  the

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5.  Give  its  this  day  our  daily  Bread; 

Bestow  upon  us  day  by  djay  as  much  of  the 
good  things  of  this  present  world,  as  may  be 
^sufficient  for  our  necessary  subsistence,  and  for 
the  useful  and  innocent  conveniences  of  life, 
during  our  cotitinuance  in  this  state  of  our  pil- 
grimage, until  Thou  shalt  be  pleased  to  bring 
us  to  our  hisavenly  Canaan ;  that  good  country ^ 
.which  Thou  hast  provided  for  us,  where  we 
shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst  any  more;  but 
the  Lamb  which  is  in  the  midst  of  the  throne,  shall 
feed  us,  and  lead  us  unto  Jiving  fountains  (^  water.

Scripture  divided  into  portions  for  the  sia^  days 
of  the  week, — ^with  prayers  suited  to  each  por- 
tion. 

MONDAY  NOON. 

Christian  holiness  eitforcedfrom  a  consideration  (f 
the  Bever^  parts  of  our  baptismal  vow. 

1.  XhjcU  we  renounce  the  devil,  and  all  his  works ^ 

He  that  committeth  sin  is  of  the  devil ;  for  the 
devil  sinneth  from  the  beginning :  For  this  pur- 
pose the  Son  of  God  was  manifested,  that  He 
might  destroy  the  works  of  the  devil  \ 

There  was  war  in  Heaven :  Michael  and  his 
angels  fought  against  the  dragon ;  and  the  dra-

gon  fo^f^t  and  his  axigek,  and  prevailed  not ; 
neither  was  their  place  found  any  more  in  Hea- 
ven. And  the  great  dragon  was  cast  out,  that 
old  serpent,  called  the  devil  and  Satan,  which 
deceiveth  the  whole  worid :  He  was  cast  out 
jfnto  the  earth,  and  his  angels  were  cast  out 
with  him  *. 

Woe  to  the  inhabiters  of  the  earth  and  of  the 
seas!  for  the  devil  is  come  down  unto  you, 
having  great  wrath,  because  he  knoweth  that 
he  hath  but  a  short  time  ^ 

Be  sober,  be  vigilant ;  because  your  adver- 
sary the  devil,  as  a  roaring  Uon,  walketh  about 
seeking  whom  he  may  devour.  Whom  resist 
stedfast  in  the  faith  \ 

Resist  the  devil,  and  he  will  flee  from  you  *. 

And  have  no  fellowship  with  the  unfruitful 
works  of  dai^kness ;  but  rather  reprove  them  ^ 

Lest  Satan  should  get  an  advantage  of  us ; 
for  we  are  not  ignorant  of  his  devices «. 

BnaHy,  my  brethren,  be  strong  in  theLord, 
and  in  the  power  of  His  might.  Put  on  the 
whole  armour  of  God,  that  ye  may  be  able 
to  stand  against  the  wiles  of  the  devil.  For 
we  wrestle  not  against  flesh  and  blood ;  but 
against  principalities,  against  powers,  against

fore, take  unto  you  the  whole  armour  of  God, 
that  ye  may  be  able  to  withstand  in  the  evil 
day,  and  having  done  all,  to  stand*  Stand 
therefore,  having  your  loin&  girt  about  with 
truth,  and  having  on  the  breast-plate  of  right- 
eousness: And  your  feet  shod  with  the  pre- 
paration of  the  gospel  of  peace:  Above  all, 
taking  the  shield  of  faith,  wherewith  ye  shall 
be  able  to  quench  all  the  fiery  darts  of  the  devil. 
And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation ;  ai^d  the  sword 
of  the  Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God*  Pray- 
ing always  with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in 
the  spirit ;  and  watching  thereunto  with  all 
perseverance  **.

2.  That  we  renounce  the  pomps  and  vanities  of  this 

wicked  world. 

Love  hot  the  world,  neither  the  things  that 
are  in  the  world  :  If  any  man  love  the  world, 
the  love  of  the  Father  is  not  in  him ;  forall  that 
is  in  the  world,  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  and  the 
lust  of  the  eyes,  and  the  pride  of  life,  is  not  of 
the  Father,  but  is  of  the  world '. 

Christ  gave  himself  for  our  sins,  that  He 
might  deliver  us  from  this  present  evil  world, 
according  to  the  will  of  God,  and  our  Father  ^,

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il»r  ye  are  a  chosen  generation,  a  royal  priest-^ 
hood^  an  holy  nation,  a  peculiar  people ;  that 
ye  should  shew  forth  the  praises  of  Him  that 
hath  called  you  out  of  darkness  into  His  mar* 
vellous  light '• 

That  ye  may  be  blameless  and  harmless/ 
the  sons  of  God,  without  rebuke,  in  the  midst 
of  a  crooked  and  perverse  nation,  among  whom 
ye  shine  as  lights  in  the  world  "*. 

Now  we  command  you,  brethren,  in  the  name 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  ye  withdraw 
yourselves  from  every  brother  that  walketh 
disorderly". 

Enter  not  into  the  path  of  the  wicked :  and 
go  not  into  the  way  of  evil  men. 
I  Avoid  it^  pass  not  by  it,  turn  from  it,  and 

pass  away  *". 

And  be  not  conformed  to  this  world  p.

'  For  what  fellowship  hath  righteousness  with 
unrighteousness  ?  And  what  communion  hath 
light  with  darkness  *•* 

3.  That  we  renounce  all  the  sinful  lusts  of  thejlesk. 

Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of

And  they  that  are  after  the  flesh>  do  mind 
the  things  of  the  flesh ;  but  they  that  ^e  after 
the  spirit,  the  things  of  the  spirit :  For  to  be 
carnally  minded,  is  death ;  but  to  be  spiritually 
minded,  is  life  and  peace :  Because  the  carnal 
mind  is  enmity  against  God ;  for  it  is  not  sub- 
ject to  the  law  of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be. 
So  then,,  they  that  are  in  the  fl/esh  cannot  please 
God'. 

For  if  ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  shall  die ; 
but  if  ye,  through  the  spirit,  do  mortify  the 
deeds  of  the  body,  ye  shall  live  \ 

This  I  say  then,  walk  in  the  spirit,  and  ye 
shall  not  fulfil  the  lusts  of  the  flesh  :  For  the 
flesh  lusteth  against  the  spirit,  and  the  spirit 
against  the  flesh ;  and  these  are  contrary  the 
one  to  the  other"*. 

^ow  the  works  of  the  flesh  are  manifest, 
which  are  these,  adultery,  .fornication,  unclean- 
ness,  lasciviousness,  idolatry,  witchcraft,  ha- 
tred, variance,  emulation,  wrath,  strife,  sedi- 
tions, heresies,  envyings,  murders,  drunken- 
ness, revellings,  and  such  like  ;  of  the  which  I 
tell  you  before,  as  I  have  also  told  you  in  tinae

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past,  that  they  which  do  such  things  shall  not 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  God  \ 

For  the  Lord  knoweth  how  to  deliver  the 
godly  out  of  temptations ;  and  to  reserve  the 
unjust  unto  the  day  of  judgment  to  be  punish-* 
ed  :  But  chiefly  them  that  walk  after  the  flesh, 
in  the  lust  of  uncleanness  ^. 

Dearly  beloved,  I  beseech  you  as  strangers 
and  pilgrims,  abstain  from  fleshly  lusts,  which 
war  against  the  soul ". 

Let  us  walk  honestly  as  in  the  day ;  not  in 
rioting  and  drunkenness ;  not  in  chambering 
and  wantonness:  not  in  strife  and  envying^ 
But  put  ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  and  make 
not  provision  for  the  flesh,  to  fulfil  the  lusta 
thereof. 

For  this  is  the  will  of  God,  even  your  sane- 
tification,  that  ye  should  abstain  from  fornica- 
tion :  That  every  one  of  you  should  know  how 
to  possess  his  vessel  in  sanctification  and  ho- 
nour ;  not  in  the  lust  of  concupiscence,  even  as^ 
the  Gentiles  which  know  not  God  **. 

For  God  hath  not  called  us  unto  unclean- 
ness, but  unto  holiness  *'. 

For  ye  are  the  temple  of  the  living  God ;  as 
God  hath  said,  I  will  dwell  in  them,  and  walk

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in  them ;  and  I  will  be  their  God,  and  they  shall 
be  My  people :  Wherefore  come  out  from  among 
them,  and  be  ye  separate,  saith  the  Lord :  and 
touch  not  the  unclean  thing,  and  I  will  receive 
you ;  and  will  be  a  fatfier  unto  you,  and  ye 
shall  be  My  sons  and  daughters,  saith  the  Lord 
Almighty  **. 

Having  therefore  these  promises,  dearly  be- 
loved, let  us  cleanse  ourselves  from  all  filthi- 
ness  of  the  flesh  and  spirit ;  perfecting  holiness 
in  the  fear  of  God  *. 

Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart ;  for  they  shall 
see  God^ 

4.  TTiat  we  believe  all  the  articles  of  the  Christian 

Faith. 

He  that  cometh  to  God,  must  believe  that 
He  is ;  and  that  He  is  a  rewarder  of  them  that 
diligently  seek  Him  ^ 

Believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  thou 
shalt  be  saved  **•       ' 

Jesus  cried,  and  said,  he  that  believethonMe, 
believeth  not  on  Me,  but  on  Him  that  sent  Me  *. 

Whosoever  denieth  the  Son,  the  same  hath 
not  the  Father ;  but  he  that  acknowledgeth  the 
Son,  hath  the  Father  also.     Let  that  therefore

tinue  in  the  Son,  and  in  the  Father  ^. 

Hereby  know  we  that  we  dwell  in  Him,  and 
He  in  us ;  because  He  hath  given  us  of  His  Spi- 
rit. And  we  have  seen,  and  do  testify,  that 
the  Father  sent  the  Son  to  be  the  Saviour  of 
the  world  \ 

In  Whom  we  have  redemption  through  His 
blood,  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  according  to  the 
riches  of  His  grace". 

In  Whom  ye  also  trusted,  after  that  ye  heard 
the  word  of  truth,  the  gospel  of  your  salvation ; 
in  Whom  also,  after  that  ye  believedj  ye  were 
sealed  with  the  Holy  Spirit  of  promise.  Which 
is  the  earnest  of  our  inheritance,  until  the  re- 
demption of  the  purchased  possession,  unto  the 
praise  of  His  glory  ^ 

Therefore  let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of 
our  faith  without  wavering;  for  He  is  faithful 
that  promised**. 

Beloved,  when  I  gave  all  diligence  to  write 
to  you  of  the  common  salvation,  it  was  needful 
for  n>e  to  write  unto  you,  and  exhort  you,  that 
ye  should  earnestly  contend  for  the  faith  which 
was  once  delivered  unto  the  saints  ^.

5.  That  we  keep  God's  holy  mil  and  commandtnmtjr. 

This  is  a  faithful  saying ;  and  these  things  I 
will  that  thou  affirm  constantly,  that  they  which 
have  believed  in  God,  might  be  careful  to  main- 
tain good  works:  these  things  a^e  good  and 
profitable  unto  men "". 

But  what  doth  it  profit,  my  brethren,  though 
a  man  say  he  hath  faith,  and  have  not  works ; 
can  faith  save  him ""  ? 

Thou  believest  that  there  is  one  God :  thou 
dost  well ;  the  devils  also  believe  and  tremble. 
But  wilt  thou  know,  O  vain  man,  that  faith 
without  works  is  dead^ : 

For  as  the  body  without  the  spirit  is  dead ; 
so  faith  without  works  is  dead  also '.

Whatsoever  good  thing  any  man  doth,  the 
same  shall  he  receive  of  the  Lord  *. 

But  he  that  doth  wrong,  shall  receive  for 
the  wrong  which  he  hath  done ;  and  there  is  no 
respect  of  persons  ^.

All  the  paths  of  the  Lord  are  mercy  tmd 
truth,  unto  such  as  keep  His  covenant  and  His 
testimonies''. 

God  is  not  a  man  that  He  should  lie;  nei- 
ther the  son .  of  man,  that  He  should  repent: 
hath  He  said,  and  shall  He  not  do  it  ?  Or  hadi 
He  spoken,  and  shall  He  not  make  it  good  ^  ? 

If  we  believe  not,  yet  He  abideth  faithfiil ; 
He  cannot  deny  Himsdf"*, 

Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away ;  but  My 
words  shall  not  pass  away  ". 

My  covenant  will  I  not  break ;  nor  alter  the 
thing  that  is  gone  out  of  My  lips  ^. 

Practical  infereacet  Jrom  thcforegaif^. 

Know  therefore  that  the  Lord  thy  God,  He 
is  God,  the  faithful  God,  Which  keepeth  cove- 
nant and  mercy  with  them  that  love  Him,  and 
keep  His  commandments  to  a  thousand  gene- 
rations ;  And  repayeth  them  that  hate  Him  to 
their  face,  to  destroy  them :  He  will  not  be 
slack  to  him  that  hateth  jiiia ;  He  will  repay 
him  to  his  face.     Thou  shalt  therefore  keep  the

And  He  will  love  thea,  and  bless  thee,  and 
multiply  thte:  He  will  also  bless  the  flrnit  of 
thy  womb,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  land ;  thy  corn, 
and  thy  wine,  and  thine  oil ;  the  increase  of 
thy  kine,  and  the  flocl^  of  thy  sheep  *'• 

And  ye  shall  be  holy ;  for  I  (th^  l^rd  yoitr 
God)  am  holy '. 

As  He  Which  hath  4;^led  you  is  holy ;  so  be 
ye  holy  in  all  manner  of  eontersation  *, 

Abhor  that  which  is  evil;  cleave  to  that 

whiqh  is  good  *.    . 

And  have  no  fellowship  with  the  unfruitful 
works  of  darkness;  but  rather  reprove  them". 

Let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart,  in  full 
assurance  of  faith ;  having  our  hearts  sprinkled 
from  an  evil  conscience,  and  oiir  bodies  washed 
with  pure  water.  Let  us  hold  fast  the  profes- 
sion of  our  feith  without  wavering;  for  He  is 
faithful  That  promised  *. 

Wherefore  let  them  that  suffer  according  to 
the  will  of  God  commit  the  keeping  of  their 
souls  to  Him  in  well-doing,  as  unto  a  faithful 
Creator  y.

He  retaineth 
not  His  anger  for  ever,  because  He  delighteth 
in  mercy.  He  will  turn  again ;  He  will  have 
compassion  upon  us :  He  will  subdue  our  ini- 
quities, and  Thou  wilt  cast  all  their  sins  into 
the  depths  of  the  sea  ^. 

As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  have  no 
pleasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked ;  but  that 
the  wicked  turn  from  his  way  and  live :  turn

suffering  to  US-ward;  not  willing  that  any  should 
perish,  but  that  all  should  come  to  repentance  ^ 

And  therefore  will  the  Lord  wait,  that  He 
may  be  gracious  unto  you ;  and  therefore  will 
He  be  exalted,  that  He  may  have  mercy  upon 
you;  for  the  Lord  is  a  God  of  judgment: 
blessed  are  air  they  that  wait  for  Him*. 

Thou  shalt  weep  no  more :  He  will  be  very 
gracious  unto  thee :  at  the  voice  of  thy  cry, 
when  He  shall  hear  it.  He  will  answer  thee  **. 
'  And  thine  ears  shall  hear  a  word  behind  thee,

1 .  in  that  it  contains  a  full  and  clear  revelation  of 
all  those  truths  and  doctrines  that  are  necessary  to 
be  known  and  believed  by  tcs,  in  order  to  our  attaint- 
ing everlasting  salvation. 

God,  Who  at  sundry  times,  and  in  divers  man^ 
ners,  spake  in  time  past  unto  the  fathois  by 
the  prophets.  Hath  in  these  last  days  spoken 
unto  us  by  His  Son,  Whom  He  hsith  appointed 
Heir  of  ail  things,  by  Whom  akoUe  made  the 
worlds  *. 

In  Him  was  life:  and  the  life  was  the  light 
of  mea\ 

That  was  the  true  light,  tkat  Ughteth  eveiry 
man  that  cometh  into  the  world  ^ 

For  the  law  was  given  by  Moses :  but  grice 
and  truth  came  by  Jesus  Christ  No  man 
hath  seen  God  at  any  time :  the  only-begotten 
8on»  Which  is  in  the  bosom  of  the  Fathi^>  He

I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life:  no 
man  cometh  unto  the  Father  but  by  Me.  If 
ye  had  known  Me,  ye  should  have  known  the 
Father  also;  and  from  henceforth  ye  know 
Him,  and  have  seen  Him  ^. 

For  he  that  hath  seen  Me,  hath  seen  the  Fa* 
ther«. 

Henceforth  I  call  you  not  servants ;  for  the 
servant  knoweth  not  what  his  Lord  doth :  but 
I  have  called  you  friends ;  for  all  liiings  that  I 
have  heard  of  My  Fath^,  I  have  made  known 
unto  you  \ 

Blessed  are  your  eyes,  for  they  see;  and 
your  ears,  for  they  hear :  For  verily  I  say  unto 
you,  that  many  prophets  and  rigbtedus  men 
have  desired  to  see  tiiose  things  which  ye  see, 
and  havenotseen  them,  and  to  hear  those  things 
which  ye  hear,  and  have  not  heard  them  \ 

But  imto  you  it  is  given  to  know  <lie  myste- 
ries o(  liie  kingdom  of  heaven^ 

Eye  haAh.  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neither

by  His  Spirit  \ 

Having  made  known  unto  us  the  mystery  of 
His  will,  according  to  His  good  pleasure  which 
He  hath  purposed  in  Himself;  That  in  the  dis- 
pensation of  the  fullness  of  times.  He  might 
gather  together  in  one  all  things  in  Christ, 
both  which  are  in  heaven,  and  which  are  in 
earth ;  even  in  Him ;  In  Whom  also  we  have 
obtained  an  inheritance,  being  predestinated 
according  to  the  purpose  of  Him ;  Who  worketh 
all  things  after  the  counsel  of  His  own  will  ^ 

Who  hath  delivered  us  from  the  power  of 
darkness,  and  translated  us  into,  the  kingdom 
of  His  dear  Son  ;  In  Whom  we  have  redemp- 
tion through  His  bloody  even  the  forgiveness  of 
sins°*. 

For  there  is  one  God,  and  one  Mediator,  be- 
tween God  and  man,  the  man  Christ  Jesus;

2.  in  that  it  gives  us  a  plain  and  perfect  law  for 
the  direction  of  our  practice^  and  the  government  of 
our  lives. 

Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  destroy  the 
law  and  the  prophets :  I  am  not  come  to  de- 
stroy, but  to  fulfil  P. 

For  I  say  unto  you,  that  except  your  righte- 
ousness exceed  the  righteousness  of  the  scribes 
and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no  case  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Ye  have  heard  that 
it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time,  thou  shalt  not 
kill ;  and  whosoever  shall  kill,  shall  be  in  dan- 
ger of  the  judgment :  But  I  say  unto  you,  that 
whosoever  is  angry  with  his  brother  without  a 
cause,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment:  and 
whosoever  shall  say  to  his  brother,  Raca,  shall 
be  in  danger  of  the  council:  but  whosoever 
shall  say,  thou  fool,  shall  be  in  danger  of  hell- 
fire  ^ 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old 
time,  thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery :  But  I 
say  unto  you,  that  whosoever  looketh  on  a  wor 
man  to  lust  after  her,  hath  committed  adultery 
with  her  already  in  his  heart  \

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Again»  ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said 
by  them  of  old  time,  thou  shalt  not  forswear 
thyself,  but  shalt  perform  unto  the  Lord  thine 
oaths*:

But  let  your  communication  be  yea,  yea; 
nay,  nay ;  for  whatsoever  is  more  than  these 
cometh  of  evil.  Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath 
been  said,  an  eye  for  an  eye,  and  a  tooth  for  a 
tooth :  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  ye  resist  not 
evil". 

Love  your  enemies ;  bless  them  that  curse 
you ;  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you ;  and 
pray  for  them  that  despitefuUy  use  you,  and 
persecute  you :  That  ye  may  be  the  children 
of  your  Father  Which  is  in  heaven ;  for  He 
maketh  His  sun  to  rise  on  the  evil,  and  on  the 
good ;  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just,  and  on 
the  unjust*. 

Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your  Father 
Which  is  in  heaven  is  perfect  y. 

Let  us  therefore  cast  off  the  works  of  dark- 
ness ;  and  let  us  put  on  the  armour  of  light. 
Let  us  walk  honestly  as  in  the  day;  not  in 
rioting  and  drunkenness,  not  in  chambering  and 
wantonness,  not  in  strife  and  envying :  But  put 
ye  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  make  not  pro- 
vision for  the  flesh  to  fulfil  the  lusts  thereof.

Now  the  works  of  the  flesh  are  manifest,  which 
sure  these,  adultery,  fornication,  uncleanness, 
lasciviousness.  Idolatry,  witchcraft,  hatred, 
variance,  emulations,  wrath,  strife,  seditions, 
hei^sies;  Envyings,  murders,  drunkemiess, 
revellings,  and  such  like ;  of  the  which  I  tell 
yoii  before,  as  I  have  also  told  you  in  time 
past,  that  they  which  do  such  things,  shall 
not  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God.  But  the 
fruit  of  the  Spirit  is.  love,  joy,  peace,  long* 
suffering,  gentleness,  goodness^  lisdth.  Meek* 
ness,  temperance^* 

3.  in  that  it  assures  us  of  the  forgiveness  of  our 
sins,  and  our  reconciliation  to  God,  through  the 
inediation  ^f  His  Son  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

Come  unto  Me  all  ye  that  labour  and  are 
heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest  **. 

For  the  Son  of  Man  is  come  to  save  that 
which  was  lost  *. 

This  is  a  faithful  saying,  and  worthy  of  all 
acceptation,  that  Christ  Jesus  came  into  the 
world  to  save  sinners  *. 

Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other ;  for

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there  is  none  other  name  under  heaven  given 
among  men  whereby  we  must  be  saved  ^ 

But  now  the  righteousness  of  God  without 
the  law,  is  manifested,  being  witnessed  by  the 
law  and  the  prophets ;  Even  the  righteousness 
of  God  which  is  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  unto 
all,  and  upon  all  them  that  believe ;  for  there  is 
no  difference.  For  all  have  sinned,  and  come 
short  of  the  glory  of  God ;  Being  justified 
freely  by  His  grace,  through  the  redemption 
that  is  in  Christ  Jesus,  Whom  God  hath  set 
forth  to  be  a  propitiation,  through  faith  in  His 
blood,  to  declare  His  righteousness  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins  that  are  past,  through  the  for- 
bearance of  God  ■^. 

Therefore  being  justified  by  faith,  we  have 
peace  with  God,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  **. 

For  when  we  were  yet  without  strength,  in 
due  time  Christ  died  for  the  ungodly '. 

And  herein  God  commendeth  His  love  to- 
wards  us,  in  that  while  we  were  yet  sinners, 
Christ  died  for  us.  Much  more  then,  being 
now  justified  by  His  blood,  we  shall  be  saved 
from  wrath  through  Him.

The  practice'  of  Christian  holiness  enforced 
from  a  consideration  of  the  peculiar  obligation 
of  Christians  to  holiness  of  life. 

1.  in  that  to  persuade  and  oblige  us  to  lead  holy 
and  virtuous  lives  was  the  principal  design  of  our 
Saviour's  t^oming  into  the.  world:  to  the  promoting 
of  which,  not  mhf  His  doctrines  and  precepts,  but 
IBs  life,  and  death,  and  resurrection^,  have  a 

mantfest  and  direct  tenderu^:

The  grace  of  God  that  bringeth  salvation,  hath 
appeared  to  all  m^,  Teaching  us,  that  denying

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iingodliness  and  workUy  lustg,  we  should  live 
soberly^  righteously,  and  godly  in  this  present 
world ;.  Looking  for  that  blessed  hope,  and  the 
glorious  appearing  of  the  great  God,  and  our 
Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  Who  gave  himself  for 
us,  that  He  might  redeem  us  from  all  iniquity, 
and  purify  unto  Himself  a  peculiar  people, 
zealous  of  good  works  ''• 

Ye  are  not  your  ovra :  For  ye  are  bought  with 
a  price.  Therefore  glorify  God  in  your  body, 
and  in  your  spirit,  which  are  God's  *. 

Christ  died  for  all,  that  they  which  live,  should 
not  henceforth  live  unto  themselves,  but  unto 
Him  Who  died  for  them,  and  rose  again  \ 

For  none  of  us  liveth  to  himself;  and  no  man 
dieth  to  himself.  For  whether  we  live,  we  live 
unto  the  Lord ;  and  whether  we  die,  we  dw 
unto  the  Lord :  whether  we  live  ther^ore,  or 
die,  we  are  the  Lord's.  For  to  this  end  Christ 
both  died,  and  rose  and  revived ;  that.  He 
Koight  be  Lord  both  of  the  dead  and  living '. 
'  Wherefoce  gird  up  the  loins  of  your  mind*: 
JM^  sober,  and  hope  to  the  end,  for  the  grace 
^at  is  to  be  brought  imto  you,  at  the  revelar 
tion  of  Jesus  Christ ;  As  obedient  chi)drcA>  BAt 
fashioning  yourselves  according  to  the  former

Himself  for  it ;  That  He  might  sanctify  and 
cleanse  it  with  the  washing  of  water,  by  the 
Word,  That  He  might  present  it  to  Himself  4 
glorious  Churdi,  not  having  spot,  or  wrinkle^ 
or  any  such  thing ;  but  that  it  should  be  h<^y, 
and  without  blemish  ^ 

Q.  in  that  this  is  what  every  one  of  us  stdemn^  en^ 

gaged  to  dt>  at  our  baptism*

His  death  ?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with  Him 
by  baptism  unto  death,  that  like  as  Christ  was 
raised  up  from  the  dead,  by  the  glory  of  the  Fa- 
ther, even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of 
life.  For  if  we  have  been  planted  together,  in 
the  likeness  of  His  death ;  we  shall  be  also  in. 
the  likeness  of  His  resurrection :  Knowing  this 
that  our  old  ma^  is  crucified  with  Him,  that  the 
body  of  sinmight  be  destroyed ;  that  henceforth 
we  should  not  serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead, 
is  freed  from  sin.  Now  if  we  be  dead  with  Christ, 
)¥e  believe  that  we  shall  also  live  with  Him: 
Knowing  that  Christ  being  raised  from  the  dead^ 
dieth  no  more ;  death  hath  no  inore  dominion 
over  Him.  For  in  that  He  died.  He  died  unto 
^in  oncie ;  but  in  that  He  liveth.  He  liveth  unto 
God.  Likewise  reckon,  ye  also  yourselves  to 
be  dead  indeed  unto  sin ;  but  alive  unto  God; 
through  Je^us  Christ  our  Lord.  Let  not  sin 
^therefore  reigh  in  your  mortal  body,  that  ye 
should  obey  it  in  the  lusts  thereof.  Neithw 
yield  ye  your  members  as  instruments  of  un- 
xjighteousness  unto  sin:  but  yield  yourselves 
unto  God,  as  tho$e  that  are  alive  from  the 
dead;  and  your  members  as  instruments  of 
righteousness  unto  God  ^.

in  the  flesh.  But  he  is  a  Jew,  which  is  one  in- 
wardly ;  and  circumcijsion  is  that  of  the  heart, 
in  the  spirit^  and  not  in  the  letter;  who^ 
praise  is  not  of  men,  but  of  God "". 

Even  so  baptism  doth  also  now  save  us ;  not 
the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but 
the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  towards  God ". 

For  we  are  the  circumcision,  which  worship 
God  in  the  Spirit;  and  rejoice  in  Christ  Jesus  **. 

In  Whom  also  ye, are  circumcised,  with  the 
circumcision  made  without  hands ;  in  putting 
off  the  body  of  the  sins  of  the  flesh,  by  the 
circumcision  of  Christ;  Buried  with  Him  in 
baptism ;  wherein  also  ye  are  risen  with  Him, 
through  the  faith  of  the  operation  of  God,  Who 
hath  raised  Him  from  the  dead  ?.

And  now»  little  children,  abide  in  Him»  that 
when  He  shall  appear,  we  may  have  confidence, 
and  not  be  ashamed  before  Him  at  His  coming. 
If  ye  know  that  He  is  righteous,  ye  know  that 
every  one  that  doth  righteousness  is  born  of 
Him  K 

Whosoever  abideth  in  Him,  sinneth  not: 
whosoever  sinneth,  hath  not  seen  Him,  neither 
known  Him.  Little  children,  let  no  man  de- 
ceive you,  he  that  doth  righteousness  is  righ- 
teous, even  as  He  is  righteous.  He  that  com- 
ihitteth  sin  is  of  the  devil;  for  the  devil  sin- 
neth from  the  beginning :  for  this  purpose  the 
Son  of  God  was  manifested,  that  He  might 
destroy  the  works  of  the  devil  **. 

In  this  the  childreia  of  God  are  manifest,  and« 
the  children  of  the  devil:  whosoever  doth  not 
righteousness,  is  not  of  God ;  neither  he  that 
loveth  not  his  brotiier  K 

Whosoever  is  bom  of  God,  sinneth  not ;  but 
he  that  is  begotten  of  God,  keepeth  himself; 
^d  that  wicked  one  toucheth  him  not  \ 

4.  in  that  without  holiness  toe  shall  not  be  capable 
of  the  happiness  deigned  for  jnous  Christians  in 
Heaven.

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Beloved,  now  are  we  the  sons  of  God :  and 
it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  we  shall  be ;  but 
we  know,  that  when  He  shall  appear,  we  shall 
be  like  Him ;  for  we  shall  see  Him  as  He  is. 
And  every  man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him, 
purifieth  himself,  even  as  He  is  pure  ^ 

Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart ;  for  they  shall 
see  Qod  "*.       , 

But  except  a  man  be  born  again,  he  cannot 
see  the  kingdom  of  God". 

Except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God.  That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh,  is  flesh ; 
and  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit,  is  spirit  *". 

For  they  that  are  after  the  flesh,  do  mind  the 
things  of  the  flesh ;  but  they  that  are  after  the 
Spirit,  the  things  of  the  Spirit.  For  to  be 
carnally  minded  is  death ;  but  to  be  spiritually 
minded  is  life  and  peace.  Because  the  carnal 
mind  is  enmity  against  God :  for  it  is  not  sub- 
ject to  the  law  of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be- 
So  then,  they  that  are  in  the  flesh  cannot 
please  God.  But  ye  are  not  in  the  flesh,  but 
in  the  Spirit,  if  so  be  that  the  Spirit  of  God 
dwell  in  you :  now  if  any  man  have  not  the 
Spirit  of  Christ,  he  is  none  of  His.     And  if

Christ  be  in  you>  the  body  is  dead  because  of 
sin ;  but  the  Spirit  is  life,  because  of  righteous- 
ness. But  if  the  Spirit  9f  Him  that  raised  up 
Jesus  from  the  dead,  dwell  in  you,  He  that 
raised  up  Christ  from  the  dead  shall  also  quicken 
your  mortal  bodies  by  His  Spirit  that  dwelleth 
in  you.  Therefore,  brethren,  we  are  debtors, 
not  to  the  flesh,  to  live  after  the  flesh.  For  if 
ye  live  after  the  flesh,  ye  shall  die ;  but  if  ye 
through  the  Spirit  do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the 
body,  ye  shall  live.  For  as  many  as  are  led  by 
the  Spirit  of  God,  they  are  the  sons  of  God. 
For  ye  have  not  received  the  spirit  of  bondage 
again  to  fear ;  but  ye  have  received  the  Spirit 
of  adoption,  whereby  we  cry,  Abba,  Father. 
The  Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  with  our  spi- 
rit, that  we  are  the  children  of  God :  And  if 
children,  then  heirs ;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint 
heirs  with  Christ  p. 

Be  not  deceived ;  God  is  not  mocked :  for 
whatsoevier  a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he  also 
reap.  For  he  that  soweth  to  his  flesh  shall  of 
the  flesh  reap  corruption ;  but  he  that  soweth- 
to  the  Spirit  shall  of  the  Spirit  reap  life  ever- 
lasting \

Moses  truly  said  unto  the  fathers ;  a  prophet 
shall  the  Lord  your  God  raise  up  unto  you,  of 
your  brethren,  like  unto  me,  Him  shall  ye  hear 
in  all  things  whatsoever  He  shall  say  unto  you. 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  every  soul  which 
will  not  hear  That  prophet,  shall  be  destroyed 
from  among  the  people  ^ 

And*^  now  also  tiie  ax  i?  laid  unto  the  root  of 
the  trees  ?  therefore  every  tree  which  bringeth 
not  forth  good  fruit,*  is  hewn  down^  a^  oast 
into  the  fire  *. 

Woe  un£o  thee^  Chorazin;  woe.  unto  thee, 
Bethsaida :  for  if  the  mighty  works  which  w^e 
done  in  you,  had  been  done  in  Tyre  aAd  Sidon,^ 
they  would  hav^  repented  long  ago  in  99)ek- 
cloth  afid  ashes.  But  I  say  unto  you,  it  shall 
be  more  tolerable  fer  Tyre  and  Sidon  at  Ihd 
day  of  jjudgment/  than  for  you  *. 

For  that  servant  which  knew  his  Lord^s  will, 
and  prepared  not  bi^iself,  neither  did  a^rd- 
ing  to  Bis  will;  ghali  bfe  beaten;  withr  ulany 
stripei^:  But  he  that  knew  not,'anid'^dkl  contihit 
thing?  worthy  of  stripe*,.  ihsM  be  bedten  ifhiM 
few  stripes.  For  unto  whomsoever  much  is 
given^  of  him  shall  be  much  req^ilred;  abd  fo

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whom  men  have  committed  much,  of  him  they 
will  ask  the  more  ". 

For  the  wrath  of  God  is  revealed  from  Hea- 
ven against  all  ungodliness  and  unrighteous- 
ness of  men,  who  hold  the  truth  in  unrighteous- 
ness *. 

And  thinkest  thou  this,  O  man,  that  judgest 
them  which  do  such  things,  and  doest  the  same, 
that  thou  shalt  escape  .the  judgment  of  God  ? 
Or  despisest  thou  the  riches  of  his  goodness, 
and  forbearance,  and  long-suffering,  not  know- 
ing that  the  goodness  of  God  leadeth  thee  to 
repentance  ?  But  after  thy  hardness  and  im- 
penitent heart,  treasurest  up  unto  thyself  wrath 
against  the  day  of  wrath,  and  revelation  of  the 
righteous  judgment  of  God ;  Who  will  render 
to  every  man  according  to  his  deeds  ^. 

When  the  Lord  Jesus  shall  be  revealed  from 
Heaven  with  His  mighty  angels.  In  flaming 
fire,  taking  vengeance  on  them  that  know  not 
God,  and  that  obey  hot  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ :  Who  shall  be  punished  with  ever- 
lasting destruction,  from  the  presence  of  the 
Lord,  and  from  the  glory  of  His  power  *. 

There  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of 
teeth ;  when  ye  shall  see  Abraham,  and  Isaac,

and  Jacob,  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  you 
yourselves  and  all  the  prophets  thrust  out '. 

I  know  thy  works,  *that  thou  hast  a  name 
that  thou  liyest,  and  art  dead.  Be  watchful,  and 
strengthen  the  things  which  remain,  that  are 
ready  to  die :  for  I  have  not  found  thy  works 
perfect  before  God,  Remember  therefore  how 
thou  hast  received,  and  heard,  and  hold  fast, 
and  repent :  if  therefore  thou  shalt  not  watch, 
I  will  come  on  thee  as  a  thief;  and  thou  shalt 
not  know  what  hour  I  will  come  upon  thee  **. 

Therefore  we  ought  to  give  the  more  earnest 
heed  to  the  things  which  we  have  heard,  lest 
at  any  time  we  should  let  them  slip.  For  if 
the  Word  spoken  by  angels  was  stedfast,  and 
every  transgression  and  disobedience  received 
a  just  recompence  of  reward ;  How  shall  we 
escape,  if  we  neglect  so  great  salvation,  which 
at  the  first  began  to  be  spoken  by  the  Lord, 
and  was  confirmed  unto  us  by  them  that  heard 
Him;  God  also  bearing  them  witness,  both 
with  signs  and  wonders,  and  with  divers  mira- 
cles, and  gifts  of  the  Holy  Ghost  *"  ? 

For  if  we  sin  wilfully  after  that  we  have 
received  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,  there  re- 
maineth  no  more  sacrifice  for  sins ;  But  a  cer* 
tain  fearful  looking  for  of  judgment,  and  fiery

I  beseech  Thee>  O  Lord,  that  Thou  woujdst 
fit  and  prepare  me  more  and  more  for  that 
eternal  redemption^  which  onr  Saviour  Christ 
hath  obtained  for  us.  Give  me  that  repentance 
towards  God,  and  faith  towards  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  which  will  entitle  me  to  the  benefits  of 
His  death  and  passion:  and  grant,  that  the 
grace  of  God,  Which  bringeth  salvation,  may 
effectually  teach  and  persuade  me  to  deny  un- 
godliness and  worldly  lusts,  and  to  live  soberly, 
righteously,  and  godly  in  this  present  world ;

and  that  henceforth  I  may  not  serve  sin,  nor 
obey  it  in  the  lust  thereof.  Give  me  also  so  to 
know  Christ,  and  the  power  of  His  resurrec- 
tian,  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up  firom  the 
dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father;  so  I  also 
may  walk  in  newness  of  life,  and  may  mind 
and  seek  those  things  that  are  above,  where 
Christ  sitteth  at  the  right  hand  of  God. 

Lord,  make  me  ever  mindful  that  I  am  not 
my  own;  but  am  bought  with  a  price,  even 
with  the  precious  blood  of  Thy  beloved  Son. 
And  oh !  that  the  consideration  of  this  asto- 
nishing instance  of  the  divine  love  and  mercy 
may  so  powerfully  affect  my  heart,  that  I  may 
be  persuaded  thereby  to  glorify  Thee  in  my 
body,  and  in  my  spirit,  which  are  Thine ;  and 
to  live  henceforward  not  unto  myself,  but  unto 
Him  that  died  for  me.

The  practice  of  Christian  holiness  enforced  from  a 
consideration  of  the  redemption  of  the  world  by 
Jesus  Christ;  of  His  death  upon  the  cross  for 
us  ;  and  of  the  duty  and  reward  of  taking  up  our 

:  crosSy  arid  following  Him. 

In  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the 
Word  was  with  God,  and  the  Word  was  God. 
The  Same  was  in  the  beginning  with  God.  All 
things  were  made  by  Him,  and  without  Him 
was  not  any  thing  made  that  was  made  *. 

*  John  i.  1 — 3,   \ 
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And  the  Word  was  made  flesh,  and  dwelt 
among  us,  (and  we  beheld  His  glory,  the  glory 
as  of  the  only^begotten  of  the  Father,)  full  of 
grace  and  tnlth^ 

In  this  was  manifested  the  love  of  God  to- 
wards us,  because  that  God  sent  His  only^be^ 
gotten  Son  into  the  world,  that  we  might  live 
through  Him.  Herein  is  love,  not  that  we 
loved  God,  but  that  He  loved  us,  and  sent  His 
Son  to  be  the  propitiation  for  our  sins  ^ 

And  'as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the 
wilderness ;  even  so  must  tiie  Son  of  Man  be 
lifted  up ;  That  whosoever  believeth  in  Him, 
should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life  ^* 

But  those  things  which  God  before  had 
shewed  by  the  mouth  of  all  His  prophets,  that 
Christ  should  suffer.  He  hath  so  fulfilled  * ; 

For  the  Son  of  Man  was  betrayed  unto  the 
chief  priests,  and  unto  the  scribes,  and  they 
camkmned  Him  to  death :  And  delivered  Him 
to  the  Gentiles,  to  mock,  and  to  scourge,  and 
to  crucify  Him  K 

And  they  took  Jesus,  and  led  Him  away : 
And  He  bearing  His  cross,  went  forth  into  a 
place  called  the  Place  of  a  Scull,  which  is 
called  in  the  Hebrew  Golgotha,  Where  they

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crucified  Him ;  and  two  oUier  with  Bim;  on 
either  side  oae,  and  Je^us  in  tke  midst  ^ 

After  this,  Jesus  knowiug  that  all  tbinga  were 
oow  accoiapUshed^  that  the  Scripturie  m^t  he 
fulfilled,  saithy  I  thirst.  Now  there  was  set  a 
vessel  full  of  viaegar,  and  put  it  upon  hyssop, 
and  put  it  to  his  mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore 
had  received  the  vinegar.  He  said.  It  is  finished ; 
and  He  bowed  His  head,  and  gave  up  the 
ghost  \ 

J7ii4s  Christ  Jesus*  Who  being  in  Uie  form  of 
God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal  with 
Godi  But  made  Himself  of  no  reputation ;  and 
took  upon  Him  the  form  of  a  servant ;  and  was 
mi^de  in  the  likeness  of  men :  And  being  found 
in  fasihion  as  a  man.  He  humbled  Himself,  and 
bepame  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death 
of  the.  cross  \ 

But  He  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions ; 
He  was  bruised  for  our  iniquities;  the  chas*^ 
tisement  Qf  our  peace  was  upon  Him;  and 
with  His  stripes  we  are  healed.  All  Ve,  like 
sheep,  have  gone  astray ;  W9  have  turned 
every  one  to  his  own  way ;  and  the  Lord  hath 
lai4  ^  Hiin  the  iniquity  of  w  all*  He  was 
Qppressed;,  aiid  He  w?is  afflicted;  y«et  He 
qpei;i/ed  not  His  mouth :  He  vfos.  brought  ats  a 
lamb  to  the  slaughter,  and  as  a  sheep  before

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her  shearers  is  dumb,  so  He  opened  not  His 
mouth.  He  was  taken  from  prison,  and  from 
judgment :  and  who  shall  declare  His  genera- 
tion ?  For  He  was  cut  off  out  of  the  land  of 
the  living ;  for  the  transgression  of  My  people 
was  He  stricken.  And  He  made  His  grave 
with  the  wicked,  and  with  the  rich  in  His 
death ;-  because  He  had  done  no  violence,  nei- 
ther was  any  deceit  in  His  mouth.  Yet  it 
pleased  the  Lord  to  bruise  Him ;  He  hath  put 
Him  to  grief :  when  Thou  shalt  make  His  soul 
an  offering  for  sin.  He  shall  see  His  seed :  He 
shall  prolong  His  days,  and  the  pleasure  of  the 
Lord  shall  prosper  in  His  hand.  He  shall  see 
of  the  travail  of  His  soul,  and  shall  be  satisfied : 
by  His  knowledge  shall  My  righteous  servant 
justify  many;  for  He  shall  bear  their  iniqui- 
ties. Therefore  will  I  divide  Him  a  portion 
with  the  great;  and  He  shall  divide  the  spoil 
with  the  strong ;  because  He  hath  poured  out 
His  soul  unto  death,  and  He  was  nunibered 
with  the  transgressors,  ismd  He  bare  the  sin  of 
many,  and  made  intercession  for  the  trans- 
gressors''• 

Now  God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling  the 
world  unto  Himself,  not  imputing  their  tres- 
passes unto  them.    For  He  hath  made  Him  to

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be  sin  for  us.  Who  knew  no  sin,  that  we  might 
be  made  the  righteousness  of  God  in  Him^ 

Christ  also  suffered  for  us,  leaving  us  an 
example,  that  ye  should  follow  His  steps.  Who 
did  no  sin,  neither  was  guile  found  in  His 
mouth,  Who  when  He  was  reviled,  reviled  not 
again ;  when  He  suffered.  He  threatened  not ; 
but  committed  Himself  to  Him  That  judgeth 
righteously  "*. 

And  beloved,  think  it  xxot  strange  concern- 
ing the  fiery  trial,  which  is  to  try  you,  as 
though  some  strange  thing  happened  unto  you ; 
But  rejoice,  inasmuch  as  ye  are  partakers  of 
Christ's  sufferings,  that  when  His  glory  shall 
be  revealed,  ye  may  be  glad  also  with  exceed- 
ing joy.  If  ye  be  reproached  for  the  name  of 
Christ,  happy  are  ye ;  for  the  Spirit  of  glory 
and  of  God  resteth  upon  you  ". 

We  must  through  much  tribulation  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God ''. 

Yea,  and  all  that  will  live  godly  in  Christ 
Jesus,  shall  suffer  persecution  <*. 

Yet  if  any  man  suffer  as  a  Christian,  let  him 
not  be  ashamed  \ 

For  as  the  sufferings  of  Christ  abound  in

TTiC  practice  of  Christian  holiness  enforced  from  a 
confidence  cf  the  duty  and  of  the  reward  of  con- 
stancy^ and  perseverance  in  the  faith  and  obe- 
dience of  the  Gospel. 

No  man  having  put  his  hand  to  the  plough, 
and  looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of 
God\ 

If  ye  continue  in  My  word,  then  are  ye  My 
disciples  indeed  ^. 

If  any  be  a  hearer  of  the  Word,  and  not 
a  doer,  he  is  like  a  man  beholding  his  natural 
face  in  a  glass :  For  he  beholdeth  himself,  and

tinneth  therein ;  he  being  not  a  forgetfcd  hearer, 
but  a  doer  of  the  work,  this  man  shall  be  blesse4 
in  his  deed ''. 

Ther^orewe:  ought  to  give  the  more  earnest 
heed  to  the  things  which  we  have  heard,  lest 
at  any  time  we  should  let  them  slip  \ 

For  it  is  impossible  for  those  who  were  once 
enlightened,  aoid  have  tasted  of  the  heavenly 
gift,  and  were  made-  partakers  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  And  have  tasted  the  good  Word  of  God; 
and  the  powers  of  the  world  to  come ;  If  they 
shall  fall  away,  to  renew  them  again  unto  re* 
pentance,  peeing  they  crucify  unto  themselves 
lihe  Sbn  ef  G^'  afresh*,  and-  put  Him  to  an  open 
siiame.  For  the  earth  wMch  drinketfa  in  the 
rain  t^att  comets  oft  upon  it,  and  bringeth  forth 
herbs  meet  for  them  by  whom  it  is  dressed^ 
reeeivetik  blessing  from  Gbd :  But  that  which, 
beareth  thorns  and  briars,  is  rejected,  and  is 
nigktpsto  cursing;  whose  end  is  to>be  burned < 
But,  belomed,  we  are  persuaded  better  things  of 
yMH  BxA  things  that  accompany  salvation  ^«

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And  we  desire  that  every  one  of  you  do  shew 
the  same  diligence^  to  the  iiiU  assurance  of 
hope  unto,  the  end;  That  ye  be  not  slothful^ 
hut  followers  of  them,  who  through  feith  and' 
patience  inherit  the  promises  ^ 

These  all  died  in  faith,  not  having  received 
the  promises;  but  haviug  seen  them  afar  off; 
and  were  persuaded  of  them,  and  embraced 
them,  aixd  confessed,  that  they  were  strangers 
and  pilgrims  on  the  earth  *. 

S&me  were  tortured,  not  accepting  deliver- 
ance ;  that  they  might  receive  a  better  resur- 
rection. And  others  had  trial  of  cruel  mock- 
ings  and  scourgings ;  yea  moreover,  of  bonds 
an,d  imprisonment.  .  They  were  stoned,  they 
were  sawn  asunder,  they  were  tempted,  were 
slain  with  the  sword ;  they  wandered  about  in 
sheep  skins,  and  goat  skins,  being  destitute, 
afflicted,  tormented;  (Of  whom  the  world  was 
not  worthy;)  they  wandered  in  des^ts,  and 
in  mountains,  and  in  dens  and  caves  of  the 
earth  N 

Wherefore  seeing  we  also  are  compassed 
about  with  so  great  a  cloud  of  witnesses;  let 
us  lay  aside  every  weight,  and  the  sin  which

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doth  SO  easily  beset  us ;  and  let  us  run  with  pa* 
fieace  the  race  that  is  set  before  us :  Looking 
imtb  Jesus>  the  Author  and  finisher  of  our  fieiith ; 
Y^^»  ft>r  the  joy  that  was  set  before  Him,  en* 
dkred  the  cross,  despising  the  shame,  and  ill 
set  down  at  the  right  hand  of  the  throne  of  God. 
For  consider  Him  That  endured  such  contra* 
dictk)n  of  sinners  against  Himself;  least  ye  be 
wearied,  and  faint  in  your  niinds  \ 

And  let  us  not  be  weary  in  well -doing ;  for 
in  due  season  we  shall  reap,  if  we  faint  not  \ 

Being  confident  of  this  yery  thing,  that  He 
Which  hath  begun  a  good  work  in  you,  will 
perform  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Christ  ^ 

Who  will  render  to  every  man  according  to 
his  deeds:  To  them,  who  by  patient  conti- 
nuance in  well-doing  seek  for  glory,  aind  ho- 
nour, and  immortality,  eternal  life "". 

.Ciaist  toot  away  therefore  your  confidence, 
which  hath  great  recompence  of  reward.  Fof 
ye  have  need  of  patience;  that  aftw  ye  have 
done  the  will  of  God,  ye  might  receive  the 
promise\ 

But  if  any  man  draw  back,  my  soul  shall 
have  no!  pleasure  in  him "". 

For  if  after.they  have  escaped  the  pollutions 
of  the  world,  through  the  knowledge  of  the

God»  have  pity  on  me ;  and  for  Thine  infinite 
mercies  sake^  for  the  sake  of  Thy  dearly  be- 
loved Son  in  Whom  Thou  art  well-pleased, 
pardon,  I  beseech  Thee,  all  my  sins  and  infir- 
mities ;  and  create  me  again  after  Thy  likeness 
in  righteousness  and  true  holiness,  that  I  may 
walk  henceforward  in  newness  of  life,  and 
with  perfect  health  and  vigour  of  soul  may 
serve  and  glorify  Thee  for  ever.

Suggest  frequently  to  my  mind  those  holy 
*examples  which  Thou  hast  set  before  us  in  Thy 
sacred  word,  and  most  especially  the  example 
of  our  blessed  Saviour ;  and  incline  my  heart 
to  imitate  them  in  all  virtuous  and  godly  living. 

And  since  I  know  that  Thou  art  present  with 
me  wheresoever  I  am,  and  dost  always  behold 
me  whatsoever  I  am  doing ;  O  do  Thou  pos- 
sess my  soul  with  such  an  habitual  lively  sense 
of  this  important  truth,  as  may  be  a  constant 
check  to  my  sinful  inclinations,  and  make  me 
afraid  of  ever  offending  Thee,  and  incessantly 
carefiil  and  solicitous  to  please  Thee. 

Let  Illy  Blessed  Spirit  be  my  constant  mo- 
nitor, to  put  me  frequently  upon  the  conside- 
ration of  my  ways,  and  the  serious  examina- 
tion of  all  mine  actions ;  that  so  whenever  I  go 
astray,  I  may  immediately  be  convinced  of 
my  error;  and  by  a  speedy  and  unfeigned 
repentance  recover  myself  before  I  have  gone 
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too  far  from  my  duty.  And  grant,  I  beseech 
Thee»  that  the  sense  of  my  past  failings  may 
render  me  more  watchful  and  circumspect  for 
the  fature ;  that  whereinsoever  I  shall  discover 
that  I  have  done  amiss,  I  may  thenceforth  be 
more  strictly  upon  my  guard,  and  more  vigi* 
lant  against  those  temptations  that  have  been 
the  occasion  of  my  falling. 
.  And  that  I  may  always  serve  Thee  with 
freedom  and  alacrity,  remove  from  me,  I  be- 
s^ch  Thee,  all  unprofitable  sadness  and  melan^

reverence  and  attention ;  to  offer  up  my  prayers 
and  thanksgivings  with  fervency  and  devotion ;

MONDAY  AFTERNOON. 

On  Man's  mortality :  the  certainty  ofafuturejudg'^ 
ment:  and  the  necessity  of  being  always  pre- 
pared  for  it. 

1. 

God  created  man  to  be  immortal,  and  made 
Him  to  be  an  image  of  His  own  eternity.  Ne- 
vertheless, through  envy  of  the  devil  came 
death  into  the  world,  and  they  that  do  hold  of 
his  side  do  find  it  ^. 

The  serpent  beguiled  Eve  through  his  sub- 
tilty\ 

And  when  the  woman  saw  that  the  tree  was 
good  and  that  it  was  pleasant  to  the  eyes,  and 
a  tree  to  be  desired  to  make  one  wise,  she

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took  of  the  fruit  thereof,  and  did  eat;  and 
gave  also  unto  her  husband  with  her,  and  he 
did  eat  ^ 

And  unto  Adam  God  said,  because  thou  hast 
hearkened  unto  the  voice  of  thy  wife,  and  hast 
eaten  of  the  tree,  of  which  I  commanded  thee, 
saying,  thi3u  shalt  not  eat  of  it :  cursed  is  the 
ground  for  thy  sake ;  in  sorrow  shalt  thou  eat 
of  it  all  the  days  of  thy  life  **. 

In  the  sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat 
bread,  till  thou  return  unto  the  ground;  for 
out  of  it  wast  thou  taken :  for  dust  thou  art,

The  duties  of  the  Clergy^  as  set  forth  in  the 
Holy  Scriptures,-r-are 

1.  to  have  the  heart  affected  with  an  ardent 
love  of  Christy  and  a  zealous  concern  for  the  salva- 
tion of  souls. 

When^  they  had  dined,  Jesus  saifhto  Simon 
Peter;  Simon,  son  of  Jon&s,  lovest  thou  v  Me 
mcire  thdsi  -these  ?  He  saith  unto  Him,  yea. 
Load;  Thoij  fcnbwest  that  I  love  Thee.  He 
saith  untio  him,  feed  My  lambs.  He  saith  td 
him  again  the  second  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jo- 
nas, loiredt  thou  Me  ?  He  saith  unto  Him,  yea,

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Lord;  Thou  knowest  that  I  love  Thee.  He 
saith  unto  him,  feed  My  sheep.  He  saith  unto 
him  the  third  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest 
thou  Me  ?  Peter  was  grieved  because  He  said 
unto  him  the  third  time,  lovest  thou  me  ?  And 
he  said  unto  Him,  Lord,  Thou  knowest  all 
things ;  Thou  knowest  that  I  love  Thee.  Jesus 
saith  unto  him,  feed  My  9heep  ^. 

Preach  the  word ;  be  instant  in  season,  out 
of  season ;  reprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with  all- 
long-suiTering  and  doctrine  ^ 

But  though  I  preach  the  Gospel,  I  have 
nothing  to  glory  of :  for  necessity  is  laid  upon 
me ;  yea,  woe  is  unto  me  if  I  preach  not  the 
Gospel.  For  if  I  do  this  thing  willingly,  I 
have  a  reward :  but  if  against  my  will,  a  dis- 
pensation of  the  Gospel  is  committed  unto  me. 
What  is  my  reward  then  ?  Verily,  that  when 
I  preach  the  Gospel,  I  may  make  the  Gospel 
of  Christ  without  charge,  that  I  abuse  not  my 
power  in  the  Gospel.  For  though  I  be  free 
from  all  men ;  yet  have  I  made  myself  servant 
unto  all,  that  I  might  gain  the  more.  And 
unto  the  Jews  I  became  as  a  Jew,  that  I 
might  gain  the  Jews :  to  them  that  are  under 
the  law,  as  under  the  law,  that  I  might  gain 
them  that  are  under  the  law;    To  them  that

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are  without  law,  as  without  law  (being  not 
without  law  to  God,  but  under  the  law  to 
Christ,)  that  I  might  gain  them  that  are  with- 
out law.  To  the  weak,  became  I  as  weak,  that 
I  might  gain  the  weak :  I  am  made  all  things 
to  all  men,  that  I  might  by  all  means  save 
some.  And  this  I  do  for  the  Gospel's  sake, 
that  I  might  be  partaker  thereof  with  you  *. 

For  yourselves,  brethren,  know  our  entrance 
in  unto  you  ** : 

For  our  exhortation  was  not  of  deceit,  nor 
of  uncleanness,  nor  in  guile :  But  as  we  were 
allowed  of  God  to  be  put  in  trust  with  the 
Gospel,  even  so  we  speak,  not  as  pleasing 
men,  but  God,  Which  trieth  our  hearts.  For 
neither  at  any  time  used  we  flattering  words, 
as  ye  know;  nor  a  cloke  of  covetousness ; 
God  is  witness  *. 

So,  being  affectionately  desirous  of  you,  we 
were  willing  to  have  imparted  unto  you  not 
the  Gospel  of  God  only,  but  also  our  own 
souls  because  ye  were  dear  unto  us  ^ 

Ye  are  witnesses,  and  God  also,  how  holily 
and  justly  and  unblameably  we  behaved  our- 
selves among  you  that  believe.  As  ye  know 
how  we  exhorted  and  comforted  and  charjged

to  you ;  and  I  will  not  be  burdensome  to  you :

And  I  will  very  ^adly  spend  and  be  spent 
for  you ;  though  the  more  abundantly  I  love 
you,  the  less  I  be  loved  \ 

2.  to  apply  seriously  and  constantly  to  the  study 
of  the  holy  Scriptures  ;  and  to  teach  nothing,  as  re- 
quired of  necessity  to  eternal  salvation,  but  what 
may  be  concluded  and  proved  by  them. 

I,  brediren,  when  I  came  to  you,  came 
not  with  excellency  of  speech 'or  of  wisdom, 
declaring  unto  you  the  testimony  of  God.  For 
i  determined  not  to  know  any  thing  among 
you  save  Jesus  Christ;  and  Him  crucified. 
And  I  was  with  you  in  weakness,  and  in  fear, 
and  in  much  trembling.  And  my  speech  and 
my  preaching  was  not  with  enticing  words  of 
man'«  wisdom,  but  in  demonstration  of  the 
Spirit  and  of  power :  That  yotir  faith  should

reward^  accordu^  to  his  own  labour :  For  we 
afe  labourers  together  with  God :  ye  are  God's 
husbandry,  ye  are  God's  building.  Accord- 
ing to  the  grace  of  God  which  is  given  unto 
me,  as  a  wise  master-builder  I  have  laid  the 
foundation,  and  another  buildedi  thereon.  But 
let  every  man  take  heed  how  he  buildeth  there^ 
upon.  Fch:  other  foundation  can  no  man  lay, 
than  that  is  laid,  which  is  Jesus  Christ,  Now 
if  any  man  build  upon  this  foundation  gold, 
i^ver,  precious  stones,  wopd,  Imy,  stubble ;

i&j^  of  whom  thou  bast  learned  them ;  And  that 
from  a  child  thou  hast  known  the  holy  Scrip- 
tures^ which  are  able  to  make  thee  wise  unto 
salvation,  through  faith  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus.  All  Scriptui'e  is  given  by  inspiration 
of  God,  and  is  profitable  for  doctrine,  for  re- 
proof, for  correction,  for  instruction  in  righ- 
teousness :  That  the  man  of  God  may  be 
perfect,  throughly  furnished  unto  all  good 
works".

In  all  things  shewing  thysdf  a  pattan  of 
good  works :  in  doctrine  shewing  uncomspt^ 
ness,  gravity,  sincerity ;  Sound  speech  that 
cannot  be  condemned :  that  he  that  is  of  the 
contrary  part  may  be  ashamed,  having  no  evil 
thing  to  say  of  you  ^ 

Give  attendance  to  reading,  to  exhortation, 
to  doctrine  ^ 

Meditate  upon  these  things, :  give  thysdf 
wholly  to  them,  that  thy  profiting  may  appear  to 
all.  Take  heed  unto  thyself,  and  unto  thy  doc* 
trine ;  continue  in  them :  for  in  doing  this^  thou 
shalt  both  save  thyself  and  tl^m  that  hear  thee'.

Jesus  went  about  all  the  cities  and  villages, 
teaching  in  their  synistgogues,  and  preaching 
the  Gospel  of  the  kingdom,  and  healing  every 
sickness,  and  every  disease  among  the  people. 
But  when  He  saw  the  multitudes.  He  was 
moved  with  compassion  on  them,  because  they

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fainted,  .and  "vrore  8<»tteted  aln^^ady  as  ahtep 
having  no  shepherd «  Then  Mith  He  unto  His 
dkciples,  The  Inurvest  tmiy  is  plente6iis ;  but 
the  labourers  are  few.  Pray  ye  ther^^re  the 
Lord  of  tiie  harvest,  that  He  will  send  forth 
labourers  into  His  harvest  \ 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in 
the  house,  behold,  many  publicaas  and  siunew 
came  and  sat  down  with  Him  and  His  dis^ 
ciples.  And  when  the  Pharisees  saw  it,  they 
said  unto  His  disciples.  Why  eatel^  your  Mas- 
ter with  publicans  ^d  sinners?  But  wbes 
Jesus  heard  that.  He  said  unto  them.  They 
that  be  whole  need  not  a  physician,  but  they 
that  are  sick.  But  go  ye  and  learn  what  that 
meaneth,  I  will  have  mercy,  and  not  sacrifice  t- 
for  I  am  not  come  to  call  the  righteous,  but 
sinners  to  repentance  *. 

That  it  might  be  falfiUed  which  was  spokeii 
by  Esaias  the  prophet,  saying,  Behold  My 
Servant,  whom  I  have  chosen ;  My  Beloved, 
in  whom  My  soul  is  well  pleased :  I  will  put 
My  Spirit  upon  Him,  and  He  shall  sh^w  judg- 
ment to  the  Gentiles.  He  shall  not  strive,  nw 
cry;  nether  shall  any  man  hear  His  voice  ia 
the  streets.  A  bruised  reed  shall  He  not  break,

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and  smoking  flax  shall  He  not. quench, .  till  He 
send  forth  judgment  unto  victory ''. 

For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  save  that 
which  was  lost  ^. 

I  am  the  good  Shepherd :  the  good  Shep- 
herd giveth  His  life  for  the  sheep  ""• 
<  I  am  the  good  Shepherd,  and  know  My 
sheep,  and  am  known  of  Mine.  As  the  Father 
knoweth  Me,  even  so  know  I  the  Father :  and 
I  lay  down  My  life  for  the  sheep  ^. 

Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a 
man  lay  down  his  life  for  his  friends.  Ye  are 
My  friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command 
you.  Henceforth  I  call  you  not  servants;  for 
the  servant  knoweth  not  what  his  lord  doeth  : 
but  I  have  called  you  friends ;  for  all  things 
that  I  have  heard  of  My  Father,  I  have  made 
known  unto  you.  Ye  have  not  chosen  Me,  .but 
I  have  chosen  you,  and  ordained  you,  that  ye 
should  go  and  bring  forth  fruit,  and  that  your 
fruit  should  remain ;  that  whatsoever  ye  shall 
wsk  of  the  Father  in  My  name.  He  may  give  it 
you.  These  things  I  command  you,  that  ye 
love  one  another.  If  the  world  hate  you,  ye 
know  that  it  hated  Me  before  it  hated  you.

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If  ye  were  of  the  world,  the  world  would  love 
his  own :  but  because  ye  are  not  of  the  world, 
but  I  have  chosen  you  out  of  the  world,  there- 
fore the  world  hateth  you.  Remember  the 
word  that  I  said  unto  you.  The  servant  is  not 
greater  than  his  Lord :  if  they  have  persecuted 
Me;  they  will  also  persecute  you :  if  they  have 
kept  My  saying^,  they  will  keep  yours  also '. 
-  These  words  spake  Jesus,  and  lifted  up  His 
eyes  to  heaven,  and  said.  Father,  the  hour  is 
come ;  glorify  Thy  Son,  that  Thy  Son  also  may 
glorify  Thee  •. 

I  have  glorified  Thee  on  the  earth ;  I  have 
finished  the  work  which  Thou  gavest  Me  to 
do\ 

I  have  manifested  Thy  name  unto  the  men 
which  Thou  gavest  Me  out  of  the  world :  Thine 
they  were,  and  Thou  gavest  them  Me ;  and 
they  hiaive  kept  Thy  word  \ 

For  I  have  given  unto  them:  the  words  which 
Thou  gavest  Me ;  and  they  have  received  them, 
and  have  known  surely  that  I  came  out  firom 
Thee,  and  they  have  believed  that  Thou  didst 
send  Me**. 

r    And  now  I  am  no  more  in  the  world ;  but 
these  are  in  the  world,  and  I  come  to  Thee.

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Holy  Father,  keep  through  Thme  own  Name, 
those  whom  Thou  ha^t  given  Me,  that  they 
may  be  one,  as  We  are.  While  I  was  with 
them  in  the  world,  I  kept  them  in  Thy  name : 
those  that  Thou  gavest  Me  I  ha!ire  kept,  and 
none  of  them  is  lost,  but  the  son  of  perdition ; 
that  the  Scripture  might  be  i^lfilled.  And  now 
cpme  I  to  Thpe ;  and  thej^e  ihmgB  I  speak  in 
the  world,  that  they  might  have  My  joy  ful- 
filted  in  themselves.  I  have  gtv^en  them  Thy 
"yford ;  nxA  the  world  hath  hated  tiiem,  beeause 
they  are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not  of 
ihe  world.  I  pray  not  that  Thou  shouldest 
iake  them  out  of  the  world,  but  that  Thou 
shouldest  keep  them  from  the  evil  *. 

Sanctify  them  through  Thy  truth :  Thy  word 
is  truth.  As  Thou  hast  sent  Me  into  the  wfiild, 
i^ven  so  have  I  also  sent  them  into  die  world. 
And  for  their  sakes  I  sanctify  Mysdf,  tiiat 
they  also  might  be  sanctified  through  the 
truth.  Neither  pray  I  for  these  alcme ;  but  for 
them  also  which  shall  believe  on  Me  through 
their  word;  That  they  all  may  be  one;  as  Thou, 
Father,  art  in  Me,  and  I  in  Thee,  that  they  also 
inay  be  one  in  Us :  that  the  world  may  believe 
that  Thou  hast  s^nt  Me.  And  the  glory  which 
Thou  gavest  Me  I  have  given  them ;  that  they

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may  be  one,  even  as  We  are  One :  I  in  them, 
and  Thou  in  Me,  that  they  may  be  made  per- 
fect in  one ;  and  that  the  world  may  know  that 
Thou  hast  sent  Me,  and  hast  lored  them  as 
Thou  hast  loved  Me.  Father,  I  will  that  they 
also,  whom  Thou  hast  given  Me,  be  with  Me 
where  I  am ;  that  they  may  behold  My  glory 
which  Thou  hast  given  Me :  for  Thou  lovedst 
Me  before  the  foundation  of  the  world.  O 
righteous  Father,  the  world  hath  not  known 
Thee:  but  I  have  known  Thee,  and  these 
have  known  that  Thou  hast  sent  Me.  And  I 
have  declared  unto  them  Thy  name,  and  will 
declare  it :  that  the  love  wherewith  Thou  hast 
loved  Me  may  be  in  them,  and  I  in  them  ^ 

Wherefore,  holy  brethren,  partakers  of  the 
heavenly  calling,  consider  the  Apostle  and 
High-priest  of  our  profession,  Christ  Jesus; 
Who  was  &ithful  to  Him  that  appointed  tlim, 
as  also  Moses  was  fisdltiful  in  all  his  house  *• 

2.  the  exampks  of  the  holy  Apostles. 

Pavi  sent  to  Ephesus,  and  called  the  elders 
of  the  chuTch.  And  when  they  were  come  to 
him,  he  said  unto  them.  Ye  know,  from  the 
first  day  that  I  came  into  Asia,  aft»  what

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manner  I  have  been  with  you  at  all  seasons. 
Serving  the  Lord  with  all  humility  of  mind, 
and  with  many  tears,  and  temptations  which 
befel  me  by  the  lying  in  wait  of  the  Jews: 
And  how  I  kept  back  nothing  that  was  profit- 
able unto  you,  but  have  shewed  you,  and  have 
taught  you  publicly,  and  from.housq  to  house, 
Testifying  both  to  the  Jews,  and  also  to  the 
Greeks,  repentance  toward  God,  and  faith  to- 
ward our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

And  now,  behold,  I  go  bound  in  the  spirit 
unto  Jerusalem,  not  knowing  the  things  that 
shall  befall  me  there :  Save  that  the  Holy  Ghost 
witnesseth  in  every  city,  saying  that  bonds  and 
afflictions  abide  me.  But  none  of  these  things 
move  me,  neither  count  I  my  life  dear  unto  my- 
self, so  that  I  might  finish  my  course  with  joy, 
and  the  ministry,  which  I  have  received  of  the 
Lord  JesUs,  to  testify  the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of 
God.  And  now,  behold,  I  know  that  ye  all, 
among  whom  I  have  gone  preaching  the  king- 
dom of  God,  shall  see  my  face  no  more.  Where- 
fore I  take  you  to  record  this  day,  that  I  am 
pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men :  For  I  have  not 
shunned  to  declare  unto  you  all  the  counsel  of 
God.  Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves, .and 
to  all  the  flock  over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
hath  made  you  overseers,  to  feed  the  church 
of  God  which  He  hath  purchased  with  His 
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own  blood.  For  I  know  this,  that  after  my 
departing  shall  grievous  wolves  enter  in  among 
you,  not  sparing  the  flock.  Also  of  your  own 
selves  shall  menarise,  speaking  perverse  things, 
to  draw  away  disciples  after  them.  Therefore 
watch,  and  remember,  that  by  the  space  of 
three  years  I  ceased  not  to  warn  every  one 
night  and  day  with  tears.  And  now,  brethren, 
I  commend  you  to  God,  and  to  the  Word  of 
His  grace.  Which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and 
to  give  you  an  inheritance  among  all  them 
which  are  sanctified.  I  have  coveted  no  man's 
silver,  or  gold,  or  apparel.  Yea,  ye  yourselves 
know,  that  these  hands  have  ministered  unto 
my  necessities,  and  to  them  that  were  with  me. 
I  have  shewed  you  all  things,  how  that  so  la- 
bouring ye  ought  to  support  the  weak,  and  to 
remember  the  words  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  how 
He  said.  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  re- 
ceive**. 

We  then,  as  workers  together  with  Him,  be- 
seech you  also  that  ye  receive  not  the  grace 
of  God  in  vain  *. 

Giving  no  offence  in  any  thing,  that  the  mi- 
nistry be  not  blamed :  But  in  all  things  ap- 
proving ourselves  as  the  ministers  of  God,  in 
much  patience,  in  afflictions,  in  necessities,  in

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distresses.  In  stripes,  in  imprisonments,  in  tu-> 
mults,  in  labours,  in  watchings,  in  fastings; 
By  pureness,  by  knowledge,  by  long*suffering, 
by  kindness,  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  by  love  un* 
feigned.  By  the  word  of  truth,  by  the  power 
of  God,  by  the  armour  of  righteousness  on  the 
right  hand  and  on  the  left.  By  honour  and 
dishonour,  by  evil  report  and  good  report: 
as  deceivers,  and  yet  true ;  As  unknown,  and 
yet  well  known ;  as  dying,  and,  behold,  we 
live ;  as  chastened,  and  not  killed ;  As  sorrow* 
ful,  yet  alway  rejoicing ;  as  poor,  yet  making 
many  rich ;  as  having  nothing,  and  yet  pos* 
sessing  all  things  ^. 

Now  thanks  be  unto  God,  Which  always 
causeth  us  to  triumph  in  Christ,  and  maketh 
manifest  the  savour  of  His  knowledge  by  us  in 
every  place.  For  we  are  unto  God  a  sweet 
savour  of  Christ,  in  them  that  are  saved,  and 
in  them  that  perish :  To  the  one  we  are  the 
savour  of  death  unto  death ;  and  to  the  other 
the  savour  of  life  unto  life.  And  who  is  sufficient 
for  these  things  ?  For  we  are  not  as  many, 
which  corrupt  the  word  of  God :  but  as  of  sin- 
cerity, but  as  of  God,  in  the  sight  of  God  speak 
we  in  Christ  K 

Therefore  seeing  we  have  this  ministry,  as

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we  have  received  mercy,  we  faint  not;  But 
have  re&aunced  the  hidden  things  of  disho- 
nesty, not  walking  in  craftiness,  nor  handling 
the  word  of  Ood  deceitfully ;  but  by  mani^ 
festation  of  the  truth  commending  ourselves 
to  every  man's  conscience  in  the  sight  of  God"". 

For  we  preach  not  ourselves,  but  Christ  Je- 
sus the  Lord ;  and  ourselves  your  servants  for 
Jesus'  sake.  For  €rod.  Who  commanded  the 
light  to  shine  out  of  darkness,  hath  shined  in 
c^or  hearts,  to  give  the  light  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  glory  of  Ood  in  the  £3uce  of  Jesus  Christ. 
But  we  have  this  treasure  in  earthen  vessels, 
that  the  excellency  of  the  power  may  be  of 
God,^  and  sot  of  us.  We  are  troufbled  on  every 
Side,  yet  not  distressed;  we  are  perplexed, 
but  not  in  despair ;  Persecuted,,  but  not  for- 
saken; cast  down,  but  not  destroyed;  Al* 
ways  bearing  about  in  the  body  the  dying  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might 
be  made  manifest  in  our  body.  For  we  which 
live  are  alway  delivered  unto  death  for  Jesus' 
sake,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might  be  made 
manifest  in  our  mortal  ftedi  \ 

I  speaic  as  concerning  reproach,  as  though 
we  had  been  weak.  Howbeit  whereinsoever 
any  is  bold^  (I  speak  foolishly,)  I  am  bold  also.

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Are  they  Hebrews?  so  am  I.  Are  they  Is- 
raelites ?  so  am  I. .  Are  they  the.  seed  of  Abra- 
ham ?  so  am  h  Are  they  mimslers  of  Christ? 
(I  speak,  as  a  fool)  I  am  more ;  in  labours 
more  abundant,  in  stripes  above  measure,  in 
*  ^prisons  more  frequent,  in  deaths  oft.  Of  the 
Jews  five  times  received  I  forty  stripes  save 
one*  Thrice  was  I  beaten  with  rods,  once 
was .  I  stoned,  thrice  I  suffered  ship^v^reck,  a 
night  and  a  day  I  have  been  in^  the  deep ;  In 
journey ings  often,  in  perils  of  waters,  in  pe- 
rils of  robbers,  in  perils,  by  mine  .own  country- 
men, in  perils  by  the  heathen, .  in  perils  in  the 
city,  in  perils  in  the  wilderness,  in  perils  in 
the  sea,  in  perils  among  false  brethren;  In 
weariness  and  painfulness,  in  watchings  often, 
in  hunger  and  thirst,  in  fastings  often,  in  cold 
and  ^nakedness.  Beside  those  things  that 
are  without,  that  which  cometh  upon  me 
daily,  the  care  of  all  the  churches.  Who  is 
weak,  and  I  am  not  weak  ?  .who  is  offended, 
and  I  bum  not  ?  If  I  must  needs  glory,  I  will 
glory  of  the  things  that  concern  mine  infirmities. 
The  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
Which  is  blessed  for  evermore,  knoweth  that  I

Brethren,  be  followeris  together  of  me,  and

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mark  them  which  walk  sb  as  ye  have  us  for 
an  e&sample^. 

Remember  them  which  have  the  rule  over 
you,  who  hate  spoken  unto  you  the  word. of 
God;  whose  faith  follow,  considering . the  end 
of  their  conversation  ^. . 

3.  the  great  reward  promised  to  those  who  dis- 
charge the  pastoral  duties  faithfully . 

The  elders  which  are  among  you  I  exhort, 
who  am  also  an  elder,  and  a  witness  of  the 
sufferings  of  Christ,  and  also  a  partaker  of  the 
glory  that  shall  be  revealed :  Feed  the  flock  of 
God  which  is  among  you^  taking  the  oversight 
thereof,  not  by  constraint,  but  willingly ;.  riot 
for  filthy  lucre,  but  of  a  ready  mind;  Neither 
as  being  lords  over  God's  heril^^,  but  being 
ensamples  to.  the  .flock*  And  when  the  chief 
Shepherd ,  s^all  appear,  ye  did.ll ,  receive  a 
crown  of  glory  that  fsidelh  not  away  ^  , 

I  am  now  ready  to  be  offered,  and  the  time 
of  my  departure  is  at  hand.  I  have  fought  a 
good  fight,  I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have 
kept  the  faith :  Henceforth  there  is  laid  up  for 
me  a  crown  of  righteousness,  which  the  Lord, 
the  righteous  Judge,  shall  give  me  at  that  day ;

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and  not  to  me  only,  but  unto  all  them  also  that 
love  his  appearing*. 

And  many  of  them  that  sleep  in  the  dust  of 
the  earth  shall  awake,  some  to  everlasting 
life,  and  some  to  shame  and  everlasting  con^ 
tempt.  And  they  that  be  wise  shall  shine  as 
the  brightness  of  the  firmament ;  and  they  that 
turn  many  to  righteousness,  as  the  stars  for 
ever  and  ever  *. 

Who  then  is  that  faithful  and  wise  steward, 
whom  his  lord  shall  make  ruler  over  his  house- 
hold, to  give  them  their  portion  of  meat  in  due 
season?  Blessed  is  that  seivant,  whom  his 
lord  when  he  cometh  shall  find  so  doing.  Of 
a  truth  I  say  unto  you,  that  he  will  make  him 
fuler  over  all  that  he  hath "". 

Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  ye  which  have 
followed  Me,  in  the  regeneration  when  the  Son 
of  man  shall  sit  in  the  throne  of  His  glory,  ye 
also  shall  sit  upon  twelve  thrones,  judging  the 
twelve  tribes  of  Israel '. 

4.  the  severe  punishments  that  will  be  inflicted  m 
them  that  are  negligent  or  remiss  in  amf  part  of 
their  office. 

But  and  if  that  servant  say  in  his  heart,  my 
lord  delayeth  his  coming  \  and  shall  begin  to

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beat  the  men-servants  and  maidens^  and  to 
eat  and  drinks  and  to  be  drunken ;  The  lord 
of  that  servant  will  come  in  a  day  when  he 
looketh  not  for  him ;  and  at  an  hour  when  he 
is  not  aware,  and  will  cut  him  in  sunder,  and 
will  appoint  him  his  portion  with  the  unbe«- 
lievers.  And  that  servant,  which  knew  his 
lord's  will,  and  prepared  not  himself,  neither 
did  according  to  his  will,  shall  be  beaten  with 
many  stripes.  But  he  that  knew  not,  and  did 
commit  things  worthy  of  stripes,  shall  be  beaten 
with  few  stripes^  For  unto  whomsoever  much 
is  given,  of  him  shall  be  much  required :  and  to 
whom  men  have  committed  much,^  of  him  they 
will  ask  the  more  '• 

O  son  of  man, .  I  have  set  thee  a  watchman 
unto  the  house  of  Israel ;  therefore  thou  shalt 
hear  the  word  at  My  mouth,  and  warn  them 
from  Me.  When  I  say  unto  the  wicked,  O 
wicked  man,  thou  shalt  surely  die ;  if  thou 
dost  not  speak  to  warn  the  wicked  from  his 
way,  that  wicked  man  shall  die  in  his  ini- 
quity ;  but  his  blood  will  I  require  at  thine 
hand.  Nevertheless,  if  thou  warn  the  wicked 
of  his  way  to  turn  from  it ;  if  he  do  not  turn 
from  his  way,  he  shall  die  in  his  iniquity ;  but 
thou  hast  delivered  thy  soul '. 

And  now,  O  ye  priests,  this  commandment 

'  Luke  xii.  45 — 4S.  ■  Ezek.  xxxiii.  7 — 9. 
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is  for  you.  If  ye  will  not  hear,  and  if  ye  will 
not  lay  it  to  heart,  to  give  glory  unto  My 
Name,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts,  I  will  even  send 
a  curse  upon  you,  and  I  will  curse  your  bless- 
ii^gs;  J^%  I  have  cursed  them  already,  be- 
cause ye  do  not  lay  it  to  heart.  Behold,  I  will 
corrupt  your  seed,  and  spread  dung  upon  your 
faces,  even  the  dung  of  your  solemn  feasts,  and 
one  shall  take  you  away  with  it.  And  ye  shall 
know  that  I  have  sent  this  commandment  unto 
you,  that  My  covenant  might  be  with  Levi, 
saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.  My  covenant  was 
with  him  of  life  and  peace;  and  I  gave  them 
to  him  for  the  fear,  wherewith  he  feared  Me, 
and  was  afraid  before  My  name.  The  law  of 
truth  was  in  his  mouth,  and  iniquity  was  not 
found  in  his  lips :  he  walked  with  Me  in  peace 
and  equity,  and  did  turn  many  away  from  ini- 
quity. 

For  the  priest's  lips  should  keep  knowledge, 
and,  they  should  seek  the  law  at  his  mouth ;  for 
he  is  the.  messenger  of  the  Lord  of  hosts.  But 
ye  are  departed  out  of  the  way ;  ye  have  caused 
many  to  stumble  at  the  law;  ye  have  corrupted 
the  covenant  of  Levi,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 
Therefore  have  I  also  made  you  contemptible 
and  base  before  .all  the  people,  according  as  ye 
have  not  kept  My  ways,  but  have  been  partial 
in  the  law  *.

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Woe  is  me  for  my  hurt!  my  wound  is 
grievous :  but  I  said.  Truly  this  is  a  grief,  and 
I  must  bear  it.  My  tabernacle  is  spoiled,  and 
all  my  cords  are  broken:  my  children  are 
gone  forth  of  me,  and  they  are  not ;  there  is 
none  to  stretch  forth  my  tent  any  more,  and 
to  set  up  my  curtains.  For  the  pastors  are 
become  brutish,  and  have  not  sought  the  Lord : 
therefore  they  shall  not  prosper,  and  all  their 
flocks  shall  be  scattered  \ 

The  priests  thereof  teach  for  hire,  and  the 
prophets  thereof  divine  for  money:  yet  will 
they,  lean  upon  the  Lord,  and  say.  Is  not  the 
Lord  among  us  ?  None  evil  can  come  upon 
US.  Therefore  shall  Zion  for  your  sake  be 
ploughed  as  a  field ;  and  Jerusalem  shall  be- 
come heaps ;  and  the  mountain  of  the  house 
as  the  high  places  of  the  forest  *". 

Thus  saith  the  Lord  God  unto  the  shepherds. 
Woe  be  to  the  shepherds  of  Israel  that  do  feed 
themselves :  should  not  the  shepherds  feed  the 
flocks?

For  both  prophet  and  priest  are  prophane ;

On  THE  LORp*s  day:  with  a  prepakative 
for  its  DEVOUT  OBSERVANCE  both  in  Public 
and  in  Private. 


Preliminary  instructions  concemiDg  the 

observance  of  the  Lord's  day. 

■  J.I 

7%e  dtUt/  of  devoutly  observing  the  Christian 
Sabbath,  or  Lord^s  Day,  is  most  strongly  enforced 
by  the  following  considerations,  drmrni  from  holy 
Scriptttre  and  the  practice  of  the  primitive  Churchp 
viz. 

That  God,  the  Maker  of  all  things,  instituted 
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a  weekbf  Sabbath,  and'  commanded  one  day  in 
seven  to  be  kept  holy  in  memory  of  the  creation; 
p.  266. 

Ihat  Christ,  the  Savumr  of  the  world,  on  the 

first  day  of  the  week,  finished  the  work  of  Redemp- 
tion by  His  resurrection  from  the  dead,  and  that 
the  first  day  (from  thenceforth  called  the  Lord's 
Day)^  was,  in  conformity  with  the  doctrine  and 
practice  of  the  Apostles,  religiously  observed  by  the 
primitive  Church  ;  p.  267 — 270. 

God^s  institution  of  a  w^ekfy  Sabbath  S^. 

On  the  seventh  day  God  ended  His  work 
which  He  had  made :  And  He  rested  on  the 
seventh  day  from  all  His  work  which  He  had 
made.  And  God  blessed  the  seventh  day,  and 
sanctified  it ;  because  that  in  it  He  had  rested 
from  all  His  work,  which  God  created  and 
made  *. 

Remember  the  Sabbath  Day  to  keep  it 
holy^ 

Keep  the  Sabbath  day  to  sanctify  it,  as  the 
Lord  thy  God  hath  commanded  thee.  Six 
days  thou  shalt  labour,  and  do  all  thy  work : 
But  the  seventh  day  is  the  Sabbath  of  the  Lord 
thy  God,  in  it  thou  shalt  not  do  any  work, 
thou,  nor  thy  son,  nor  thy  daughter,  nor  thy

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nor  thy  maidservant^  nor  tMne 
ox,  nor  thine  ass,  nor  any  of  thy  cattle^  nor 
thy  stranger  that  is  within  thy  gates ;  that  thy 
manservant  and  thy  maidservant  may  rest  as 
well  as  thou "". 

Ye  shall  keep  the  Sabbath  therefore ;  for  it 
is  holy  unto  you :  every  one  that  defileth  it 
shall  surely  be  put  to  death :  for  whosoever 
doeth  any  work  therein,  that  soul  shall  b6  cut 
off  from  among  his  people .  Six  days  may  work 
be  done ;  but  in  the  seventh  is  the  Sabbath  of 
rest,  holy  to  the  Lord :  whosoevw  doeth  any 
work  in  the  Sabbath  day,  he  shall  surely  be 
put  to  death.  Wherefore  the  children  of  Israel 
shall  keep  the  Sabbath,  to  observe  the  Sab- 
bath throughout  their  generations,  for  a  perpe- 
tual covenant.  It  is  a  sign  between  Me  and 
the  children  of  Israel  for  ever :  for  in  isix  days 
the  Lord  made  heaven  and  earth,  and  on  the 
seventh  day  He  rested  and  was  refreshed  **. 

That  an  the  hrst  day  Christ  tSgc. 

If  Christ  be  not  raised,  your  faith  is  vain ; 
ye  are  yet  in  your  sins  *. 

Now  when  Jesus  was  risen  early  the  first 
day  of  the  week.  He  appeared  first  to  Mary 
Magdalene  ^

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The  same  day  at  evening,  being  the  first  day 
of  the  week,  when  the  doors  were  shut,  wher3 
the  disciples  were  assembled  fo^  fear  of  the 
Jewsj  came  Jesus,  and  stood  in  the  midst,  and 
saith  unto  them,  peace  be  unto  you'. 

And  after  eight  days,  again  His  Disciples 
were  within,  and  Thomas  *  with  « th^n ;  then 
came  Jesus;  the  doors  being  shut,  and  stood  in 
the  midst,  and  said/  peace  be  uhto  you  ^. 

I  was  in  the  Spirit  on  the  Lord's  day*. 

We  declare  unto  you  glad  tidings ;  how  that 
the  promise  which  was  made  uhto  the  Fathers, 
God  hath  fulfilled'  the  same  unto  us  their  Ghil^ 
dren,  in  that  He  hath  raised  up  Jesus  again,  as 
it  is  also  written  in  the  second  Psalm,  Thou  art 
my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  Thee  ^. 
'  The  same  stone  which  the  builders  refused, 
is  become  the  head-stone  in  the  corner.^ 

This  is  the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is  marvellous 
in  our  eyes. 

This  is  the  day  which  the  Lord  hath  made : 
we  will  rejoice  and  be  glad  in  it  *. 

The  Sabbath  was  made  for  man,  and  not 
man  for  the  Sabbath,  ^herefwe  the  Son  of 
Man  is  Lord  also  of  the  Sabbath "".

is  of  Christ ".  ;  . 

Concerning  the  collection  for  the  Saints,  as 
I  have  given  order  to  the  Churches  of  Galatia, 
even  so  do  ye.  Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week^ 
let  every,  one  of  you  lay  by  him  in  store,  as 
God  hath  prospered  him,  that  there  be  no  ga- 
therings when  I  come  ^ 

Upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  when  the 
Disciples  came. together  to  break  bread,  Paul 
preached  unto  them  ^. 

Upon  the  day  called  Sunday,  all  that  live 
either  in  city  or  country  meet  together  at 
the  same  place,  where  the  writings  of  the 
Apostles  and  Prophets  are  read,  as  much  as 
time  will  give  leave.  When  the  reader  has 
done,  the  Bishop  makes  a  Sermon,  wherein 
he  instructs  the  people,  and  animates  them  to 
the  practice  of  such  lovely  precepts.  At  the 
conclusion  of  this  discourse,  we  all  rise  up  to- 
gether and  pray.  And  prayers  being  over, 
there  is  bread,  and  wine,  and  water  offered ; 
and  the  Bishop,  as  before,  sends  up  prayers

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and  thanksgivings  with  all  the  fervency  he  is 
able;  and  the  people  all  conclude  with  the  joy- 
ful acclamation  of  Amen.  Then  the  consecrat- 
ed elements  are  distributed  to,  and  partaken 
by,  all  that  are  present,  and  sent  to  the  absent, 
by  the  hands  of  the  Deacons  *. 

Upon  Sunday  we  all  assemble,  that  being 
the  ^rst  day  in  which  God  set  Himself  to  work 
upon  the  dark  void,  in  order  to  make  the  wcnrld ; 
and  in  which  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour  rose 
from  the  dead.  For  the  day  before  Saturday 
He  was  crucified ;  and  the  day  after,  which  is 
Sunday,  He  appeared  to  His  Apratles  and  Dis- 
ciples, and  taught  them  what  I  have  now  pro- 
posed to  your  consideration  f  •

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A  PREPARATIVE  to  the  observance  of  the 
Lord*s  Day,  in  Public  and  Private,  from 
considerations  wholly  taken  out  of  Scrip- 
ture. 

The  devout  reader  needs  not  to  be  told,  that  the 
rest  of  the  Christian  Sabbath  is  not  such  a  stfict 
ceremonial  rest  as.  was  enjoined  the  Jews;  but 
purely  a  religious  rest,  or  a  cessation  from  the 
works  of  our  ordinary  callings  to  the  end  that  we  may 
have  more  leisure  to  attend  upon  God,  and  the  con- 
cems  of  our  souls,  in  a  diligent  and  conscientious 
performance  of  the  more  solemn  duties  of  religion. 
He  will  consider  likewise,  that  though  it  is  highly 
fitting  that  we  enlarge  our  private  devotions  on  this 
day,  (God  having  eapressly  appropriated  it  to  His 
peculiar  service ;)  yet  they  must  never  prove  an 
occasion  of  our  neglecting  any  part  of  the  public 
worship ;  in  a  due  attendance  on  which  the  sane-- 
tification  of  the  Lord's  Day  principally  consists. 
But  because  the  benefit  we  shall  receive  from  our 
public  devotions,  depends  in  a  great  measure  upon 
the  preparation  of  our  minds  before  we  enter  upon 
them;  and  this  preparation  properly  belongs  to  the 
duties  of  the  closet,  some  passages  of  Scripture 
relatii^  to  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  the 
saeredness  of  such  places  as  are  set  apart  for  thai 
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purpose,  are  here  inserted,  together  with  a  declara- 
tion  of  God's  judgments  on  the  profanation  of  the 
Sabbath,  and  a  promise  of  His  blessing  on  its  con^ 
scientious  observance.  From  all  which  it  will  most 
plainly  appear. 

That  the  religious  observance  of  the  Sabbath  has 
ever  been  most  highly  regarded  by  Almighty  God; 
p.  273. 

TTiai  it  is  our  indispensable  duty  to  be  constant 
in  our  attendance  on  the  public  worship  of  God 

« 

in  His  own  house ;  p.  275. 

'  That  God  is  in  a  peculiar  manner  present  in 
places  duly  appointed  and  set  apart  for  reli- 
gious worship  :  having  promised  that  the  prayers 
which  are  put  up  to  Him  there,  shall  always  meet 
with  a  more  gracious  and  ready  acceptance;  and 
be  rewarded  with  larger  communications  of  His 
grace  and  bounty ;  p.  279. 

That  our  frequenting  the  public  ordinances  of 
religion  will  by  no  means  atone  for  viciousness  or 
immorality  of  life;  inasmuch  as  all  the  prayers  of 
the  wicked  are  an  abomination  to  the  Lord;  and 
those  made  by  them  in  His  house,  being  only  a  more 
solemn  mockery,  will  bring  down  a  curse  rather 
than  a  blessing ;  p.  283. 

That  besides  the  qualifications  necessary  to  entitle 
our  prayers  generally  to  the  favour  and  acceptance 
of  God,  (as  set  forth  in  the  Office  of  Daily  Devo.- 
iion^ page  1 ,)  the  particular  qualifications  to  render 
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9ur  public  devi^ians  accq^table,  are  a  gravity  and 
-decincy^  of  behaviour  smtahk  to  the  sacrednesa  of  the 
jiacCy  imdan  attentive,  religious  frame  of  mind,  as 
becomes  the  tremendous  Presence  %oe  are  in,  and  the 
important  business  tfft  are  about;  p.  286. 


Religious  observance  Sgc. 

Ye  shall  keep  My  Sabbaths,  and  reverence 
My  sanctuary :  I  am  the  Lord  "*.

Give  Unto  the  Lord  the  glory  dUe  unto  Hi$ 
name:  bring  an  offering^  and  come  into  Hu9i

O  worship  the  Lord  in  the  beauty  of  holi- 
ness ;  fear  before  Him  all  the  earth  \ 

This  is  it  that  the  Lord  spake,  saying,  I  will

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be  sanctified  in  them  that  come  nigh  Me ;  and 
before  all  the  people  I  will  be  glorified '. 

But  the  man  that  shall  be  unclean,  and  shall 
not  purify  himself,  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off 
from  among  the  congregation ;  because  he  hath 
defiled  the  sanctuary  of  the  Lord  *. 

There  assembled  at  Jerusalem  much  people 
to  keep  the  feast  \ 

And  there  were  many  in  the  congregation 
that  were  not  sanctified  ^. 

Yet  did  they  eat  the  Passover  otherwise 
than  it  was  written  :  but  Hezekiah  prayed  for 
them,  saying,  the  Good  Lord  pardon  every  one 
that  prepareth  his  heart  to  seek  God,  the  Lord 
God  of  his  fathers,  though  he  be  not  cleansed 
according  to  the  purification  of  the  sanctuary. 
And  the  Lord  hearkened  to  Hezekiah,  and 
healed  the  people  ^. 

I  saw  also  the  Lord  sitting  upon  a  throne, 
high  and  lifted  up,  and  His  train  filled  the 
temple.  Above  it  stood  the  seraphims :  each 
one  had  six  wings ;  with  twain  he  covered  his 
face,  and  with  twain  he  covered  his  feet,  and 
with  twain  he  did  fly.  And  one  cried  unto 
another,  and  said.  Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord 
of  Hosts ;  the  whole  earth  is  full  of  His  glory.

Then  flew  one  of  the  sera- 
phims  unto  me^  having  a  live  coal  in  his  handi 
which  he  had  taken  with  the  tongs  from  ofi*  the 
altar;  And  he  laid  it  upon  my  mouthy  and 
said,  Lo !  this  hath  touched  thy  lips ;  and  thine 
iniquity  is  taken  away,  and  thy  sin  purged  •. 

G  Lord,  the  hope  of  Israel,  all  that  fOTsake 
Thee  shall  be  ashamed,  and  they  that  dep&rt 
fro^  Me  shall  be  written  in  the  earth,  because 
they  have  forsaken  the  Lord,  the  fountain  of 
living  waters  ^ 

But  mine  eyes  look  unto  Thee,  O  Lord  God : 
in  Thee  is  my  trust ;  O  cast  not  out  my  soul '. 

Heal  me,  O  Lord,  and  I  shall  be  healed ;

pure  and  perfect  bliss,  which  Thou  hast  pre^ 
pared  for  those  that  devoutly  worship  and 
serve  Thee,  in  the  glories  of  Thy  kingdom. 

Assist  me,  I  humbly  pray  Thee,  m  the  great 
duties  I  have  this  day  to.pei£)rm :  fill  me  with 
awful  and  affecting  thoughts  of  Thy  greatness.

Devout  aspirations  after  the  heavenly  state. 

Man  that  is  bom  of  a  woman  hath  but  a  short 
time  to  live,  and  is  full  of  misery ;  he  cometh 
up,  and  is  cut  down  like  a  flower :  he  fleeth 
as  it  were  a  shadow,  and  never  continueth  in 
one  stay.

I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the 
Lord:  he  that  believeth  on  Me,  though  he 
were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live;  and  whosoever 
liveth  and  believeth  on  Me,  shall  never  die. 

I  know  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  that 
He  shall  stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth  r 
and  though  after  my  skin,  worms  destroy  this 
t>ody ;  yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God,  Whom  I 
shall  see  for  myself,  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold, 
and  not  another. 

But^  O  my  God,  I  know  that  no  unclean 
thing  can  enter  into  Thy  kingdom ;  and  I  am 
nothing  but  pollution.  O  wash  me,  and  make 
me  white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb ;  that  when 
I  go  henqe,  I  may  be  fit  to  stand  before  Thy 
throne. 

O  blessed  High  Priest,  Who  art  able  to  save 
all  them  to  the  uttermost,  who  come  unto  God 
by  Thee !  Save  me,  I  beseech  Thee,  who  haye 
no  hope  but  in  Thy  merits  and  intercessions, 

O  glorious  Captain  of  our  Salvation,  Who 
didst  first  suffer  many  grievous  things,  and  then

enter  into  Thy  glory ;  sanctify  to  me  all  the 
pains  of  l3ody,  and  all  the  terrors  of  mind, 
which  Thou  shalt  at  any  time  permit  to  fall 
upon  me :  and  make  me  so  patiently  to  suffer 
with  Thee  here,  that  I  may  also  he  glorified 
with  Thee  hereafter.

vile  body>  that  it  may  be  fashioned  like  unto 
His  glorious  body,  according  to  the  mighty 
working  whereby  He  is  able  to  subdue  all 
things  to  Himself. 
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While  I  am  at  home  in  the  body^  I  am  ab- 
sent from  the  Lord,  (for  we  walk  by  faith,  and 
not  by  sight,)  therefore  Lam  confident,  and 
willing  rather  to  be  absent  from  the  body,  and 
to  be  present  with  the  Lord. 

I  desire  to  be  dissolved,  and  to  be  with 
Christ,  which  is  far  better :  Lord,  I  groan  ear- 
nestly, desiring  to  be  clothed  upon  with  that 
house  from  heaven ! 

0  when  will  that  blessed  time  come,  that 
I  shall  put  off  this  mine  earthly  tabernacle,  and 
be  received  into  everlasting  habitations  I 

'  O  when  wilt  Thou  bring  my  soul  out  of 
prison,  that  I  may  give  thanks  unto  Thy  name« 
Lord,  while  I  am  here,  I  must  wrestle,  not 
only  with  flesh  and  blood,  but  with  principali- 
ties, and  powers,  and  spiritual  wickednesses. 
O  take  me  out  of  these  tents  of  Kedar  into  the 
heavenly  Jerusalem,  where  Satan  shall  be  ut- 
terly trodden  under  our  feet. 

1  cannot  here  attend  one  minute  to  Thy  ser- 
vice without  distraction.  O  take  me  up  to 
stand  before  Thy  throne,  where  I  shall  serve 
Thee  day  and  night. 

I  am  here  in  heaviness  through  many  tribu- 
lations. O  receive  me  ipto  that  place  of  rest 
where  all  tears  shall  be  wiped  from  mine  eyes.

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Jems  said,  the  days  will  come,  when  the 
Bridegroom  shall  be  taken  from  them,  and  then 
shall  they  fast  ^ 

When  ye  fast,  be  not,  as  the  h3rpocrites, 
of  a  sad  coiinteuance :  for  they  disfigure  their 
faces,  that  they  may  appear  unto  men  to  fast. 
Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  they  have  their  reward. 
But  thou,  when  thou  fastest,  anoint  thine  head, 
and  wash  thy  face ;  That  thou  appear  not  unto 
men  to  fast,  but  unto  thy  Father  which  is  in  se- 
cret ;  and  thy  Father  Which  seeth  in  secret 
shall  reward  thee  openly  *.

The  fir&t  Commandment,  \Thou  shali  have  none 

other  Gods  but  Me  &c.] 

fixes  the  object  of  religious  worship :  and  re^ 
quires  all  those  internal  acts  of  adoration  and 
devotion  that  are  suitable  to  the  transcendent 
excellencias  of  the  Divinenature ;  such  as  faith, 
hope,  love>  joy,  fear,  humility,  resignation,  and 
trust.  In  order  toexcite  and  settle  these  pious 
dispositions  in  our  souls,  we  must  labour  to 
know^  and  acquaint  ourselves  with  God,  and 
be  ofjten  meditating  upon  His  adorable  perfect 
tions;  the  immense  greatness  of  His. Majesty ; 
His  all-sufiiciency,  omniscience,  and  omnipre^ 
sence ;  His  absolute  power  and  dominion  over 
all  His  creatures ;  His  holiness,  wisdom,  and 
goodness;  His  mercy,  truth,  and  faithfulness. 
God  must  be  the  supreme  delight,  the  most 
ardent  desire  of  our  souls :  we  must  esteem 
Him  our  chief  and  only  good ;  fix  upon  Him  as 
our  end ;  choose  Him  for  our  portion ;  prefer  His 
ifiavour  before  all  worldly  comforts  and  satisfac- 
tions ;  seek  to  Him  in  all  our  dangers,  distress* 
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es^  and  wants;  and  be  solicitous  for  nothing  so 
much  as  to  please  Him,  to  conform  oiirselves 
to  Him,  to  grow  more  and .  more  like  Him  in 
this  life,  that  we  may  be  fitted  for  the  everlast- 
ing enjoyment  of  Him  in  His  kingdom  of  glory. 
This  is  to  acknowledge  the  Lord  to  be  God ; 
and  to  have  no  other  God  besides  the  Lord. 
Atheists  and  infidels,  whether  speculative  or 
practical ;  (i.  t.  whether  men  do  really  believe 
that  there  is  no  God  ;  or  live  so  as  if  tiiey  did, 
without  either  any  due  worship  of  Him,  or  re- 
gard to  Him:)  idolaters  and  apostates,  (i.  e. 
those  who  believe  in,  account  of,  oir  worship 
any  other  as  God,  besides  the  Lord ;  either  by 
forsaking  Him,  and  fsdling  ofi^  wholly  to  idol- 
atry ;  ^dr  by  giving  the  honour  of  God  to  any 
other  being,  together  with  Him :)  those  who 
take  no  care  to  improve  the  means  they  eiijby 
of  increasing  in  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  di- 
vine things :  those  who  ascribe  any  of  the  gifts 
of  God's  bounty  or  grace,  to  fortune,  or  to 
themselves,  or  to  any  other  creature:  in  a 
word,  all  who  fear,  love,  desire,  trust,  rejoice 
in,  any  thing  more  than  God,  are  transgressors 
of  this  commandynent. 

Lord,  I  confess  myself  guilty  of  innumerable 
transgressions  of  this  commandment.  Pardon  me,  I 
beseech  Thee,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake:  and  let  Thy 
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grace  soprewnt  and/oihw  mt  fw  fht  fiAutt^  thai 
I  may  never  be  guilty  of  the  like  offences  again  ;  inf 
may  make  it  my  sincere  arid  conHmtt  endeavour  to 
forsake  and  avoid  every  sin  forbidden,  and  to  observe 
and  practise  every  duty  enjoined  by  this  Thy  mast 
righteous  law. 

The  second  Commandmettt,  [77^?^  shalt  not  make 
to  thyself  any  graven  image  &c.3 

enjoms  and  regulates  the  external  part  of  di- 
vine worship,  as  the  first  does  the  internal.  We 
may  worship  even  the  true  God  in  an  idolatrous 
manner.  The  Israelites  did  so,  when  they  set 
up  the  golden  calves  for  a  visible  representa- 
tion of  Jehovah.  God  is  a  Spirit,  and  whoso 
will  worship  Him  aright,  must  do  it  in  spirit 
and  in  truth*.  He  is  infinite,  invisible^  and  in- 
comprehensible; and  therefore  to  worship  Him 
under  any  corporeal  similitude,  whether  ex- 
pressed by  the  image  of  any  creature  in  Heaven 
or  earth,  or  only  conceived  in  the  mind,  cannot 
but  be  highly  derogatory  from  the  transcendent 
excellency  of  His  nature  and  attributes.  He  is 
likewise  jealous  of  His  honour,  and  therefore 
pronounces  all  idolatrous  worshippers,  haters 
of  God ;  and  declares  that  He  will  punish  them 
to  the  third  and  fourth  generation.  The  sum 
of  all  is;  it  is  not  enough  to  be  right  in  the  ob- 
ject of  our  worship,  unless  we  are  careful  also 
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to  perform  it.  in  a  manner  suitable  to  the  Divind 
nature,  and  agreeable  to  the  revelations  Gpd 
has  been  pleased  to  make  of  His  will,  and  with 
becoming  apprehensions  of  His  infinitely  glo« 
nous  excellencies  and  perfections.  The  mak* 
ing  of  any  image  of  God  at  all,  be  our  design 
what  it  will  in  making  it ;  and  the  making  that 
of  any  other  being,  with  an  intention  to  pay 
divine  worship  to  it ;  the  entertaining  any  gross 
conceptions  of  God  in  our  minds  ^  careless  and 
irreverent  behaviour  in  our  devotions ;  the  neg* 
lect  of  bodily  worship ;  and  the  placing  reli- 
gion in  mere  outward  observances,  are  all  sins 
against  this  commandment. 

Lordy  I  confess  myself  guilty  &c.

The  third  Commandment,  [J'hou  shaU  not  taki 
the  Name  of  the  Lord  thy  God  in  vain  &C.3 

consults  the  farther  preservation  of  the  ho- 
nour of  the  divine  Majesty;  requiring  us  to  have 
in  the  greatest  reverence  and  veneration  the 
most  holy  and  glorious  Name  of  God ;  i.  e.  His 
titles,  attributes,  and  ordinances ;  His  word, 
and  whatever  else  He  is  pleased  tomake  Him« 
self  known  by ;  His  house.  His  ministers,  and 
every  thing  that  relates  to  Him  or  His  service : 
to  employ  our  tongues  to  His  praise  and  glory ; 
and  to  use  our  utmost  endeavours  upon  all  oc- 
casions to  keep  up  the  reputation  of  religion^ 
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and  the  respect  which  is  due  to  holy  things,  for 
the  sake  of  God,  an^  because  they  have  a  re* 
latioa  to  Him.  We  may  be  accounted  to  take 
God's  Name  in  vain,  when  we  make  mention  of 
God,,  or  of  anything  which  belongs  to  Him 
rashly  and  irreverently,  in  a  wUy  that  is  not 
suitably  to  His  divine  honour  and  Majesty,  nor 
to  that  deference  we  ought  to  pay  to  His  sove- 
reign power  and  authority  over  us.  And  this 
may  be  done  chiefly  on  these  three  occasions; 
viz.  in  swearing,  vawingy  praying.  We  take 
God's  Name  in  vain,  by  using  it  in  swearing, 
when  we  swear  falsely ;  whether  it  be  by  a  po- 
sitive asserting  of  what  is  untrue,  or  by  trick- 
ing and  equivocating  in  what  is  in  some  respect 
true,  though  not  in  that  in  which  we  would  be 
underi^tood  to  swear;  when  we  swear  need- 
lessly, where  either  the  matter  is  not  of  mo- 
ment enough  to  justify  the  solemnity  of  an 
oath,  or  might  be  sufficiently  determined  with- 
out one;  of  which  kind  are  all  those  volun- 
tary oaths,  which  are  so  frequently  used  by 
profane  persons  in  their  common  discourse; 
when  we  swear  rashly,  but'especially  in  mat- 
ters of  promise,  in  which  we  are  the  most  ex-* 
posed  to  the  danger  of  perjury ;  when  we  swear 
irreverently,  taking  an  oath  carelessly  and 
lightly,  and  without  due  regard  to  the  honour  of 
God's  Name  ourselves,  or  when  we  administer 
it  so  to  others*    God's  Name  may  be  t^ken  in 
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vain  in  vawifig;  by  vowing  to  do  anything  which 
may  not  lawfully  be  fulfilled,  by  vowing  rashly 
and  indiscreetly  what  though  we  should  be 
able  to  fulfil  it,  might  yet  much  better,  and 
more  prudently  be  let  alone :  by  vowing  any 
thing  for  a  long  time  to  come,  it  may  be  for 
one'^  whole  life,  of  our  future  capacity  to  make 
good  which  we  cannot  at  the  present  judge : 
by  accustoming  ourselves  to  vow  frequently, 
which  must  necessarily  expose  us  to  the  hazard 
of  not  performing  our  vows.  We  take  God's 
Name  in  vain  in  prayk^ ;  when  we  pray  with- 
out minding  what  we  are  about ;  when  we  pray 
for  such  things  as  we  ought  not  to  pray  for ; 
when  m  our  prayers  we  use  vain  repetitions  of 
God's  Name,  without  need  and  against  reason. 
There  are  several  other  ways  also  of  taking 
God's  Name  in  vain  besides  those  abovf^men- 
tioned ;  by  profane  cursing  as  well  as  swearing; 
by  any  light  and  unfitting  use  of  God's  Name  in 
Qur  common  conversation ;  by  all  lewd  atheis- 
tical discourse ;  by  blaspheming,  or  speaking 
reproachfully  of  God  or  His  religion ;  by  mur- 
muring against  Him ;  by  ridicuUng,  abusing,  or 
otherwise  profaning  His  holy  word ;  by  despis- 
ing or  exposing  His  ministers  upon  the  account 
of  their  function — ^in  short,  by  a  contemptuous 
treating  of  anything  in  which  His  Naipe  and 
honour  are  concerned. 

Lord^  I  confess  n^self  guilty  &c. 
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The  fourth  CommandBient^     [^Rcmmber  that 
thou  keep  holy  the  Sabbath-day  &c.3 

appropriates  one  day  in  seven  to  the  solemn 
exercise  of  the  worship  of  Grod,  in  order  to  keep 
up  a  grateful  remembrance  of  His  benefits,  and 
to  fix  in  our  nrinds  a  lively  sense  of  His  infinite 
greatness  and  goodness,  and  of  otir  continual 
dependence  upon  Him.  The  keeping  this  day 
holy  imports,  that  we  consecrate  it  to  a  religi- 
ous  rest,  by  attending  upon  the  public  service 
t)Tthe  Church,  and  hearing  God*s  word  read  and 
preached  there ;  by  participating  of  the  holy  sa- 
crament; by  private  prayer,  meditation,  and 
reading;  by  works  of  charity  and  mercy ;  by 
taking  all  the  care  we  can  to  improve  our  own 
piety,  and  to  help  other  men  in  the  enlivening 
of  theirs.  We  sin  against  this  commandment, 
when  we  employ  ourselves  in  any  unnecessary 
worldly  business  on  the  LoVd's  day  * ;  when  we 

*  This  commandobliges  us  oowi  as  much  as  ever  it  did  the 
Jews,  though  not  exactly  after  the  same  manner.  We  worship, 
^  they  didf  that  Ood  Who  in  sis:  days  created  the  heaven  and 
the  earth,  the  sea,  and  all  that  in  them  is,  and  rested  the 
seventh  day :  and  in  acknowledginenl  thereof  we  stand  oUiged 
with  them  to  keep  a  seventh  day  of  rest,  after  six  of  labour. 
But  t^en,  as  they  worshipped  this.  God  under  the  peculiar 
character  of  the  God  who  brought  them  out  of  the  land  of 
&gypt,  out  of  the  housf  of  bondage,  so  were  they  determined, 
not  only  to  observe  the  proportion,  but  to  keep  that  particulai 
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neglect,  or  are  careless  and  superficial  in  our 
performance  of  the  private  or  public  duties  that 
concern  its  sanctification ;  when  we'  mispend 
any  part  of  it  in  idleness  or  impertinence ;  when 
we  do  not  take  due  care,  that  all  those  who  are 
under  our  charge  do  obserre  it  as  they  ought. 

Lord^  I  confess  myself  guilty  &c. 

The  fifth  Commandment,   \^H(mour  thy  father 

and  thy  mother  &c^3 
provides  for  the  security  of  order  and  goveniT 
ment  in  the  world,  by  establishing  the  authority 
of  superiors,  and  the  duty  of  inferiors.  By  the 
terms  father  and  mother  we  are  primarily  tQ 
understand  our  natural  parents ;  but  though  tii§ 
letter  of  the  command  regards  only  these,  yet 

^y  for  their  Sabbath,  on  which  God  completed  that  their  de- 
liverancei  viz,  the  seventh  of  the  week,  which  was  the  day  on 
which  they  passed  the  Red  3ea,  and  so  were  set  entirely  ir^t 
from  their  Egyptian  slavery :  for  which  reason  also  they  were 
obliged  not  only  to  worship  God  upon  it,  but  moreover, 
strictly  to  abstain  from  all  bodily  labour.  Now  in  this  re- 
spect we  differ  from  them :  we  worship  God  the  Creator  of  the 
World  under  a  much  higher  and  more  divine  character ;  as  He 
is  our  Father  and  Deliverer  by  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord ;  Who, 
upon  £lie  first  day  of  the  wedc  rose  from  Ae  dead,  and  thereby 
put  an  end  to  the  Jewish  economy :  and  in  testimony  hereof 
we  keep  iiiejirst  day  of  the  week  for  our  Sabbath,  and  so 
profess  ourselves  to  be  the  servants  of  the  true  God,  through 
that  covenant  which  He  has  been  pleaded  to  make  with  us  in 
Christ  Jesus  oujr  Lord.— jSee  Office fw  the  Lord's  Day. 
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the  reason  of  it  extends  equally  to  our  civil  pa- 
rents, the  king  or  queen,  and  all  subordinate 
magistrates ;  to  our  spiritual  fathers,  the  bishops 
and  pastors  of  the  church ;  and  likewise  to  all 
masters  in  families ;  and  all  other  perscms,  who 
are  in  any  respect  our  superiors.  The  Word 
honour  implies  all  that  Ipve,  duty,  and  obedti' 
ence;  all  that  help  and  service,  whidh  we  owe 
to  each  of  lliem  respectively  according  to  the 
several  relations  they  stand  in  to  us.  Moreover; 
this  Commandment,  in  the  equity  of  it,  requires 
some  return  of  duty  from  those  who  are  upont 
any  of  the  forementioned  accounts  our  sujpe- 
riors ;  and  consequently,  as  it  is  bur  duty  to 
honour  them,  so  it  iis  no  less  their  duty  to  be* 
have  themselves  as  their  relation  requires  to* 
wards  us.  The  true  design  theft^fiire  of  this 
commandment  considered  in  ^$  just  ,Iatitucle 
is  to  enjoin  all  those  duties  that  we  stand  ob? 
liged  to,  istnd  to  forbid  all  those  sins  that,  we 
may  be  guilty  of  in  oqr  relative  capacities  *«

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The  sixth  CommaAdment,   [Tkcu  shalt  do  no 

fmrder,] 

Secures  the  persons  of  men  from  all  hurt  and 
Tiolence ;  forbidding  us  .not  only  the  wilful  il*- 
legal  taking  away  the  life  of  any  person  what^ 
soever,  or  the  being  designedly  accessory  to 
our  neighbour's  or  our  own  death;  but  likewise 
all  variance,  hatred,  emulation^  envy,  revenge, 
evil*speaking,  quarrelling;  all  rash  and  immo* 
derate  anger;  and  in  one  word  whatsoever 
tends  towards  murder,  or  may  be  likely  to  end 
in  it. 

<  On  the  other  hand,  it  requires  of  us  toregu- 
late  and  subdue  our  passions,  to  labour  for  a 
spirit  of  meekness,  patience,  and  gentleness^ 
and  ia  do  all  we  can  for  the  preservation  and 
comfort,  both  of  our  own,  and  of  our  neighbour  s 
life :  if  they  ^e  sick,  to  advise  and  assist  them 
with  our  money  and  our  service ;  if  they  are 
in  health,  to  endeavour  to  prevent  their  quarr 
rels,  and  make  up  their  differences ;  if  they  are 
needy,  to  feed  and  clothe  them :  if  they  have 

c£  the  ohristian  life ;  and  what  is  iK>t  hecesaarj'  aiwaiy?,.  may 
be  very  convenient  to  be  done  soiaetni^s,  diere  is  BUfagokied 
at  the  end  of  this  exposition,  (page  SfT)  ApartidAfttenumet 
ttk^on^t  the  mutual  religions  red<icible4^  4hi9  oqwrnandineo^ 
and  of  the  several  duties  we  stand  indittpeosabiy  obliged  tq 
by  virtue  6f  these  rehUiotis,  
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injured  us^  to  forgive  them ;  if  we  have  injured 
them^  to  make  them  all  reasonable  satisfaction: 
in  a  word,  to  do  all  we  can  to  promote  love, 
and  peace,  and  good  will  among  all  men. 

Lard,  I  confess  myself  guilty  &c. 

The  seventh  Commandment,  [Thou  shall  not 

commit  adultery,'^ 

is  for  the  preservation  of  the  honour  of  wed- 
lock. As  by  the  sixth,  the  lives  of  the  pre- 
sent generation  are  secured ;  so  by  this  care  is 
taken  for  the  regular  propagation  of  the  human 
race.  To  this  end  God  instituted  marriage : 
and  all  conjunctions  that  are  not  within  the 
limits  He  has  prescribed,  are  irregular  and 
sinful.  Nor  are  we  to  abstain  only  from  the 
gross  acts  of  adultery  and  fornication,  but  from 
all  manner  of  carnal  pollutions  whatsoever,  and 
from  all  the  most  distant  approaches  to  them, 
and  incitements  towards  them;  such  as  un- 
cleanness,  sensual  desires  and  inclinations,  all 
lewd  and  effeminate  conversation,  all  wan- 
tonness of  behaviour,  all  indecent  dressing, 
all  too  familiar  conversation  of  younger  personi$ 
of  different  sexes  together ;  .all  excess  of  me^t^ 
drink,  sleep,  clothing ;  all  places  add  exercisee 
which  may  be  likely  to  raise  our  passions  to 
any  immoderate  height ;  in  short,  from  what- 

Bb2 
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soever  is. contrary  to  the  gravity,  andmbdesty, 
and  purity  of  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  are  required  to  keep 
our  bodies  in  temperance,  soberness,  and  chas^ 
tity :  and  in  order  hereunto  not  only  care- 
fully to  avoid  all  temptations  and  incentives  to 
the  contrary,  but,  if  need  be,  to  exercise  our- 
selves in  watchings  and  fastings,  which  are  in 
no  cases  more  proper,  than  for  the  suppression 
of  these  sins  :  to  be  modest  in  our  behaviour ; 
grave  and  chaste  in  our  conversation :  to  re- 
gulate, as  much  as  may  be,  our  very  thoughts 
and  desires  :  and  above  all  things  to  take  care 
that  we  keep  ourselves  usefully,  or  at  least  in- 
nocently employed ;  as  considering  that  there 
is  nothing  more  dangerous  to  the  purity  of  a 
Christian  th^n  idleness  and  want  of  something 
to  dp. 

Lard^  I  confess  myself  guilty  Sfc. 

The  eighth  Commandment,   [Thou  shall  mt 

steals'] 

respects  our  outward  possessions;  and  pro- 
vides for  every  man's  quiet  and  comfortable 
enjoyi&ent  of  that  portion  of  the  good  things 
of  this  life,  which  God  has  been,  pleased  to  give 
him.  Hereby  are  forbidden  not  only  theft 
and  robbery ;  as  the  one  implies  a  secret  con- 
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veying  away  of  another  s  goods,  and  the  other  a 
more  violent  and  forcible  taking  of  them;  but 
all  unlawful  and  indirect  ways  of  depriving  an- 
other of  any  thing  that  is  his  ;  all  cheating  in 
buying  and  selling;  all  extortion  and  oppres- 
sion :  and  all  aiding)  advising,  encouraging,  or 
otherwise  communicating  with  others  in  any  of 
these  crimes ;  whether  by  receiving,  buying,  or 
concealing  what  is  stolen ;  or  by  helping  any  one 
to  cheat  or  over-reach  another ;  or  by  serving 
any  great  arid  violent  oppressor  in  crushing  and 
ruining  a  poor  man.     To  these  may  be  added 
several  other  vices;    such  as  prodigality  in 
spending  a  man's  estate,  and  beggaring  his 
family:  negligence  in  making  an  honest  pro- 
vision, according  to  a  man's  station  and  oppor- 
tunities, for  his  children:   contracting  debts 
which  we  are  not  able  to  pay :   engaging  for 
others  beyond  what  we  are  able,  or  it  is  fitting 
for  us  to  answer :  taking  advantage  for  gain  by 
men's  private  wants,  or  by  the  public  necessi- 
ties :   all  such  trades  as  live  upon  the  vices 
and  extravagancies  of  men:    and  lastly,   all 
manner  of  unlawful  and  injurious  ways  of  gain. 
On  the  contrary,  we  must  be  fair  and  upright 
in  all  our  dealings ;  not  willingly  wrong,  or  be 
accessory  to  the  wronging  of  any :  if  we  should 
happen  to  have  unwillingly  injured  any  man, 
we  must  be  ready  to  make  him  a  full  and  ample 
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restitution  for  it :  we  must  be  free  and  cha- 
ritable to  the  poor ;  careful  to  provide  a  compe- 
tent subsistence  for  our  families ;  and  diligent 
in  pursuing  some  honest  and  useful  calling  in 
order  thereunto. 

Lard,  I  confess  myself  guilty  Sgc. 

The  ninth  Commandment,  [  Thou  shalt  not  bear 
false  witmss  against  thy  neighbour,'] 

principally  regards  the  public  administration 
of  justice  and  judgment.  Ordar  and  gorem- 
ment  being  established,  propagation  regu* 
lated,  and  our  lives^  properties^  and  estates 
secured  by  the  four  preceding  commandments^ 
provision  is  made  in  this  for  the  obtaining  a  just 
reparation  in  case  of  any  injury  or  wrong  done 
to  any  man,  with  respect  to  any  any  of  those  par- 
ticul^s.  It  supposes  that  there  are  courts  of 
iudicature  erected  in  all  societies  for  tbe  deter- 
mining controversies  of  this  nature ;  but  because 
the  just  issue  of  such  trials  dep^ids  chiefly 
upon  the  veracity  of  witnesses  thai  give  in  evi- 
dence of  matters^  or  facts  relating  thereunto^ 
all  persons  are  hereby  requifedi  to  be  punc- 
tually true  and  faithful  in  such  their  testimo- 
nies ;  to  affirm  nothing  but  what  they  know  to 
be  true,  and  to  conceal  nothing  that  may  con- 
tribute  to  a  clearer  discovery  of  thie  truth. 
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Furthermore,  ^tliis  commandment  obliges  tis 
to  be  religiously  strict  iu  speaking  the  trUth>: 
not  only  in  courts  of  judicgiture,  but  in  our  com*» 
mon  cocir«rsation :  to  put  the  best  construc- 
tion upon  all  the  actions  of  our  neighbour;  not 
to  be  too  easy  of  believing  any  evil  reports 
concerning  him ;  nor  to  divulge  even  his  real 
faults  out  of  private  pique  or  passion ;  but  to 
be  charitable  both  in  what  we  hear  and  what  we 
^say  of  other  men;  to  vindicate  their  reputation  as 
far  as  fairly  we  can;  and  to  say  nothing,  at 
least  not  tq  aggraviate  their  faults,  where  we 
cannot. 

This  commandment  forbids  not  only  the  false 
accusing  of,  or  witnessing  against  any  man  in 
judgment,  but  also  all  subornation  of  false  wit- 
nesses, and  all  credit  or  countenance  that  is 
given  to  them ;  all  sort  of  calumny  *  and  evil 
speaking  t  against  any,  whether  it  be  in  or  out 

*  By  calumny  is  meant  a  reproach  falsely  raised  upon, 
and  reported  against  a  person,  who  is  wholly  innocent  of  it ; 
when  we  are  the  makers,  as  well  as  spreaders  of  an  untruth ; 
at  least,  know  what  we  say  of  our  neighbour  to  be  falito,  of 
hate  ji)ist  reason  to  bieUeVe  it  to  be  so. 

t  By  evil  speaking  we  are  to  undenstand  the  relating  oC 
what  is,  or  has  been  told  to  us  as  true,  and  isiielieyed  by  us 
so  to  be ;  v^hen  we  do  it  not  to  the  person  concerned  for  dis-< 
covery  of  the  truth ;  or  to  some  friend  of  his,  in  order  to  his 
being  admonish^ed  of  it ;  but  to  our  indifferent  acquaintance : 
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ef  judgment ;  all  tale-bearing,  rash-speaking, 
and  censuring ;  all  readiness  to  believe  what  is 
evil  of  our  neighbour ;  all  encouragement  given 
to  those  who  are  apt  to  speak  evil  of  other  men.

The  tenth    Commandm^t,    \Thcu  shall  mi 

covet  &c.] 

is  for  the  greater  security  of  our  obedience 
to  all  the  rest.  It  condemns  even  the  inward 
tendencies  and  motions  of  the  soiil  towards  the 
commission  of  any  of  those  sins  that  are  for- 
bidden, or  the  omission  of  any  of  those  duties 
that  are  enjoined  by  the  foregoing  command- 
ments. It  commands  us  not  so  much  as  to 
harboi^r  any  evil  thought  or  desire  in  our  hearts : 
not  so  much  as  to  wish  for  that  which  is  an- 
other's, out  of  covetousness  or.  envy:  to  sup- 
press the  inordinate  love  of  wealth,  honour,  and 
pleasure ;  and  to  use  our  utmost  endeavours  to 
i^ubdue  and  mortify  all  irregular  inclinations 
whatsoever :  not  to  murmur  and  repine  at  our 
own  condition ;  nor  to  be  uneasy  at  the  more 
prosperous  circumstances  of  others  \  not  to  b^ 
over^^thoughtful  or  anxious  about  worldly  en^ 

and  that,  whether  it  be  done  with  a  design  to  defkme  1bbi»  or 
only  in  the  common  way  of  discourse,  for  wtot  of  better 
matter  to  entertain  otir  company  withal. 
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joyments ;  but  to  be  contented  and  thankfol 
with  that  portion  of  them>  which  God  hath  al- 
lotted us ;  cheerfully  submitting  to  His  good 
pleasure,  and  taking  all  things  well  that  He 
ordereth  for  u&. 

Lord^  I  confess  myself  guiUy  of  inmmerabk 
transgressions  of  this  commandment.  Pardon  we,  I 
beseech  Thee,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake :  and  kt  Thy 
grace  so  prevent  andfdlaw  me  for  the  future,  that 
I  may  never  be  guilty  of  the  like  offences  again  ;  but 
may  make  it  my  sincere  and  constant  endeavour  to 
fonsake  and  avoid  every  sin  forbidden,  and  to  ob^ 
serve  and  practise  every  duty  enjoined  by  this  Tky 
most  righteous  law.

The  duty  of  Children  towards  their  Parents 
is  to  be  respectful  and  dutiful  in  their  beha- 

*  See  note,  page  369. 
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viour  towards  them ;  to  reverence  their  per*- 
sons,  to  heaxken  to  their  instructions,  and  obey 
their  orders;  to  bear  with  their  infirmities, 
and  submit  to  their  correction ;  to  promote 
their  comfort  and  welfare  by  all  fitting  means ; 
and  if  they  need,  and  their  children  are  able, 
tp,prpyide  for. and  support  them. 

The  duty  of  Subjects  towards  those  whom  God  has 
set  in  Authority  over  them, 

'is  to  submit  to  their  laws  j  t6  be  faithfial  to 
their  interests,  and  obedient  to  them  in  all 
their  just  commands :  to  live  quietly  under 
their  government ;  and  to  contribute,  accord- 
ing to  their  capacity,  towards  the  support  and 
defence  of  it,  by  their  counsel,  their  estate,  and, 
if  need  be>  by  venturing  their  very  lives  for 
their  service. 

The  duty  of  Scholars  towards  their  Teachers 

is  to  reverence  their  authority,  and  respect 
their  persons :  to  attend  upon  their  instruc- 
tions with  care  and  diligence :  to  submit  them- 
selves to  their  conduct  in  those  things  wherein 
they  are  set  over  them :  and  to  reward  them 
according  to  their  several  stations,  and  the 
nature  of  the  work  they  are  engaged  in. 
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Th^  duly  of  ordinary  Christians  /(w^fr^fe  thdr 
spiritual  Riders  and  Guides 

is  to  consider  them  ais  the  ministers  of  Christy 
and  stewards  of  the  mysteries  of  God  *,  and  to 
esteem  them  very  highly  for  their  work's  sake% 
to  treat  them  with  respect  and  reverence :  to 
attend  constantly  upon  their  public  teachings ; 
and  to  advise  with  them  in  private  in  all  dubious 
cases^  relating  to  the  care  or  state  of  their  souls : 
to  submit  cheerfully  to  all  their  godly  judg- 
mentSj  and  admonitions :  to  pray  to  God  for 
them,  that  they  may  be  furnished  with  all  those 
gifts  and  graces,  and  blessed  with  such  assist- 
ances of  His  Holy  Spirit,  as  may  enable  them 
to  discharge  their  weighty  office  faithfully  and 
successfully :  to  pay  them  their  dues  consci- 
entiously, and  without  grudging ;  and  where 
need  is,  and  they  are  able,  to  contribute  more 
liberally  towards  their  comfortable  subsistence. 

The  duty  of  Servants  towards  their  Masters  and 

Mistresses 

is  to  be  diligent  in  their  business ;  true  and 
just  to  what  they  are  intrusted  withal ;  careful 
in  the  management  of  their  concerns,  as  if  it 
were  for  themselves :  not  profuse  or  extrava-

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gant  in  ^ny  thing  which  is  committed  to  their 
care,  but  thrifty  and  watchful :  not  to  be  eye- 
servants,  but  to  use  the  same  industry  and  in- 
tegrity in  their  tnitster'^s  absence,  as  they  would 
do  if  he  were  present  with  them. 

Tke  duty  of  the  Wife  towards  her  Husband 

is  faithfully  to  observe  her  marriage  vow  and 
covenant :  to  love,  honour,  and  obey,  him :  to 
be  true  and  just  to  him  in  all  his  concerns :  to 
order  his  house  with  prudence  and  discretion : 
to  bring  up  his  children  in  the  nurture  and 
fear  of  the  Lord :  to  instil  good  principles  be- 
times into  them,  and  root  out  bad  ones :  not  to 
forsake  him  in  any  troubles  or.  adversities  that 
may  fall  upon  him  ;  but  to  continue  faithful  and 
united  to  him  in  person  and  affection  to  her 
life's  end.

The  duty  of  those  who  are  in  a  lower  degree,  to- 
.    wards  such  as  are  in  fortune  and  quality  above 
them, 

is  to  give  them  honour  suitable  to  the  difference 
of  their  ranks  and  stations:  not  to  envy  or 
backbite  them :  not  to  wish  or  do  them  any 
evil,  out  of  any  malice  or  enmity  against  them, 
for  what  they  enjoy  in  character  or  estate  be- 
yond themselves. 
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The  duty  of  Parents  towards  their  Children 

is  to  breed  them  up  carefully  whilst  they  are 
young,  and  as  soon  as  they  are  capable  of  disr 
ceming  between  good  and  evil,  to  instruct  them 
in  the  principles  and  duties  of  religion :  to 
love  them  with  a  tender  and  prudent  affection : 
to  provide  according  to  their  ability  for  their 
comfortable  subsistence  in  the  world  :  to  bring 
them  up  to  some  honest  tod  useful  employ- 
ment :  to  encourage  them  when  they  do  well, 
and  to  correct  them  when  they  do  amiss :  to 
be  gentle  and  courteous  towards  them,  and  not 
by  their  passion  or  perverseties  to  provoke 
them  to  anger,  and  alienate  their  affections  from 
them. 

The  duty  of  the  Civil  Magistrate  towards  his 

People 

is  to  order  all  his  counsels,  designs,  and  en- 
terprises, as  much  as  in  him  lies,  to  the  public 
good :  to  be  faithful  to  the  trust  committed  to 
him,  so  as  never  to  vex  or  oppress  his  sub- 
jects, but  to  rule  them  with  an  exact  justice 
and  equity,  and  to  be  gentle  and  moderate  in 
the  exercise  of  his  authority ;  but  above  all^  to 
take  care  of  the  service  of  God ;  and  see  that 
the  true  religion  be  maintained  and  protected 
in  his  dominions :  and  to  use  his  utmost  en- 
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deavours  for  the  suppression  of  vice,  profane- 
ness,  and  irreligion,  as  being  at  once  both 
odious  to  God,  and  destructive  to  the  public 
peace  and  welfare  of  any  people. 

The  duty  of  Teachers  towards  those  committed  to 

their  charge 

is  to  attend  to  their  teaching  with  faithful* 
ness  and  diligence  :  to  consider  carefully  what 
instruction  is  most  proper  for  every  one,  and 
give  it  in  that  way,  that  may  be  likely  to  prove 
the  most  profitable  to  them ;  to  tell  them 
freely  of  their  faults ;  to  admonish  them  of 
the  sinfulness,  as  well  as  of  the  danger  of  them  ^ 
and  to  help  them,  according  to  the  best  of  their 
power,  to  amend  them :  in  short,  it  is  their 
duty,  and  ought  to  be  their  study  and  endea- 
vour, to  guide  those  whom  they  have  the 
charge  of,  the  best  and  most  direct  way  they 
can,  to  the  attainment  of  that  knowledge  which 
they  pretend  to  bring  them  to. 

The  duty  of  Spiritual  Pastors  towards  the  Peoplf 

under  tkew  care 

is  to  be  diligent  and  faithful  in  discharging 
the  trust  that  is  committed  to  them;  and  to 
labour  to  furnish  themselves  with  all  those  abi- 
lities that  are  necessary  thereunto :  to  endea- 
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vouF  to  possess  their  minds^  with  a  great  zeal 
for  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  enlargement  of 
His  church ;  and  with  a  just  sense  of  tiie  ines- 
timable value  of  souls:  to  give  themselves  to 
study,  meditation  and  prayer:  to  preach  the 
word  of  God  with  plainness,  sincerity,  and 
courage:  to  take  all  proper  opportunities  of 
giving  private  admonitions  and  instructions  to 
those  under  their  care,  both  in  sickness  and  in 
health  :  to  take  heed  to  themselves  as  well  as 
to  their  doctrine,  that  they  may  be  examples 
to  their  flock :  in  a  word,  to  make  it  their 
constant  study  and  endeavour,  so  to  fulfil  their 
ministry  in  every  respect,  that  they  may  answer 
the  high  characters  and  titles  attributed  to 
them  in  Scripture,  where  they  are  called,  am- 
bassadars  ^  for  Christ,  to ,  entreat  us  in  Christ's 
stead,  as  though  God  did  beseech  us  by  them 
to  be  reconciled  to  God,  angels  •  to  protect  and 
preside  over  the  several  churches  committed  to 
their  care ;  watchmen  \  appointed  by  God  to 
give  notice  of  approaching  dangers  and  ene- 
mies;  physicians  ^  of  soixls,  to  search  out  their 
distempers,  aiyd  apply  proper  remedies ;  ^^^ 
herds  *,  to  feed  the  flock  of  Christ,  which  He 
hath  purchased  with  His  own  blood ;  stewards

they  do  :  to  have  a  due  regard  to  their  souls, 
as  well  as  their  bodies ;  and  in  order  thereunto, 
not  only  to  allow  them  a  sufficient  time  for  the 
service  of  God,  but  to  see  that  they  employ  the 
time  so  allowed  them  to  the  glory  of  God, 
and  the  promoting  their  soul's  welfare :  and 
lastly,  to  be  just  in  paying  them  their  wages ; 
not  keeping  it  back  from  them  when  it  is  due^ 
nor  otherwise  defrauding  them  of  their  hire.  .

shall  aU  stand  upon  the  same  level ;  all  titles, 
and  honours,  and  distinctions,  shall  then  b6 
laid  aside ;  and  only  the  virtue  alid  piety  of  th^ 
soul  be  considered :  that  in  the  meantiipB  4k<0 
poorest  and  lowest  may  be  wise  and  good,

of  righteousness  is  sown  in  peace  of  them  that 
make  peace.     O  that  these  sacred  truths  may 
be  deeply  engraven  on  all  our  hearts,  and  ne- 
ver depart  out  of  our  thoughts,  that  so  every 
soul  of  us,  in  our  several  places,  may  earnestly 
follow  after  the  things  which  make  for  peace, 
and  things  wherewith  one  may  edify  another. 
Now  the  God  of  all  patience  and  consolation 
grant  us  to  belike-minded  one  towards  another, 
according  to  Christ  Jesus ;  having  the  same 
love;  being  of  one  accord,  of  one  mind;  doing 
nothing  through  strife  or  vain-glory ;  but  in  low- 
liness of  mind  esteeming  each  other  better  than 
ourselves ;  that  we  may  with  one  mind,  and  with 
one  mouth,  glorify  Thee  our  God,  the  Father 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.     Amen.

sent  Him  again  to  Pil3te\ 

And  Pilate,  when  he  had  called  together  th0 
chief  priests  and  the  rulers  and  the  people. 
Said  unto  them,  ye  have  brought  This  Man  unto 
Bie»  as  one  that  perrerteth  the  people:  and>  be*^ 
haid^  1,  haring  examined  Him  before  you^  have 
found  no  fault  in  This  Man  touching  those 
things  whereof  ye  accuse  Him.:  No,  nor  yet 
Herod:  for  I  sent  yov  to  him;  and,  lo^ nbthlug 
worthy  of  death  is  done  unto  Him.  ,1  wiQ 
therefore  chastise  Himi  and  release  Him*  (For 
of  oecepsity  he  m.ust  release  one  unto. them  at 
the  feast.)  And  they  cried  out  all  at  oncci 
saying,  away  with  This  Man,  and  release  unto 
us  Barabbas  '* 

Pilate  therefore^  willing  to  release  Jesus, 
spake  again  to  them.  But  they  cried,  saying, 
crucify  Him,  crucify  Him.  And  he  said  unto 
then^  the  third  time,  why,  what  evil  hath  He 
done  ?  I  huve  found  no  cause  of  death  in  |Iim: 
I  will  therefore  chastise  Him,  and  let  Him  go^ 
^v^d  they  were  instant  wilh  loud  voices,  rc^ 
quiring  that  He  might  be  crucified.  And  the 
voices  of  them  and  of  the  chief  priests  prevailed.

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And  Pilate  gav^  ^en^ence  that  it  should  be  as 
they  required.  And  he  release  unto  them

'  And  the  soldiers  led  Him  away  unto  the 
hall,  called  Pretorium ;  and  they  called  toge-' 
ther  the  whole  band.  And  they  clothed  Him 
with  purple,  and  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and 
put  it  about  His  head  "* ; 

And  a  reed  in  His  right  hand  \ 

And  began  to'salute  Him,  haiU  King  of  the 
Jews  ^. 

'  And  they  spit  upon  Him,  and  took  the  reed, 
and  smote  Him  on  the  head.  And  after  that 
they  had  mockdd  Him,  they  took  the  robe  off 
from  Him,  and  put  His  own  raiment  on  Him, 
and  led  Him  away  to  crucify  Him  '• 
'  And  He  bearing  His  cross  went  forth  *. 
'  And  there  followed  Him  a  great  company  of 
people,  and  of  women,  which  also  bewailed  knd 
lamented  Him.  But  Jesus  turning  unto  them 
said,  daughters  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  Me, 
but  weep  for  yourselves,  and  for  your  children. 
For  behold,  the  days  are  coming,  in  the  which

hiUs*  cover  us.  For  if  they  d6  these  tMngs 
in  a  gre6n  tree/what  shall  be  done  in  the  dry  2 
And  there  were ;  also  twq  other;  malefactors; 
led  with  Him  to  be  put  to  death.  And  wheki 
they  were  come  to  the  place  which  is  called 
Calvary,  there  they  crucified  Him,  and  the 
malefactors,  one  on  the  right  hand,  and  the 
6ther  on  the  l^ft.  Then  said  Jesus^  Father, 
forgive  them ;  for  they  know  not  what  they 
do*.  ,       . 

And  they  gave  Him  vinegar  to  drink  mingled 
with  gall :  and  when  He  had  tasted  thereof; 
He  would  hot  drink '.  > 

And  they  that  passed  by  reviled  Him,  wag-* 
ging  their  heads^  And  saying.  Thou  that  de^ 
stroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it  in  threes 
days,  save  Thyself.  If  Thou  be  the  Son. of 
God,  come  down  from  the  cross.  Likewise' 
also  the  chief  priests  mocking  Him^  with  the 
scribes  and  elders,  said,  He  savekl  others;  Him- 
self He  cannot  save«  If  He  be  the  king  of 
Israel,  let  Him  now  come  down  from  the  cross; 
and  we  will  believe  Him.    He  trusted  in  God ;

And  ai  the  idntli  boar  lesos  cried 
with  a  loud  Toice^  saying,  Sloi^  Bloi>  lama  sa* 
iNU^tbftm  ?  which  is>  being  interpreted)  My 
God,  My  God,  why  hast  Thou  fersaken  Me  ^? 

Alter  this,  Jevas  knowing  that  all  things 
w^ere  now  accomplished,  that  the  Scripture 
might  be  fulfilled,  saith,  I  thirst.  Now  there 
was  set  a  vessel  fuH  of  vinegar:  and  they  filled 
a  sponge  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  upon  hyssop, 
and  put  it  to  His  mouth.  When  Jesus  there^ 
tore  had .  received  tbe  vinegar,  He  said,  it  is 
finisbed^* 

And  when  Jesus  had  cried  with  a  loud  voice. 
He  said,  Fatiier,  into  Thy  haads  I  commend 
My  Spirit :  and  having  isaid  jdius.  He  gave  up

Aiid,  behold,  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent 
isi  twain  from  the  top  to  the  bottom^  and  the

2.  Scrij^Mdre  proof s  iket  iF^e' death  of  cut  Savumr 
Christ  upon  the, cross  was  a  true  xmi  proper 
sacrifice  ojfered  up  by  Him  for  the  atonement 
of  sin,  and  accepted  by  the  Father  as  u  full 
satisfaction  in  the  behalf  of  all  those  who  shaU 
conq^ly  with  the  terms  of  the  new  Covenant  in 
Ms  blood. 

All  have  sinned,  and  come  short  of  the  glory 
of  God ;  Bemg  justified  freely  by  His  grace 
through  the  redemption  that  is  in  Christ  Jesus: 
Whom  God  hath  set  forth  to  be  a  propitiation 
through  faith  in  His  blood,  to  declare  His 
righteousness  for  the  remission  of  sins  that  are 
past,  through  the  forbearance  of  God  ^. 

For  ye  know  that  ye  were  not  redeemed  with 
corruptible  things,  as  silver  and  gold"*: 

But  with  the  precious  blood  of  Christ,  as  of 
a  lamb  without  blemish  and  without  spot  ^ 

Who  His  own  Self  bare  our  sins  in  His  own 
body  on  the  tree  \

hath  laid  on  Him  the  iniquity  of  us  all"". 

Siurely  He  hath  borne  our  griek,  and  carried 
our  sorrows:  yet  we  did  esteem  Him  stricken, 
smitten  of  God,  and  afflicted, ,  But  He  was 
wounded  for  our  transgressions.  He  was 
bruised  for  our  iniquities :  the  chastisement  of 
our  peace  was  upon  Him ;  and  with  His  stripes 
we  are  healed  °. 

<  For  He  was  cut  off  out  of  the  land  of  the 
living :  for  the  transgression  of  My  people  was 
He  stricken  ^ 

It  pleased  the  Lord  to  bruise  Him ;  He  hath 
put  Him  to  grief :  when  Thou  shalt  make  His 
soul  an  offering  for  sin.  He  shall  see  His  seed. 
He  shall  prolong  His  days,  and  the  pleasure  of 
the  Lord  shall  prosper  in  His  hand  ^ 

Because  He  hath  poured  out  His  soul  unto 
death :  and  He  was  numbered  with  the  trans- 
gressors ;  and  He  bare  the  sin  of  many,  and 
made  intercession  for  the  transgressors  ^* 

Christ  also  hath  loved  us,  and  bath  given 
Himself  for  us  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  God 
for  a  sweet  smelling  savour '.

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And  He  is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins :  and 
not  for  our's  only,  but  also  for  the  sins  of  the 
whdle  world ". 

Neither  is  there  salvation  in  any  other:  for 
there  is  none  other  Name  under  heaven  given 
among  men,  whereby  we  must  be  saved "". 

God  was  in  Christ,  reconciling  the  world 
unto  Himself,  not  imputing  their  trespasses 
unto  them  % 

He  hath  made  Him  to  be  ^in  for  us.  Who 
knew  no  sin ;  that  we  might  be  made  the  righ^ 
teousness  of  God  in  Him ''. 

For  Christ  also  hath  once  suffered  for  sins, 
the  Just  for  the  unjust,  that  He  might  bring  us 
to  God,  being  put  to  death  in  the  flesh,  but 
quickened  by  the  Spirit  \ 

And  after  He  had  offered  one  sacrifice  for 
sins,  for  ever  sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of 
God'. 

Neither  by  the  blood  of  goats  and  calves, 
but  by  His  own  blood  He  entered  in  once  into 
the  holy  place,  having  obtained  eternal  re- 
demption for  us.  For  if  the  blood  of  bulls  and 
of  goats,  and  the  ashes  of  an  heifer  sprinkling 
the  unclean,  sanctifieth  to  the  purifying  of  the 
flesh;   How  much  more  shall  the  blood  of

of  the  new  testament,  that  fcy  means  of  death, 
for  the  redemption  of  the  transgressions  that 
were  under  the  first  testament,  they  which  are 
called  might  receive  the  promise  of  eternal  in- 
heritance •.  ' 

Wherefore  He  is  able  also  to  save  them  to 
the  uttermost  that  come  unto  God  by  Him,; 
seeing  He  ever  liveth  to  make  intercession  for 
them  *.  ^ 

For  it  pleased  the  Father  that  in  Him  should 
all  fulness  dwell ;  And,  having  made  peace 
through  the  blood  of  His  cross,  by  Him  to  re-' 
concile  all  things  unto  Himself**. 

Who  being  the  brightness  of  His  Father"^ 
glory,  and  the  express  image  of  His  person, 
and  upholding  all  things  by  the  word  of  His 
power,  when  He  had  by  Himself  purged  our 
sins,  sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of  the  Majestyr 
on  high*.  ; 

For  the  suffering  of  deaths  crowned  with 
glory  and  honour;  that  He  by  the  grace  of 
God  should  taste  death  for  every  man.     For

And  being  made  perfect.  He  became  the 
Author  of  eternal  salvation  unto  all  them  that 
obey  Him*. 

And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the 
wilderness ;  even  so  must  the  Son  of  Man  be 
lifted  up;  That  whosoever  believeth  on  Him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life  \ 

Thanksgiving  for  the  propitiation  of  Chrisfs  death. 

I  THANK  Thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and 
earth,  for  Thme  unspeakable  goodness  to  man- 
kind in  giving  Thine  only  begotten  Son  to  take 
our  nature  upon  Him,  and  to  suffer  death  upon 
the  cross  for  our  redemption ;  Who  made  there 
by  His  one  oblation  of  Himself  once  offered 
a  full,  perfect,  and  sufficient  sacrifice,  obla- 
tion, and, satisfaction  for  the  sins  of  the  whole 
world.

SECTION  IL 

Scripture:  doctrine  of  the  holy  sacra- 
ment of  the  Lord's  Supper;  with  an  enu- 
meration of  the  DUTIES  preparative  to  a 
right  receiving  of  it ;  and  with  suitable  pr ay erit 
shewing.  That  this  Sacrament  is  a  holy  feast 
of  Christ's  own  appointment,  wherein  by 
eating  bread  and  drinking  wine  we  comme- 
morate the  sacrifice  of  His  death,  and  are 
made  partakers  of  the  benefits  of  it« 
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1 .  The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord^s  Supper  is  a  hohf 
feast  of  Christ's  own  appointment ^  wherein  by 
eating  bread  and  drinking  wine  we  contmemorate 
the  sacrifice  of  His  deaths  and  are  made  par- 
takers of  the  benefits  of  it. 

What  shall  I  render  unto  the  Lord  for  all  His 
benefits  toward  me  ? 

I  will  take  the  cup  of  salvation,  and  call 
upon  the  Name  of  the  Lord  *. 

For  as  often  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
this  cup,  ye  do  shew  the  Lord's  death  till  He 
come  ^ 

The  cup  of  blessing,  which  we  bless,  is  it  not 
the  communion  of  the  blood  of  Christ  ?  The 
bread  which  we  break,  is  it  not  the  communion 
of  the  body  of  Christ  *  ? 

The  Lord  Jesus  the  same  night  in  which  He 
was  betrayed  took  bread :  And  when  He  had 
given  thanks^  He  brake  it,  and  said,  take,  eat : 
this  is  My  body  which  is  broken  for  you :  this 
do  in  remembrance  of  Me.  After  the  same 
manner  also  He  took  the  cup,  when  He  had 
supped,  saying,  this  cup  is  the  new  testament

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in  My  blood :  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  dtink  it>

I  am  the  living  bread  Which  came  down 
from  heaven :  if  any  man  eat  of  this  bread,  he 
$hall  live  for  ever :  and  the  bread  that  I  will 
give  is  My  flesh,  which  I  will  give  for  the  life 
of  the  world  \ 

And  whoso  eateth  My  flesh,  and  drinketh 
My  blood,  hath  eternal  life ;  and  I  will  raise 
Him  up  at  the  last  day.  Foir  My  flesh  is  meat 
indeed,  and  My  blood  is  drink  indeed.  He 
that  eateth  My  flesh,  and  drinketh  My  blood, 
dwelleth  in  Me,  and  I  in  Him  \ 

But  venly,  I  say  unto  you,  except  ye  eat  the 
flesh  of  the  Son  of  Man,  and  drink  His  blood, 
ye  have  no  life  in  you  ^. 

Thanksgiving  for  the  institution  of  the  Lord's 
Supper :  and  prayer  for  God's  assistance  and 
acceptance  of  our  preparation  for  it. 

Blessed  and  holy  Lord  God,  our  most  gra- 
cious and  merciful  Father  in  Christ  Jesus,  I 
worship  and  praise  Thy  glorious  Majesty,  as 
for  Thine  infinite  love  in  providing  an  all-sufii-

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cient  Redeemer  for  us^  so  for  the  gracious 
terms  of  that  New  Covenant  which  Thou  hast 
been  pleased  to  make  with  us  in  the  blood  of 
His  cross,  and  for  admitting  me,  Thy  most  un- 
worthy creature,  into  the  blessed  privileges  of 
it  by  baptism. 

I  bless  Thee  for  the  many  happy  opportuni- 
ties Thou  givest  me  of  commemorating  the 
sacrifice  of  His  meritorious  death,^  and  of 
having  that  most  blessed  covenant  renewed  to 
me  in. the  holy  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  supper. 

O  with  what  awful  reverence  and  humility, 
with  what  diligent  preparation  ought  we  to 
approach  this  sacred  ordinance,  wherein  the 
Prince  of  Life,  and  Lord  of  Glory  is  evidently 
set  forth  as  crucified  before  our  eyes ;  and  a 
sure  right  and  title  to  all  the  benefits  of  His 
passion  are  confirmed  to  every  worthy  re- 
ceiver ;  but  of  which  whosoever  presumes  to 
partake  unworthily  eats  and  drinks  judgment 
to  himself. 

O  Lord  God,  in  a  just  sense  of  mine  own 
weakness  and  unworthiness,  I  cast  myself 
down  at  the  footstool  of  Thy  Grace,  beseeching 
Thee  to  assist  and  accept  mine  endeavours  to 
prepare  myself  for  this  blessed  feast,  and  to 
work  in  me  all  those  holy  and  heavenly  dispo*- 
sitionsi  that  are  requisite  to  make  me  an  accept- 
able guest  at  Thy  table. 
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And  grant,  I  most  humbly  pray  Thee,  that 
I  may  so  devoutly  and  worthily  eat  of  this 
bread,  and  drink  of  this  cup,  that  I  may  spirit* 
ually  eat  the  flesh  of  Christ,  and  drink  His 
blood ;  may  dwell  in  Him,  and  He  in  nie ;  be 
one  with  Him,  and  He  with  me ;  that  so  His 
body  which  was  broken,  and  His  blood  which 
was  shed  for  me,  may  preserve  my  body  and 
soul  unto  everlasting  life.    Amen. 

The  duties  preparative  to  the  receiving  the  Lord's 
Supper  are 

L  Impartial  inquiry  into  the  state  of  our  souls; 
and  serious  consideration  of  the  nature^  end,  and 
dignity  of  this  holy  sacrament ; 

2.  true  repentance  for  our  former  sins, 

nnd  stedfast purpose  to  lead  a  new  life; 

3*  unfeigned  love  and  charity  towards  all  man- 
kind; 

4.  lively  faith  in  God's  mercy  through  Christ, 
intending  thereby  not  only  that  whatever  God  has 
promised  io  penitent  sinners,  through  Christ,  shall 
he  effectually  made  good  to  them,  but  also  an  assured 
persuasion  that  if  we  come  duly  prepared  to  this 
holy  sacrament,  the  general  promises  of  God  in 
scripture,  concerning  His  pardoning  mercy  and 
grace,  shall  he  immediately  applied  and  made  good 
to  our  persons  in  particular ;  and 
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&  thankful  remembrame  of  Christ's  death  y  and 
of  the  inmwerabk  blessings  which  He  has  thereby 
purchased  for  us,  and  a  resolution  to  eapress  our 
thankfulness  in  following  the  blessed  ^eps  of  lUs 
most  hohf  life. 


1.  Impartial  inquiry  into  the  state  of  our  souls, 
and  serious  consideration  of  the  nature,  end,  and 
dignity  of  this  holy  sacrament. 

But  let  a  man  examine  himself^  and  so  let  him 
eat  of  that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup  *. 

Whosoever  shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
this  cup  of  the  Lord  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty 
of  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord  ^. 

He  that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily, 
eateth  and  drinketh  damnation  to  himself,  not 
discerning  the  Lord's  body.  For  this  c^use 
many  are  weak  and  sickly  among  you,  and 
many  sleep.  For  if  we  would  judge  ourselves, 
we  i^hould  not  be  judged.  But  when  we  are 
judged,  we  are  chastened  of  the  Lord,  that  we

Finally,  since  that,  blessed  sacrament  I  am 
now  preparing  to  receive  was  designed  by  our 
Saviour,  not  only  as  a  memorial  and  pledge  of 
His  love  to  us,  but  a  means  of  engaging  all  His 
disciples  to  live  in  the  strictest  love  and  cha- 
rity  towards  one  another:  grant,  I  most  hum- 
bly beseech  Thee,  that  laying  aside  all  bitter- 
ness, and  wrath,  and  anger,  and  clamour^  and 
evil-speaking  I  may  come  to  Thy  holy  table 
with  a  heart  in  perfect  charity  with  all  the 
world,  and  fully  resolved  to  make  myself  ap- 
pear in  the  future  course  of  my  life  to  be 
Christ's  disciple  indeed  by  walking  in  love, 
as  Christ  also  hath  loved  us,  and  given  Himself 
for  us  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  God,  for  a 
sweet- smelling  savour. 

These  holy  dispositions,  0  Lord,  and  if  there 
be  any  other  that  may  be  necessary  to  make 
me  an  acceptable  guest  at  the  Lord's  table,  I 
humbly  beg  for  the  merits,  and  through  the 
mediation  of  the  Same,  Thy  Son,  mine  ever 
blessed  Saviour  and  Redeemer.    Amen.

Almighty  God,  and  most  caerciful  Father^

cially  nigh  unto  all  them  that  call  upon  The^ 
avien'  ta  aU  that  call  upon  Thee  m  truth ;  I  pros- 
trate myself  before  Thy  Majesty  in  the  deepest
